Elegant  toilets,  glittering  in  gems  and 
etigeci  with  the  richest  of  lace,  beauti- 
ful young  faces,  and  happy  elder 
ones,  a  multitude  of  conventional  black 
suits,  u  crowd,  a  crush,  sweet  flowers  aud 
exquisite  music — these  formed  the 
features  of  last  night's  opening  reception 
at  The  Spalding.  All  the  great  pile  was 
tilled  with  perfume  and  beauty,  with 
joy.  and  music,  and  the  reception  was 
the  success  of  the  year  from  every  point 
of  view. 

It  was  a  little  before  10  when  there 
were  the  most  frequent  arrivals  of  guests 
at  the  handsome  side  entrance  of  the 
house.  A  steady  stream  of  people  pour 
ed  in  and  were  taken  up  to  the  parlor 
floor  where  were  dressing  and 
rooms.  All  arrangements  for  the 
tion  and  care  of  guests  had  been 
fully  looked  to  and  all  were  complete,  so 
there  was  little  delay  here.  The  parlors 
aud  grand  corridor  gradually  tilled  with 
guests,  to  most  of  whom  this  sight  of  the 
house  was  the  first,  and  a  delighted  in- 
spection was  had  by  very  many.  The 
chaste  and  beautifully  decorated  parlors, 
the  rich  furniture  aud  thick, 
soft  carpets,  into  which  the 
feet  sank  as  in  moss,  the  handsome 
chandeliers  with  their  wealth  of  white, 
garnet  and  crimson  light,  all  called  forth 
expressions  of  admiration.  Here  a 
pleasant  little  informal  reception 
was  given  Mr.  W.  W.  Spalding  ancl  his 
wife,  who  were  the  recipients  of  many 
heartfelt  congratulations  on  the  comple- 
tion of  the  grand  hotel  which  was  so 
much  a  monument  to  Mr.  Spalding's 
faith  and  enterprise.  Their  old-time 
friends,  who  had  struggled  through  the 
same  hardships  and  trials,  undergone 
the  same  hunger  for  civilization  and  a 
wider  life  in  the  earlier  days,  only  could 
realize  the  full  meaning  of  the  smile  on 
Mr.  Spalding's  face  or  the  quiet  light  of 
happiness  on  the  countenance  of  his 
wife. 

During  all  this  time  the  music  from 
far  above  floated  down  in  dreamy  strains 
of  the  waltz,  and  the  crowd  thinned  rap- 
idly. At  the  main  diningroom  on  the 
seventh  floor  dancing  begun  a  little  after 
10  o'clock,  and  a  better  or  more  beautiful 
dancing  hall  one  could  hardly  find  on 
this  continent.  The  large  and  well  pro- 
portioned room,  light  as  day  with  gas 
and  electric  lamps,  arranged  in  careful 
design,  the  crowd  of  dancers,  the  flowers, 
pendant  and  in  banks,  at  the  end  of  the 
room,  and  high  over  all  the  vaulted 
ceiling  with  its  artistic  frescoing,  all  made 
a  sight  as  pleasing  as  unusual.  Siebert's 
orchestra  discoursed  sweet  strains  of  de- 
licious music,  now  low,  now  loud,  and  a 
program  of  dances  was  carried  out  that 
was  excellently  arranged. 

In  the  ladies  ordinary  supper  was 
served  at  handsomely  spread  tables.  It 
was  not  until  the  hungry  guests  were 
packed  into  the  wide  corridor  leading  to 
the  ordinary  that  they  realized  how 
crowded  was  the  house.  It  was  a  slow 
process,  getting  supper,  and  many  were 
forced  to  wait,  until  finally  tables  were 
spread  in  the  corridor  leading  from  the 
ballroom.  A  little  menu  of  five  courses, 
elegantly  cooked,  was  given,  and  supper 
was  served  until  the  morning  hours. 

There  were  520  people  present,  the 
whole  city  being  represented,  many  of 
them  from  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis, 
Chicago,  Milwaukee,  and  others 
from  New  York.  The  whole  reception 
passed  off  very  pleasantly.  It  was  most 
emphatically  a  public  and  popular  dem- 
onstration to  those  who  have  built  this 
fine  house.

SEATTLE'S  DISASTER. 

Order  Beiug  Brought  Out  of  the   ChaoH  .»f 
L.aHt  Week'H  Fire. 

Skattle,  June  11. — The  town  is  rab- 
idly quieting  down  after  the  great  bhuje 
of  last  week.  There  are  still  many  fami- 
lies who  find  their  only  shelter  undor 
tents,  and  bankers  and  merchants  aj'e 
opening  up  their  business  in  any  plaoe 
where  business  is  possible.  The  milit  a 
and  special  i>olice  still  continue  to  patrol 
the  streets,  and  no  one  who  has  not  a 
pass  is  allowed  to  enter  the  burned  dis- 
trict. 

Numerous  attempts  at  burglary  \n\ve 
been  frustrated,  and  one  thief  who  wiis 
caught  barely  escaped  being  lynched. 
Several  murderous  assaults  which  wei-e 
made  on  merchants  during  the  tire  ai^e 
now  being  reported,  although  it 
is  still  impossible  to  correctly  ascertain 
the  loss  of  life.  It  is  not  generally  Ix)- 
heved  more  than  five  persons  perished. 
The  previous  sutfering  has  been  allevi- 
ated by  the  arrivals  of  bounteous  suj)- 
piies.  The  bank  vaults  have  been  un- 
covered and  opened,  and  their  conten  w 
found  to  be  uninjured. 

The  chairman  of  the  relief  committee 
says:  "A  careful  examination  disclosos 
much  destitution  which  might  be  v>i- 
lieved.  Thousands  are  being  fed  and 
lodged.  The  work  of  rebuilding  has  !>»- 
gun.  Soon  more  labor  will  be  employed, 
but  meanwhile  hundreds  must  live  in 
tents  for  months."

THE  FIRST  FLOOR, 

Where     Everybody    Was     Welcomed    and 
Kverybody  Had  a  Koyal  Gof>d  Time. 

While  the  gentlemen  who  wore  dress 
coats  and  the  ladies  were  streaming  into 
The  Spalding  by  the  Fifth  avenue  en- 
trance, the  rotunda  was  tilling  with  men 
who  did  not  care  to  assume  the  responsi- 
bility of  a  spike-tail  coat  and  a  lady 
friend,  or  who  were  not  the  proud  pos- 
sessors of  the  bit  of  neatly-printed  paste- 
board which  would  only  induce  burly 
Policeman  Ned  Dwyer  to  unhook  the 
rope  which  barred  the  way  to  the  en 
chanted  regions  above.  The  Spalding 
rotunda  is  a  mighty  pleasant  place,  as 
was  made  evident  last  night  by  the  re- 
sorting to  it  constantly  of  gentlemen 
from  up  above.  The  chief  attraction 
was  Walker's  military  band,  which  was 
the  recipient  of  compliments  constantly 
on  account  of  its  fine  jjlaying  of  an  excel- 
lent program.  The  remark  was  made  by 
a  gentleman  whose  e.vperience  of  brass 
bands  is  nearly  as  extensive  as  the  con- 
tinent, that  the  playing  last  night  was 
exceptionally  good  for  a  band  located  in 
a  city  of  the  size  of  Duluth. 

The  handsome  and  well  equipped  bil- 
liard room  has  as  many  admirers  as 
could  secure  places  at  the  tables,  and  the 
clicking  of  the  balls  went  on  uninter- 
ruptedly until  the  last  belated  guest 
from  the  ballroom  had  betaken  himself 
home.  The  tables  and  the  other  fittings 
of  the  room  were  pronounced  first  class 
by  the  experts  who  handled  the  cues. 

There  was  a  general  inspection  of  the 
toilet-rooms,  the  reading-room,  and  the 
sanitary  arrangements,  which  are  un- 
obtrusive in  a  general  view  of  the  house, 
but  play  such  an  important  part  in 
the  comfort  of  its  guests.  There  is  yet 
another  room  on  this  floor  which  at 
tracted  a  great  deal  of  interest.  What  it 
contained  could  only  be  inferred  by  the 
glimpse  of  elegant  mirrors,  cut  glass  and 
polished  mahogany  which  could  he 
had  from  the  door.  It  is  understood 
that  the  best  (luality  of  egg-lemonade  is 
concocted  there,  and  that  genuine  im- 
ported ApoUinaris  water  is  there  dealt 
out  by  the  glass,  for  the  delectation  of 
the  guests  of  the  house. 

After  viewing  these  several  depart- 
ments the  visitors  were  sure  to  gravitate 
J  back  to  the  •  rotunda  where  Walker's 
band  discoursed  stirring  melodies  until 
nearly  midnight.  The  evening  in  the 
rotunda  was  eminently  typical  of  Du- 
luth, and  argued  that  the  course  of  the 
city  by  the  unsalted  sea  had  been  chosen.

Toronto,  June  11. — [Special.]— The

The  Herald  has  several  times  called 
attention  to  the  urgent  need  of  erecting 
large  numljers  of  tenement  houses  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  numerous 
employes  of  the  manufacturing  indus- 
tries centering  here  and  soon  to  be  in 
operation,  and  is  glad  to  be  able  to  say 
that  several  of  the  heavy  property- 
holders  here  have  this  matter  under 
advisement  and  will  soon  divulge  the 
extent  of  their  operations.  Among  those 
who  are  reported  having  this  matter 
nearly  ready  for  action  are  Capt.  Sharp, 
who  has  a  body  of  land  adjoining  the 
Fifth  division  which  has  been  rapidly 
cleared  up  under  his  personal  super- 
vision; M.  B.  Harrison  and  A.  R.  Mac- 
farlane.  There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt 
that  there  will  be  an  urgent  demand  for 
all  classes  of  residences. 

The  immense  pump  intended  for  the 
water  supply  of  the  Car  works  has  been 
tested  and  proved  to  be  satisfactory. — 
The  large  doors  on  each  end  of  the  paint 
shop  have  been  put  in  position. — Men 
are  at  work  painting  the  roof  of  the 
planing-mill  and  erecting  departments. 
— The  Barbour  dust  arrester  is  rapidly 
getting  into  shape.— The  shafting  has 
all  arrived  and  will  soon  be  hung.— Every 
portion  of  the  work  is  rapidly  approach- 
ing completion. 

The  improvements  on  Second  street 
south  will  probably  begin  this  week,  we 
are  informed  by  Contractor  Libby. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  meeting 
last  evening  was  only  fairly  attended — a 
number  who  are  known  to  be  interested 
in  its  formation  being  unavoidably 
absent.  W.  W.  Browne  was  made  chair- 
man, C.  A.  Everitt  secretary.  Minutes 
of  previous  meeting  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. Remarks  were  made  pro  and 
con  as  to  the  advisability  of  incorporating 
at  present.  A  motion  was  finally  made 
by  the  secretary  that  in  order  to  pre  cure 
the  sense  of  the  meeting  we  proceed  to 
discuss  the  articles  of  incorporation  as 
prepared  by  the  committee  with  a  view 
to  their  adoption,  which  was  carried 
unanimously.  The  articles  of  incorpor- 
ation were  read  and  adopted,  leaving 
blank  the  names  of  the  incorporators 
and  first  officers.  The  date  set  for  the 
cx)mmencement  of  the  organization  was 
the  first  day  of  August,  1889,  and  the 
continuance  was  made  thirty  years.  The 
name  adopted  is  "The  West  Duluth 
Chamber  of  Commerce."  On  account  of 
the  lateness  of  the  hour  it  was  resolved 
to  adjourn  until  this  evening,  when  it  is 
ho])ed  all  the  business  men  of  West  Du- 
luth will  make  it  convenient  to  be 
present.

Th*-  Work  ol  (  buring   Ip  After  the  Great 
Flood. 

JoHN-sTOWN,  Pa.,  June  11.— This  is  the 
last  day  for  clearing  ;iway  the  effects  of 
the  flood  by  the  civil  authorities.  To- 
morrow the  state  takes  hold  of  the  stu- 
pendous work  of  restoring  the  valley  to 
its  condition  before  the  flood,  and  all 
work  done  after  toda,>'  will  be  under  the 
supervision  of  Adjt.-(ien.  Hastings. 
The  weary  and  dreary  succession 
of  rainy  days  since  the  flood 
continues  and  day  br  jke  amidst  a  driz- 
zling rain.  With  but,  a  single  exception 
every  day  here  sinod  the  deluge  has 
opened  with  rain,  bu1,  while  the  rain  has 
made  the  work  more  disagreeable  it  has 
had  some  good  res  ilts.  But  for  the 
almost  continaous  rain  the  river  at  this 
point  would  have  become  too  low  and 
shallow  to  float  away  the  debris  that  is 
fast  being  kxisened  and  thrown  iiito  the 
river.  The  continued  full  stream  has 
rendered  the  work  of  getting  the  wreck- 
age away  from  the  slone  bridge  much 
loss  arduous  and  more  speedy.  Had 
there  been  such  weather  as  prevailed 
yesterday  afternoon,  hot  and  exhausting, 
it  is  believed  by  man>  that  it  would  have 
been  impossible  to  continue  the  work  of 
search  for  the  dead.

He 
was  wounded,  but  spi  ang  from  the  door- 
way and  ran  for  his  ife.  A  second  vol- 
ley, however,  riddled  him  with  bullets, 
and  he  fell  dead  in  his  tracks.

THE  OWNERS  OF  TEAMS. 


Quiet     Strike     That      Has 
Grown  Largely  in  Pro- 
portions. 


Teamsters  Bind  Thennselves  by 
Fines  to  Hold  To- 
gether. 


The  teamsters  are  still  out,  and  judg- 
ing from  their  present  temper  are  liable 
to  stay  out  for  some  little  time.  A 
meeting  was  held  this  morning  at  431 
East  Fourth  street.  A.  D.  Mcintosh 
ofliciated  as  president  and  secretary. 
There  were  about  fifty  teamsters  present. 
After  diBcuseing  the  situation  for  an 
hour,  all  present  expressing  themaelve* 
as  unalterably  opiKjsed  to  going  back  to 
work  at  the  old  rate,  namely,  ^.50  per 
day,  a  paper  was  drawn  up  with  the  fol- 
lowing heading: 

"We,  owners  of   horeee,  agree  to  Iwve  our 

horses  8taiicl  in  toe  stableij  uakaib  we  are  paid 
W  per  (lay  for  ten  hour's  work,  under  a  oen- 
aity  of  «1U.'  *^ 

Forty-two  signatures  were  obtained 
and  it  was  agreed  that  all  should  con- 
gregate on  horseback  at  the  corner  of 
Tenth  avenue  east  and  Second  street. 
After  assembling  there  the  men  pro- 
ceeded west,  and  used  their  utmost 
powers  of  persuasion  on  the  teamsters 
working  at  the  old  rate.  Their  efforts 
met  with  success,  and  by  the  time 
Twenty-fourth  avenue  west  was  reached 
their  numbers  were  largely  augmented. 
A  meeting  will  be  held  tonight  to  de- 
liberate upon  a  plan  for  further  move- 
ments in  case  contractors  refuse  to 
engage  them  at  the  increased  wages. 

McArthur  Brothers  had  just  drawn 
off  the  teams  that  were  graveling  First 
street  previous  to  the  strike,  for  thirty 
days,  and  will  have  leas  trouble  to  get 
along  than  others.  The  men  claim  it  is 
impossible  to  live  and  take  care  of  their 
teams  as  they  should  at  $3.50  a  dav. 
One  of  the  foremen  in  charge  of  'a 
crew  of  men  on  Third  avenue  said  this 
morning:  "The  teamsters  can  better 
afford  to  work  this  year  for  $3.50  than 
they  could  last  year  for  $4.50,  and  for 
this  reason:  Last  year  hay  cost  from 
$22  to  $27  per  ton  and  oats  seventy  and 
seventy-five  cents  per  bushel.  This 
year  you  can  buy  the  nicest 
kind  of  upland  wild  hay  for  $e.50  and 
$7  a  ton,  and  oats  from  30  to  32  cents 
per  bushel." 

"This  trouble  was  brought  about  by 
one  man,  who  is  here  only  temporarily," 
said  one.  "He  persuaded  the  men  that 
the  contractors  could  pay  M  a  dav  as 
well  as  the  city;  all  they  had  to  do'  was 
to  hold  out.  The  strike,  I  lieheve,  will 
terminate  this  week.  About  Monday 
there  will  be  light  crews  on,  and  very 
soon  all  the  teams  will  be  back  at  the 
old  rate." 

The  men,  however,  appear  very  firm, 
and  are  emphatic  in  their  determination 
to  stand  out  till  doomsday,  if  necessarj-, 
and  believe  they  will  get  'what  they  ask 
for.  The  strike  has  become  general  and 
extends  from  the  gravel  pit  at  the  East 
End  to  Twenty-fourth  avenue  west.

TTio  opening  of  The  Spalding,  fully 
reported  in  our  news  columns,  was 
greatly  euccessful  in  every  way,  and 
holds  out  a  bright  bow  of  promise  for 
the  future  of  the  enterprise  so  happily 
begun.  It  showed  that  the 
city,  as  a  whole,  is  stand 
ing  behind  the  venture  and 
intends  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  ensure 
its  succesa  The  great  gathering  of 
guests  that  tilleti  the  halls  and  corridors 
with  a  flowing  tide  of  changing  life  and 
color  like  the  shifts  of  some 
titanic  kaleidoscope,  was  emi- 
nently representative  of  the  city. 
So  long  is  the  list  that  we  shall  only 
attempt  to  summarize  it  in  the  single 
word,  representative,  for  a  partial  citing 
of  names  would  but  convey  an  inadequate 
and  partial  impression.  The  occasion 
should  be,  and  will  be,  remembered,  as 
essentially  a  civic  event,  and 
by  no  word  of  discrimination 
would  The  Herald  present  it 
otherwise.  In  design  and  execution  this 
idea  was  kept  always  present  and  ruling, 
and  as  long  as  it  is  held  in  mmd,  as  it 
was  last  night,  that  The  Spalding  is  for 
the  city  and  the  city  is  for  The  Spalding, 
there  need  be  no  fear  of  the  realization 
falling  short  of  the  confident  anticipa- 
tion. The  full  representation  from  the 
press  of  the  Twin  cities  was,  in  itself,  a 
demonstration  that  the  occasion  was  so 
regarded,  and  this  representation  was  a 
distinguished  compliment  to  the  city  as 
well  as  to  the  manager  in  whose  honor 
the  reception  was  given.  The  heartiest 
thanks  of  the  whole  city  are  due  to  the 
men  by  whose  untiring  efforts  the  recep- 
tion was  carried  out  to  its  triumphant 
conclusion,  and  The  Herald  but  voices 
the  feeling  of  the  city  in  expressing  the 
general  sense  of  obligation  and  the  best 
of  wishes  for  the  future  of  Manager 
Emerson. 

THE  BEHRING  SEA  CONTEST. 

The  Behring  sea  knot  is  growing  more 
difficult  to  disentangle  than  ever.  The 
Canadian  view  of  the  matter  is  that  the 
United  States  has  no  jurisdiction  outside 
the  three-mile  limit  from  shore.  The 
treasury  department  and  United  States 
courts  have  constantly  ruled  in  effect 
that  the  United  States  controls  the  sea 
within  the  line  of  the  Alaskan  cession 
by  Russia. 

Last  year  this  question  came 
before  the  United  States  district 
court  in  Alaska  in  cases  of  several  seized 
schooners.  There  was  in  this  case 
no  contention  as  to  fact,  the 
case  resting  upon  a  demurrer  en- 
tered by  the  shipowners'  counsel,  which 
alleged  that  the  court  had  no  jurisdic- 
tion for  the  reason  that  the  vessels  were 
more  than  one  marine  league  from  the 
shore  when  seized,  and  that  the  act 
tinder  which  they  were  seizeu  was  un- 
constitutional. The  court  overruled 
this  demurrer  and  entered  judgments  of 
forfeiture  against  the  vessels.  This  was 
intended  to  throw  the  whole  matter  over 
to  the  supreme  court  of  the  United 
States  for  final  adjudication,  but  it  was 
discovered  that  the  act  of  congress  or- 
ganizing a  judicial  system  for  Alaska 
had  omitted  to  provide  for  appeals 
from  the  district  court  in  civil  causes, 
and  the  judgments  of  that  court,  ren- 
dered in  the  belief  that  the  supreme 
court  at  Washington  would  correct  any 
error  made  by  the  lower  court  in  respect 
of  the  construction  of  the  statute  under 
which  the  coiidemnation  was  decreed, 
were  found  to  be  finalities.  In  this 
dilemma  the  President,  by  an  exercise 
of  constitutional  powers,  released  the 
three  British  vessels  and  their  cargoes 
without  reason  or  condition,  and  so 
gained  time  for  an  attempt  to  negotiate 
for  an  international  closure  of  Behring 
sea  in  behalf  of  the  preservation  of  the 
seals,  but  refused  to  release  the  Cana- 
dian vessels  and  cargoes,  likewise  con 
demned,  under  the  belief  that  the 
supreme  court  would  pass  upon  the 
legality  of  the  condemnation. 

There  the  case  stands  at  present 
Great  Britain  has  shown  signs  of  a  de- 
termination to  stand  by  her  subjects 
and  defend  their  right  to  take  seals  out- 
side the  three-mile  limit,  while  this  gov- 
ernment is  committed  by  implication, 
at  least,  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Rus- 
sian claim  that  the  sea  ia  a  marc  cla u.mm 
and  that  the  cession  of  Alaska  conveyed 
title  to  the  United  States  to  the  sea  as 
well  as  to  the  land  within  the  boundary 
line.

It  is  a  decision  worthy,  too,  in 
all  points,  the  business  acumen  of  a 
great  corporation,  a  corporation  with 
vigor  to  open  and  develop  a  new  country, 
new  sources  of  supply  theretofore  un- 
known, and  whoso  mining  operations  are 
on  a  scale  larger  than  any  other  in  the 
country.  The  evident  advantages  of 
this  plan  have  several  times  been 
pointed  out  in  The  Herald.  It  will 
give  the  company  such  advantages 
in  the  matter  of  freights  as  will  not 
easily  be  overcome.  Possessing  the  most 
eoonomioal  vessel  capacity  sufficient  to 
handle  nearly  all  its  ore  output,  it  will 
be  able  to  take  advantage  of    the  vessel 


market  and  control  to  a  great  extent  the 
cost  of  its  chartered  carriers.  With  its 
mines  producing  ore  at  low  cost,  with  a 
railroad  in  its  own  hamls,  with  dot^ks 
under  its  control  at  both  ends  of  the 
water  carriage,  and  finally  with  steam- 
ship lines  of  its  own  for  carrying  the 
prtKluct  forward  the  Minnesota  Iron 
company  nee<.l  not  fear  competition  from 
Cuba  or  any  other  iron  El  Dorado  that 
remains  to  be  opened. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  the 
proverbial  business  push  of  Ouluth  men 
has  been  so  far  at  fault  that  it  has  not 
caused  the  erecting  here  of  shipyards 
capable  of  building  any  type  of  vessel  on 
contract.  The  American  Steel  Barge 
company  has  its  yards  in  operation  here, 
and  is  employing  a  large  force  on  the 
60C3  tons  capacity  at  present  under 
way.  Its  yard  will  build  a  great  part  of 
the  new  Minnesota  company's  fleet,  but 
there  should  be  other  yards  here,  not 
only  for  building  vessels,  but  for  repair- 
ing as  well.  Were  there  dry  docks  and 
shipyards  here,  a  vast  amount  of  busi- 
ness would  be  carried  on  at  the  head  of 
Lake  Superior,  that  is  now  compelled 
to  go  to  Detroit,  or  Cleveland,  or  Buf- 
falo. All  natural  conditions  favor 
ship  building  here,  and  it  is  more  than 
probable  that  were  a  first-class  yard  for 
building  the  ordinary  style  of  vessel  even 
now  estiiblished  at  Duluth,  the  Minne- 
sota Iron  company  would  have  all  of  its 
fleet  built  at  home. 

It  is  a  compliment  to  Capt.  McDou- 
gall  of  no  ordinary  significance  when  his 
new  type  of  vessel  is  chosen  by  a  great 
corjjoration  as  the  style  it  will  build. 
Although  this  class  of  steel  ship  is  but  a 
year  old,  and  though  but  one  has  ever 
been  in  operation,  its  manifest  advan- 
tages are  so  groat  that  it  is  destined  to 
be  the  future  ship  of  the  lake  and  coast- 
ing trade. 

The  postoffice  was  established  at 
West  Duluth  and  the  postmaster  ap- 
pointed at  the  time  stated  in  The  Her- 
ald, some  two  weeks  ago.  The  other 
papers  denied  the  truth  of  The  Herald's 
"scoop,"  but  a  letter  in  our  possession 
addressed  to  a  business  man  of  West 
Duluth  from  Congressman  Comstock 
confirms  the  statements  made  at  that 
time.

Detroit,  June  11.— [Sjwcial.]— Thia 
afternoon  there  was  launched  from  the 
yards  of  the  Detroit  Dry  Dock  company 
the  new  Eddy  Brothers'  steamer,  of  Bay 
City.

MARINE    MATTERS. 

Traffic  of  the  Canal  in  May — Notes  of  the 
Water  Route. 

Marine  Record:  Following  the  state- 
ment recently  forwarded  from  Duluth, 
Minn.,  that  a  fleet  of  steel  steamboats 
are  to  be  built  for  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  company,  we  may  say  that 
there  is  considerable  truth  in  it.  Build- 
ers will  endeavor  to  put  all  these  lx)ats 
afloat  at  the  earliest  possible  moment, 
and  as  we  know  the  different  shipyards 
where  steel  steamboats  can  be  built,  we 
must  say  that  the  railroad  company  have 
choflen  well.  We  desire  that  our  read- 
ers will  not  let  this  formulation  of  boats 
to  be  built  conflict  with  the  Sandusky 
project. 

The  steady  increase  in  traffic  over 
Lake  Superior  is  shown  by  the  oflicial 
report  of  St.  Marys  canal  for  May,  which 
shows  the  total  number  of  vessels  pass- 
ing through  the  canal  during  that  month 
was  1412,  or  an  average  of  about  forty- 
six  a  day.  In  spite  of  the  falling  off  m 
the  coal-carrying  trade,  the  gross  freight 
tonnage  passing  the  canal  from  the 
opening  of  navigation  to  June  1  is  63 
per  cent  and  the  gross  registered  ton- 
nage 11")  per  cent  greater  than  during 
the  same  i)eriod  in  any  previous  year  in 
the  canal's  history.

When  H  company  can  see  a  surplus  in 
one  rather  dull  year  of  business  of  such 
a  sum  as  $1,300,COJ,  it  is  indeed  for- 
tunate. When  the  company  has  the 
foresight  to  forego  putting  that  money 
into  dividends,  but  dec-ides  instead  to 
improve  its  already  great  plant,  it  is 
still  more  to  its  credit.  That  such  a 
company  Qxists  and  is  a  Duluth  concern 
is  a  matter  for  congratulation. 

The   Minnesota   Iron    company  at  its 
meeting  Monday  at  its  office  in  this  city, 
after  the  reports  of  its  officers  had  shown 
that  there  was  a  surplus  for   this  year's 
business  amounting  to  the  princely  sura 
of  <1,3(.;J,(1L'0,  decided  to  put  this  surplus 
into  H  line  of  ships    for    the    ore   trade. 
Those  ships  are  to  be  built  at  once,  and 
will  be  large  and  tine  vessels.    Detailed 
plans      regarding      them      have      not 
yet      been      made,    the     matter    only 
being  decided    on    yesterday    as  stated 
above,  but  part  of  the  fleet  will  probably 
be  built  at   some  large   lower-lake  yard 
already    established    and    part    at    the 
American  Steel    Barge   company's  yard 
at   Duluth.    It  will  consist,  because  of 
the  cheapness  of  the  McDougall   type  of 
vessel    made    by    the    American     Steel 
Barge    company,  of    many    more    boats 
than  could  be  built  were  all  of  the  old 
type,     in  fact,  were    all    to  be   built  on 
the  new  and    improved    patents  of    the 
Barge  company  the  sum  of   money  to  be 
expended  would  build  about  thirty  30CD- 
ton  vessels.     But  there  will  be,  in  addi- 
tion to  McDougall  ships,  several  of  the 
large  and  costly  steamships  that  have 
been       so        much      in        vogue      the 
past  few    years.     They   will    he    of    the 
most  approved  and  latest    lake    models, 
large  carriers,  none  of  tliem    to    be  less 
than  3000  tons  capacity  and  fast  travel- 
ers.   They  will  probably  be  fitted  with 
triple  compound  engines  of  not  less  than 
1200    horse  power,    and    especially    de- 
signed for  pulling    power,    and    will    be 
equipped  throughout  with  the  most  im- 
proved     appliances    for    saving    labor, 
money  and  time.     In  a    few  weeks,  after 
the  board  having  this  matter  in    charge 
makes  its  final  decision,  there  will    be  a 
possibility  of  givmg  a  full  and    detailed 
description  of  those  vessels  to    the  pub- 
lic.    Until  then  no  more  can  be  told. 

Some  such  action  as  this  on  the  part 
of  the  Minnesota  Iron  company,  the 
largest  and  wealthiest  iron  mining  cor- 
poration in  the  entire  Lake  Superior 
region,  has  been  expected  for  a  time. 
But  it  has  not  been  thought  that  the 
company  would  go  into  the  vessel  busi- 
ness on  so  magnificent  a  scale  as  is  indi- 
cated by  the  resolution  passed  at  yester- 
day's meeting.  That  it  would  pay  well 
for  other  large  iron  companies  to  own 
their  own  vessels  and  not  be  compelled 
to  pay  the  high  freights  demanded 
in  some  years  by  the  vessel  inter- 
ests has  long  been  urged  and  realized. 
Last  season  ore  freights  were  so  high 
that  a  number  of  the  big  companies 
gave  serious  attention  to  the  question  of 
vessel  accommodations,  but  most  of  them 
gave  up  the  idea  when  freights  opened 
low  this  season.  Up  to  date  the  only 
company  which  has  recently  actually 
entered  upon  the  construction  of  its  own 
vessels  has  been  the  big  Cleveland  Iron 
Mining  company,  with  mines  on  the 
Marquette  range.  It  has  now  a  fleet 
contracted  for  and  partly  built.  One  or 
two  other  companies  in  the  Marquette 
and  neighboring  districts  have  for  several 
years  owned  a  few  shii)s.  The  Minnesota 
Iron  company  has  started  out  with  plans 
for  its  fleet,  on  the  large  scale  on  which 
all  it  undertakings  are  carried  forward, 
and  will  have  a  line  of  ships  larger  than 
any  other  mining  company. 

The  company  is  shipping  this  season, 
together  with  its  associate  mine,  the 
Chandler,  nearly  30,000  tons  a  week. 
The  vessels  to  be  built  will  be  capable 
of  caring  for  considerably  over  100,000 
tons  a  month,  thus  enabling  the  com- 
pany to  itself  handle  nearly  all  its 
ent  output  of  ore.  As 
mining  business  increases,  as 
sure  to  do  as  long  as 
is  demand  for  the  best  iron  ore  in  the 
United  States,  more  ships  will  be  added 
to  the  fleet.  These  steamships  will 
probably  hail  from  Duluth,  thus  making 
this  city  the  home  port  of  a  very  large 
amount  of  tonnage  in  addition  to  the 
9000  or  10,000  tons  to  be  afloat  from  the 
McDougall  yard  on  its  own  account  be- 
fore the  close  of  the  year.  It  is  doubtful 
whether  more  than  one  or  two  of  this 
line  of  ships  wiU  be  in  commission  this 
year — unless  the  company  decides  to 
buy  vessels,  and  it  is  claimed  it  has  its 
eye  on  two  already — but  next  year  will 
see  the  great  fleet  afloat  and  at  work.

Forty  Men  in  Ranlc. 

Last  night  the  inspection  of  Company 
K  was  held  under  the  most  auspicious 
circumstances.  The  men  were  m  fine 
shape  for  the  ordeal,  and  the  inspecting 
officer,  Brigadier-General  Schoffel,  had 
little  fault  to  find.  The  company  was 
taken  out  on  the  street  in  command  of 
the  captain,  accompanied  by  the  inspect- 
ing officer  and  Col.  Bobleter. 

The  boys  seemed  to  know  what  was 
expected  of  them.  Their  movements 
were  well  executed.  Marching  in  com- 
pany front  they  presented  a  fine  appear- 
ance, their  precision  in  marching 
and  promptness  in  obeying  the 
commands  was  especially  noticeable. 
Their  precision  in  the  loading  and  firing 
exercises  was  remarkable.  One  of  the 
best  features  of  the  company  is  its  ex- 
cellence in  the  manual  of  arms.  A  re- 
cent order  from  headquarters  requires 
that  bayonets  shall  be  fixed  without 
glancing  at  the  scabbards.  This,  although 
quite  difficult,  was  very  satisfactorily 
performed,  and  disregarded  in  only  one 
or  two  instances,  which  were  sharply 
reprimanded  by  the  captain.

The  City   Council  .UeeU,  NotwltlistandlnK 
Strong  Counter  AttraotlonM. 
Alderman  G.  W.  Davis  and   President 
Costello  did  not  attend  the  council  meet- 
ing last  evening,  the  counter  attraction 
at  The  Spalding  keeping  the  latter  away. 
M.  J.  Davis    took    the    chair.     A    com- 
munication  was    received    from    M.   B. 
Harrison,  asking   that   the  city    nullify 
the  'assessment    of    $1706.75    for    West 
Superior    street    improvement,    on    the 
ground  that  the  land    had    never    been 
platted.      Residents    at    Tenth    evenue 
west  and  Fourth  street  wanted  an  elec- 
tric  light  placed    at    the    corner.     The 
Duluth  Electric  Light  and   Power  com- 
pany informed  the  council    that    it  hatl 
made         arrangements         with        the 
Duluth      Electric     company      to     use 
the  latter's  poles  for  stringing  its  wires. 
The  city  attorney  reported  that  he  had 
found  that  Wm.  Boeing's  title  to  a  lot  in 
the  canal  was  good.      A  discussion  then 
arose    over    certain    items  in  the  police 
bills,  Alderman    Thomas    thinking  that 
buttons,  belts,  etc.,  were  not  articles  the 
city  should  furnish.    The  bills  were  re- 
ported back  to  the  committee.    The  pay 
rolls  for  the  month  of  May  were  ordered 
paid,  also    the    following    contract  esti- 
mates:   Wolf  &  Truax,  $4561.23;    Mon- 
aghan  &  Co.,  $62.52;  J.  H.  Xordby,  $2367.- 
75.    Erasmus  Johnson  was  awarded  con- 
tract for  grading    aliey    above    Fourth 
street,  from  Second   to   Third    avenues 
east;  the  western  section  of  Fifth  street 
work  to  J.  J.  Elliott  &  Co.;  the  eastern 
section  of  Fifth  street  to  Wolf  <t  Truax; 
the  plumbing  and    gas    fitting  for^new 
engine  house  to  Duluth    Plumbing  Co.; 
for   construction    of    sewer  in    Fourth 
street  alley  west,  to  Lundgren  Sc  Co. 

The  board  of  works  was  ordered  to 
advertise  for  construction  of  a  sewer 
from  Seventh  to  Eighth  avenue  west  on 
Michigan  street  and  for  the  improve- 
ment of  Superior  street  east  from 
Eighth  to  Virginia  avenue.  The  com- 
mittee appointed  to  take  condemnation 
proceedings  for  the  widening  of  East  Su- 
perior street  from  Fourteenth  avenue 
east  to  the  end  of  proposed  improve- 
ment, favorably  reported  the  same.  The 
Gas  and  Water  company  was  ordered  to 
put  mains  in  as  follows:  Michigan 
street,  from  Second  east  to  Piedmont; 
First  street.  Fourth  to  Fifth  east;  Sec- 
ond street,  Sixth  to  Eighth  west;  St. 
Croix  avenue,  St.  P.  and  D.  to  Buchanan 
street;  Third  street.  Seventeenth  to 
Twenty-eighth  west;  Twenty-third  ave- 
nue west,  from  Pirjt  to  Fourth;  on 
Twenty-second  aveice  west  and  on 
Piedmont  west;  Fifth  street.  Seventh 
east  to  sixth  west;  Fourteenth  east,  Su- 
perior to  Bench;  First  street,  from 
Twentieth  to  Twenty-eighth  west;  Sec- 
ond street,  Twentieth  to  Twenty-first 
west;  Third  street,  to  Eighth  west;  on 
Fourth  to  Tenth  west. 


Articles  of  incorporation  of  the  Petrole 
Fuel  company  will  be  filed  in  a  few  days. 
M.  Nirdlinger,  president  of  the  Fuel 
Patents  company,  of  Philadelphia,  is  in 
the  city  for  a  day  or  two  looking  up  Du- 
luth as  a  location  for  the  company's 
central  state  plant.  He  is  very  much 
impressed  with  the  outlook  here  for  the 
fuel  business  and  believes  Duluth  to  be 
by  far  the  best  place  in  the  state  for  the 
manufacture  of  the  peculiar  fuel  made 
under  the  patents  of  the  company,  as 
well  as  the  briquettes  of  coal  screenings 
and  other  material  which  it  proposes  to 
put  together. 

The  idea  of  petrole  fuel  has  been  so 
frequently  told  in  The  Herald  that  theie 
is  no  need  of  further  description  now. 
In  the  state  company  are  several  Duluth 
capitalists,  who  believe  with  the 
patentees  that  the  fuel  will 
reduce  coal  prices  to  an  equivalent  of 
$2.50  per  ton  for  bituminoua  They  are 
enthusiastic  in  their  belief  and  com- 
prise several  of  the  most  successful  and 
far-seeing  of  Duluth's  business  men. 
The  company  has  established  a  test 
plant  in  Minneapolis  and  has  received 
offers  from  that  city,  St.  Paul,  Superior 
and  Duluth  for  the  location  of  the  per- 
manent plant.  Superior  is  partly  out  of 
the  question,  sa  it  is  in  Wiscon- 
sin, and  the  rights  for  Wiscon- 
sin are  already  sold.  As  between  Du- 
luth, St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  there  is 
no  doubt  which  place  is  most 
suited  for  the  headquarters  of 
the  company;  there  is,  however, 
a  question  regarding  location  until  it  is 
seen  what  may  be  given  for  a  site  at  the 
Twin  citiea 

Said  Mr.  Nirdlinger  this  morning: 
"We  would  rather  locate  at  Duluth  than 
any  other  point  because  we  believe  it  to 
be  the  best  of  all  in  the  Northwest.  It 
has  advantages  in  the  getting  of  ma- 
terial and  especially  in  a  supply  of  coal 
screenings  not  equalled  elsewhere.  I 
want  to  say  right  now  that  the  petrole 
fuel  will  revolutionize  manufacturing  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  allow  all  classes  of 
work  now  done  near  the  sources 
of  coal  supply,  simply  be- 
cause coal  is  cheaper  there,  to 
be  done  fully  as  well  elsewhere.  You 
have  here  the  iron,  all  you  need  is  fuel 
as  cheap  as  anyone  else.  Our  fuel  we 
believe  to  be  of  great  use  in  the  North- 
west. It  is  protected  by  patents,  as  is 
the  machinery  for  doing  the  work.  We 
are  fully  protected  in  every  way.  The 
directors  of  the  present  company  in  Phil- 
adelphia are  as  follows:  Weidner,  Elkins 
&  Co.,  S.  P.  Nixon,  Robert  W.  Lesley,  M. 
Nirdlinger,  Philadelphia;  Ware  B.  Gay, 
Boston;  J.  F.  Joline,  Camden,  N.  J. 
The  central  company  organizes  state 
companies,  in  which  it  retains  an  inter- 
est, while  the  state  company  cedes  terri- 
tory to  local  organizations.  In  Minne- 
sota the  state  company  will  retain  con- 
trol of  St.  Louis,  Ramsey,  Hennepin  and 
Washington  counties." 

"The  articles  of  incorporation  of  the 
company  have  been  signed  this  morning 
and  tonight  I  shall  take  them  to  the 
secretary  of  state.  I  go  to  West  Su- 
perior this  afternoon  to  look  over  ad- 
vantages of  situation  there  and  receive 
offers.  We  shall  decide  on  location  very 
soon." 

The  company  has  just  made  tests  of 
Dakota  lignite  coal  and  finds  that  what 
it  gives  the  lignite  is  just  what  is  needed 
to  make  it  a  first-class  article.  Samples 
of  this  coal  are  shown  here.  Mr.  Nird- 
linger goes  to  Minneapolis  and  the  East 
today,  but  expects  to  return  to  Duluth 
soon. 


To    Have    a    New  and  Itetter 
Lively  Growth. 

Ely,  Minn.,  June  11.    [Specia.J    Ely 
is  having  a  substantial  business  growth 
this  season,  and  fully  $25,000  will    be  ex- 
pended in  improvements  before  tlie  sea- 
son is  over.    Eight  buildings  are  now  in 
course  of  erection  and  several   more  are 
projected.    St.  Germain's  new  hotel    is 
nearly  completed  and  men  are  &•',  work 
on  the  interior.    The    hostelry    will    be 
opened  with    a   grand    ball.    The    city 
counoil  has    done    two    g(x)d    piijces  of 
legislation    recently.     The    opening    of 
Third  avenue  is  one  of  them  and  tihe  im- 
provement   of    the    fire    system    is  the 
other.    The  avenue  will  be    graded  be- 
tween Chapman  and    Sheridan    utreets, 
and      will       open      a       highway       in 
the     upper     part       of       the     "  town, 
something  that  has  long  been  needed.  A 
reservoir    is  being   built  at  the  loot  of 
Chapman  street  as  a  feeder  for  ahfdrant 
system.      The  structure   will    be   sunk 
eighteen  feet  below  the  surface,  and  will 
have  a  width  of  fourteen  feet.      \X  the 
ends  will  be  built  two  drifts  sixteon  feet 
long,  eight  feet  wide  and  eight  feeli  high. 
These  drifts  are  made  for  the  purfose  of 
holding   the   water  for    winter    use,   as 
being  entirely  covered  the  water  (lannot 
freeze.     Hydrants    have    already     been 
purchased     and    will     be    erectod    at 
the       street        corners.  Over       the 

reservoir  an  engine  house  will  be  built, 
the  engine  capable  of  exerting  t\fenty- 
five  horse  power,  giving  u  pressure  suffi- 
cient to  throw  a  stream  fifty  feet  high 
with  a  two  and  half  inch  nozzle.  The 
fire  department  is  equipped  with  1500 
feet  of  hose,  two  dozen  rubber  buckets, 
two  sets  of  ladders,  pike  poles,  etc..  mak- 
ing a  verj'  complete  system  when  all  is 
completed. 

The  Iron  Range  Lumber  comjiany's 
boarding  house  and  Manager  Fifflney's 
residence  are  nearly  completed.  Work 
will  begin  at  the  Pioneer  mines  iusides 
of  sixty  days.  A  gang  of  men  is 
now  grading  for  sidetracks  and 
stock  pile  grounds.  A  forc&  of 
300  miners  will  be  engaged  as  soon  as 
these   improvements  are  completed. 

The  Chandler  Mining  company  is  set- 
ting its  machinery  for  its  electrics  sys- 
tem. It  will  be  in  operation  the  last  of 
this  week.  The  plant  has  a  capacity  of 
twenty  lights,  although  only  ten  will  be 
used  at  first. 

Twelve  applications  for  license  have 
been  made  at  Ely,  giving  an  income  of 
$6000  to  the  town  for  the  ensuing  year. 
It  is  expected  that  three  other  licenses 
will  be  granted.

The  Cremator)  Uiiestluii—Soiue  Street  Im- 
provt>uteiitt>. 

At  the  council  meetiug  last  eveuing 
Dr.  Kilvington  was  present  and  ad- 
dressed the  i-ouncil.  lie  began  by  tell- 
ing the  story  of  the  prtK'oeilings  which 
led  to  the  adoption  of  his  crematory  by 
Superior.  The  contract  was  annulled 
recently  and  the  doctor  riuda  himself  out 
about  i^ilXX).  He  oonsiders  that  he  has 
been  the  victim  of  circumstances,  having 
acted  in  gootl  faith  in  pro«^'eeding  to 
carry  out  a  contract.  In  order 
to  save  himself  from  loss 
he  otfers  to  put  in  a  furnace  to  consume 
liquid  as  well  as  solid  garbtige.  As  an 
inducement  to  the  city  to  accept  this,  he 
is  willing  to  sacritice  his  royalty  and  by 
so  diHUg  not  ex(«ed  the  original  price 
more  than  <>1(X).  No  action  was  taken  in 
tht<  matter.  That  the  crematory  woulil 
consume  liquid  garbage  was  thought  by 
all.  How  it  were  possible  that  it  could 
have  been  discussed  8c>  long  without  lx>ing 
better  understood  is  hardly  realized. 
The  doctor  never  recommended  the  fur- 
nace selected  to  consume  night  soil,  but 
it  was  this  that  wji8  wanted,  and  the 
people  thought  they  were  getting.  If  a 
location  can  be  procuretl,  there  are  many 
who  will  favor  its  construction.  The

Probable    Now    That    Tlie      Line     May   be 
Kullt  Tills    Vear. 

Cheering  news  comes  from  Port  .\r 
thur  regarding  the  Port  .\rtliur,  Duluth 
and  Western  railway.  As  reported  in 
The  Herald  two  woeks  ago,  Xew  \'ork 
capitalists  were  negotiating  to  secure 
the  road.  As  well  known,  the  control  of 
the  road's  affairs  was  in  the  hands  of 
men  who  demanded  for  the  sale  of  the 
company's  franchise  ;intl  chattels,  mucli 
more  than  they  wero  worth.  But  now 
all  this  has  lieen  chmiged  and  an  option 
has  \)eeu  secured  guaranteeing  t«  the 
old  corporation  J2  for  i?l  heretofore  in- 
vested in  the  scheme  —  for  thir 
ty  days  which,  in  all  probability 
will  result  in  a  change  of  munugement, 
as  the  capitalists  now  there  have  virtu- 
ally declared  tlieir  intentions  of  closing 
the  sale. 

The  city  council  has  voted  a  bonus  of 
i?25,000  to  the  road,  and  the  matter  will 
go  to  the  i)eople  for  a  general  election  to 
decide.  "If  we  buy  the  old  (.'ompftny's 
rights,"  said  Mr.  Fitch,  one  of  the  New 
York  capitalists,  yesterday  to  a  Port 
Artliur  gentleman  now  in  this  city, 
"work  will  be  begun  at  once,  and  we  will 
have  connections  with  Duluth  inside  of 
twelve  months."

TWIN  CITY  JOURNALISTS. 


They  Tell  What  They  Thinli  of  DuluUi  and 
Her  Future. 

Park  Von  Wedelstaedt,  of  the  Minne- 
apolis Tribune';  Geo.  J,  Schoeffel,  of  the 
St.  Paul  Dispatch;  and  F.  Z.  Cowles, 
managing  editor  of  the  Pioneer  Press, 
attended  the  opening  of  The  Spalding, 
Mr.  Schoeffel  returning  last  night  on 
the  limited  and  Mr.  Von  Wedelstaedt 
at  2:10  over  thtf  St.  Paul  and  Duluth. 
Mr.  Cowles  was  on  his  first  visit  to  this 
city  and  was  asked  his  impression  of  the 
city.  "It  is  impossible  to  express  ad- 
equately my  opinion  of  this  wonderful 
city,"  he  said  to  a  reporter.  "No 
man  can  do  it.  Nature  has 
intended  this  as  the  site  of  a 
great  city.  It  will  probably  be  the  larg- 
est of  the  towns  between  here  and  the 
Pacific  coast.  But  still  1  do  not  think  it 
will  ever  equal  the  size  of  either  St. 
Paul  or  Minneapolis.  They  are  located 
at  the  head  of  a  country  that  will  in  a 
few  years  hold  millions  of  inhabitants, 
all  dependent  on  these  two  cities.  I 
don't  think  Duluth  will  ever 
equal  them,  either  in  population 
or  in  financial  or  commercial  import- 
ance. I  admit  that  Duluth  has  a  terri- 
tory that  takes  in  the  northern  tier  <jf 
states  between  here  and  the  coast,  but 
for  all  that  I  can  never  believe  this  place 
will  be  as  great  as  they." 

The  Senate  Committee. 
The  senate  committee  for  the  purpose 
of  inquiring  into  the  establishment  of 
closer  commercial  relations  with  Canada 
has  been  invited  to  come  to 
Duluth.  Monday  morning  the  com- 
mittee was  invited  to  come 
to  Duluth,  a  letter  to  that  effect 
having  been  delivered  to  it  through  the 
medium  of  A.  S.  Tallmadge,  secretary 
of  the  St.  Paul  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
Senator  Hoar,  speaking  for  the 
party,  said  they  should  come 
here  if  possible,  and  that  he 
would  telegraph  a  reply  today.  Up  to 
3:30  no  answer  to  the  invitation  had 
been  received,  but  if  the  testimony  taken 
at  Minneapolis  is  through  with  Ijy 
tonight  the  distinguished  party  will 
leave  the  Flour  city  for  Duluth  this 
evening.

THE    UNHAPPY    SABINS. 

Senator  Sabln  Not  to  Marry  a  Washington 
Lady,  it  is  Said. 
Washington,    July    12.— Mrs.    L.    A. 
Sturgis,  of  the  house  in  which  ex-Senator 
babin  lived  when  in  Washington,  gave  a 
deposition  in  the  Sabin  divorce  suit,  the 
substance  of  which  was  that  Mrs.  Sabin's 
seclusion  from  her    family  and    friends, 
frequently  for    days  during    the    week, 
and  her  sudden  attack  of  illness  called 
neuralgia,  were  attributable   wholly  to 
the  undue    use  of    stimulants  and    nar- 
cotics, for  which  her  excuse  was   to  gain 
strength  to  keep  up  society  duties.   Mrs. 
Sturgis  was    employed    as    a  chaperone 
for        the        children,        and         was 
very       intimate     with        the      family, 
but  during  those  spells  of  seclusion  no 
one  saw  Mrs.    Sabin,  except    the  maid. 
Mrs.  Sturgis  was  cognizant  of  the  state 
of  affairs,   because   she   was   frequently 
called  upon  by  Mrs.  Sabin   to  purchase 
liquors  and  drugs,  but  it    is   her  opinion 
that  Mrs.    Sabiu's    condition    was    due 
more  to  the  e.xcessive   use  of  morphine 
than  to  whisky.     The  habit  with  her  was 
strong    and    uncontrollable  and  has  ex- 
isted and  been  growing  since  before  the 
date  of  her  marriage. 

Mrs.  Sabin  has  frequently  broken  from 
the  spell  only  to  renew  the  terrible 
habit.  Mrs.  Sturgis  says  Senator  Sabin 
did  everything  in  his  power  to  wean  her 
from  the  destructive  appetite.  As  Mrs. 
Sabin  herself  frequently  said,  one  great 
object  he  had  in  adopting  the  three 
children  was  to  divert  her  attention  and 
Bee  if  their  presence  and  influence  would 
not  lead  to  her  reformation.  Ever  since 
it  became  evident  that  the  divorce  would 
be  granted,  Senator  Sabin  requested 
Mrs.  Sturgis  to  go  to  Mrs.  Sabin  and  do 
all  she  could  to  make  her  comfortable. 
Mrs.  Sturgis  pronounced  the  report  that 
the  senator  was  soon  to  marry  a  Wash- 
ialrton  lady  as  ridiculous.  He  thought 
too  much  of  his  wife  to  harbor  such  a 
thought,  and  he  has  too  much  respect 
for  his  adopted  children. 

Married  His  First  Love. 

Faribault,  June  12.— The  quiet  mar- 
riage of  Miss  (Jora  Howard  to  Mr. 
George  Armstrong  put  an  end  to  gossip 
which  has  been  running  rife  for  several 
months.  The  facts  seem  to  be  about 
these: 

Over  eleven  years  ago  Miss  Cora  How- 
ard was  engaged  to  Mr.  George  Arm- 
strong, but  very  unexpectedly  he  went 
to  Oberlin,  where  Cora's  younger  sister 
Hattie  was  attending  college,  and 
quietly  married  her,  to  the  great  indig- 
nation of  Cora  and  her  parents.  Cora, 
however,  became  reconciled,  and  in  a 
short  time  visited  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Arm- 
strong, who  were  then  living  at  Des 
Moines,  la.

One  of  those  whote 
efforts  have  been  very  effective  found  ..t 
necessary  to  make  application  to  the 
commission  for  some  protection  againtit 
persecution. 

A  courier  came  in  from  the  Cheyenne 
agency  Indians  to  get  a  copy  of  the  ne'r 
treaty  and  have  the  same  explained  to 
him,  that  he  may  explain  it  to  them.  He 
reports  the  Indians  ther»-muuh  in  favor 
of  the  law,  and  believes  they  will  sigi 
without  much  trouble.  The  general 
opinion  here  among  old  frontier  men 
seems  to  be  that  if  the  signatures  arj 
obtained  here  tirst  there  will  not  b} 
much  difficulty  In  obtaining  them  at  thj 
upper  agencies.  Last  night  1028  Indians 
had  signed.

SEVENTY  KILLED. 

Terrible  Railroad   Accident   Near  Dublin, 
Ji-uland. 

Dl-blin,  June  12.— A  train  carrying  an 
excursion  party  from  Armagh  has  ^en 
wrecked  near  that  place.  Seventy  per- 
sons were  killed  and  a  number  injured. 
The  train  contained  1200  persons,  com- 
posed of  Methodist  Sunday  school  schol- 
ars and  their  teachers  and  relatives 
They  were  going  on  an  excursion. 

The  latest  report  from  Armagh  says 
that  titty  children  were  killed  by  the  ac- 
cident. 

Further  dispatches  from  Armagh  show 
that  the  accident  was  far  more  serious 
than  at  first  reported.  Seventy  bodies 
have  been  taken  from  the  wreck,  and 
there  are  others  buried  under  the  debris. 


In  the  familiar  Prentice  claim  case  a 
feature  of  novel  interest  appears  in  the 
settlement  just  made  with  Mr.  Luther 
Mendenhall  and  Mr.  A.  M.  Miller  to 
establish  their  title  beyond  a  shadow  of 
controversy  to  the  projjerty  owned  by 
them  within  the  limits  of  this  claim.

deeds    of    conveyance    by  Benjamin   G. 

Armstrong  and    wife,  executed    in  1856 
and  1872. 

Mr.  Prentice  is  on  the  point  of  leaving 
for  St.  Paul  in  order  to  be  present  at  the 
trial  of  the  action  for  ejectment  brought 
by  him  against  the  Northern  Pacitic 
railroad  on  the  basis  of  the  same  convey- 
ance. His  title  under  this  conveyance 
to  the  land  claimed  in  the  Second.  Third 
and  First  divisions  has  been  persistently 
disputed,  and  hitherto  denied  in  the 
courts  which  have  passed  upon  it. 

In  the  United  States  circuit  court  for 
the  district  of  Minnesota,  upon  action 
brought  by  Mr.  Prentice,  as  plaintiff 
against  O.  P.  Stearns,  defendant,  de 
cision  was  rendered  in  1884,  holding  that 
the  plaintiff  was  not  entitled  to  recover, 
and  ordering  judgment  in  favor  of  the 
defendant  for  costs  and  disbursements. 
In  the  record  of  the  case,  the  finding  of 
facts  is  made  substantially  as  follows: 

That  the  treaty  made  and  concluded

BAD  FOREST  FIRES. 

FUmeii  Near  Kly  j>eiitroj'  Much  Valuable 
I*rop.9rt.v. 

Ely,  June  12.-  [Special.]— Forest  fires 
in    this    section    of    the    country    have 
assumed  alarming   proportions  and  sev- 
eral times  in  the  last  four  days    has  Ely 
been  threatened    by    the    fiery  element. 
For  over  a  week  the  fire  has  been  burn- 
ing and  a  great    territory    has    been  de- 
vastated.     The     firo    alarm    has    been 
sounded  several    tiniis    lately,  but    the 
force        that        resjonded        to        the 
call     was      always      large      enough     to 
successfully     battle    the    confiagration. 
But  last  night  the  flames  were  too  fierce 
to  cope  with  and  great  damage  has  Ijeen 
done.     Ten  of  the  miners'  houses,  a  car- 
load of  hay  and  feed    belonging  to  the 
Chandler  Iron   compiny,  iJOO  ties  owned 
by  the  Duluth  and  Irrjn  Range  railroad, 
25,000    posts,  entailitg  a  total    loss  of 
fully  $5000.     At  one  time  last  evening  it 
was      thought      that        nothing    could 
save    the     Iron     Range    Lumber    com- 
pany's   mill,    but,   although    it   was  on 
tire  several   times,  by  heroic  work  it  was 
saved.      At  present   the  town   is  in  no 
danger,  as  a  belt   has   been  burned  com- 
pletely around.      To  the  north  of  Sha- 
gawa    lake  and   in   t  le   territory  to  the 
east    of    this   place  the  tire   is   burning 
with  furious  energy  and  the  sky  is  tilled 
with  smoke.      These   are  the  worst  tires 
ever  experienced    in    this   part  of    the 
country.

^•^e,  situate-i  at  So.  1S7:;  North  Ashland  ave- 
nue.

Chief  Buffalo  may  select  one  section  of 
land  at  such  place  in  the  ceded  territory 
as  he  may  see  fit,  which  shall  oe  reserved 
for  that  purpose  and  conveyed  by  the 
United  States  to  such  person  or  persons 
as  he  may  direct."  Pursuant  to  this 
provision.  Chief  Buffalo  on  the  same  day 
selected  the  land  to  which  he  was  en- 
titled, and  designated  the  persons  to 
whom  it  was  to  be  conveyed,  as  follows: 
"I  hereby  select  a  tract  of  land  one  mile 
square,  the  exact  boundary  of  which  may 
be  defined  when  the  surveys  are 
made,  lying  on  the  west  shore 
of  St.  Louis  bay,  Minnesota 
territory,  immediately  above  and  adjoin- 
ing Minnesota  Point,  and  I  direct  that 
patents  be  issued  for  the  same  according 
to  the  above  recited  provision  to  Shaw- 
Braw-Skung  or  Benjamin  Armstrong, 
my  adopted  son,  to  Matthew  May-Dway- 
I  Gwon,  my  nephew,  to  Joseph  May-Dway- 
Gwon  andAntoine  May-Dway-Gwon,  his 
sons,  one  quarter  section  to  each." 

The  title  of  the  chief's  nephew  and 
sons  was  conveyed  to  Armstrong  on 
Sept.  17,  1855,  and  on  Sept.  11,  in  the 
year  following,  Armstrong  and  wife  ex- 
ecuted a  deed  of  conveyance  of  one  un- 
divided half  to  Frederick  Prentice  of 
"all  the  following  described  piece  or 
parcel  of  land,  situate  in  the  county  of 
St.  Louis  and  territory  of  Minnesota, 
and  known  and  described  as  follows,  to- 
wit:  Beginning  at  a  large  stone  or  rock 
at  the  head  of  St.  Louis  river  bay,  nearly 
adjoining  Minnesota  Point,  commencing 
at  said  rock  and  running  east  one  mile, 
north  one  mile,  west  one  mile,  south  one' 
mile  to  the  place  of  beginning,  and  being 
the  land  set  off  to  the  Indian  chief 
"Buffalo,"  at  the  Indian  treaty  of  Sept. 
30,  1854,  and  was  afterwards  disposed  of 
by  said  Buffalo  to  said  Armstrong,"  etc. 
This  deed  from  Armstrong  was  duly 
recorded  in  this  county  on  Nov.  4,  1856, 
and  a  confirmatory  deed  executed  on 
Aug.  27, 1872,  and  recorded  in  this  coun- 
ty on  Sept.  2,  of  that  year. 

So  much  is  undisputed,  but  the  vital 
points  beyond  are  in  contest.  The  loca- 
tion of  "the  large  stone  or  rock"  forming 
the  starting  point  of  selection  of  the 
section  and  the  site  of  the  section  re- 
ferred to  are  disputed.  It  was  held  by 
the  circuit  court  in  1884  that  "the  land 
Buffalo  had  in  view  and  intended  in 
Buch  designation  is  not  included,  nor  any 
part  thereof,  in  the  patents  sub- 
sequently issued  by  the  United 
states  to  the  relatives  of  said  Buffalo," 
and  that  the  land  specified  in  the  deed 
of  conveyance  to  Prentice  did  not  em- 
brace the  land  involved  in  the  suit. 

By  deed  of  conveyance  after  patents 
for  the  land  granted  to  Buffalo  were  is- 
sued and  the  land  explicitly  defined, 
Armstrong  and  wife  made  over  an  un- 
divided half  of  the  land  so  patented  to 
John  M.  Oilman,  and  the  land  in  con- 
troversy is  now  held  by  deeds  from  Gil- 
man.  Hitherto  title  through  Oilman 
has  been  affirmed  in  the  courts,  but  it 
remains  to  be  passed  upon  by  the  court 
of  last  appeal,  the  United  States  supreme 
Dourt.  If  the  action  for  ejectment  is  de- 
cided against  him,  Mr.  Prentice,  intends, 
as  he  says,  to  bring  the  case  on  appeal 
before  the  supreme  court  and  declares 
that  he  is  sustained  by  advice  of  lawyers 
of  the  first  professional  standing  in  so 
determining.  The  conflict  arising  from 
the  deeds  of  Armstrong  and  wife  to 
Prentice,  and  later  to  Gilman,  of  what  is 
claimed  to  cover  largely,  at  least,  the 
lame  property,  clouds  the  title  so  far  as 
the  Prentice  claim  is  accounted  of  any 
importance  in  face  of  the  rulings  of  the 
circuit  court. 

Mr.  Mendenhall  does  not  desire  to  say 
anything  touching  his  settlement  be- 
fond  the  admission  of  the  fact,  and  the 
itatement  that  upon  his  examination  of 
the  case  he  concluded  that  it  was  expe- 
dient from  a  business  point  of  view  to 
make  the  settlement.

THE  CITY  FINANCES. 

Soiue  time  ago  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce cvnsidereU  resolutions  to  the  effect 
that  "full  and  accurate*  reiwrts  should 
annually  be  made  by  tlie  city  i>tlknal8  in 
charge  of  the  various  departments  of 
the  city  government  to  the  city  council, 
showing  in  a  detailed  and  systematic 
manner  the  resources,  liabilities,  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  the  year,  includ- 
ing such  suggestions  and  rec-ommenda- 
tious  as  they  may  deem  exi)edieut  and 
proper,"  and  that  such  reports  should  be 
pubhsheil  in  pamphlet  form  for  the  in- 
formation of  ta.x -payers,  the  city  ofllcials, 
and  that  portion  of  the  outside  world 
which  is  interested  in  Duluth.  This 
recommendation  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  seems  to  be  so  entirely  in  the 
line  of  what  would  naturally  be  done 
that,  but  for  the  knowledge  that  the 
tliiug  suggested  is  not  done,  it  would 
appear  to  be  entirely  unnecessary. 

The  financial  policy  of  this  city  is  ex- 
traordinary in  several  respects.  Not 
only  is  there  no  avenue  through  which 
the  citizens  can  inform  themselves  of 
the  condition  of  the  city's  tinancas,  but 
there  is  no  system  for  regulating  expen- 
ditures. The  various  boards  which  are 
charget^l  with  city  business  requiring  the 
expenditure  of  money  are  restricted  as 
to  the  amount  to  be  used  only  by  their 
own  ideas  regarding  the  exigencies  they 
are  called  upon  to  deal  with.  They  may 
vote  as  large  or  as  small  sums  as  they 
see  fit,  and  the  city  must  pay.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  it  is  probably  true 
that  much  money  is  thus  expended 
that  might  have  been  saved 
if  the  boards  or  city  officials  granting  it 
had  been  under  the  necessity  of  keeping 
their  year's  expenses  within  certain 
specified  limits.  The  loose  method  now 
in  vogue  is  a  constant  temptation  to  ex- 
travagance and  needless  outlay,  if  not  to 
fraud  and  dishonesty.  There  needs  to 
be  a  brake  upon  the  desire  of  officials  to 
make  their  department  show 
and  a  record  for  enterprise. 

At  the  beginning  of  each   tiscal   year 
every  city  department  or  official  charged 
with  the  expenditure  of    money  should 
be  required  to  present    as  carefully  pre- 
pared an  estimate  of  the  amounts  it  will 
need  for  the    ensuing    year    as  possible, 
and  appropriations  should    be  made  by 
the  city  council,   the  gross    sum    to    be 
expended    for    current    expenses    and 
for  improvements  to    be  brought  well 
within  a  reasonable    limit    of    taxation. 
Then  all  moneys  paid  on  behalf  of  the 
city  should  be  paid  only  upon  vouchers 
presented  by  the  auditor.     The  predom- 
inating element  of  haphazard  ought  to 
disappear  from  the  conduct  of  the  city's 
finances.    It  should  not  be  in  the  power 
of  the  council  to  vote  money    for  any 
purpose  not  specifically  provided  for  by 
the  annual    appropriations,    except    for 
such    small    matters   as     are     usually 
charged    up    as    incidentals    and   come 
from  an  incidental  fund  appropriated  at 
the  annual  meeting  for  that  purpose. 

This  matter  of  a  change  in  the 
financial  policy  of  the  city  is 
one  which  demands  careful  considera- 
tion. That  a  change  is  desirable  appears 
to  be  agreed  by  such  as  have  given  the 
matter  consideration.  It  cannot  be 
brought  about  at  once— not,  indeed,  un- 
til after  another  legislature  can  be  ap- 
pealed to  for  a  change  in  the  city  char- 
ter. But  it  is  none  too  soon  to  consider 
the  desirability  of  putting  the  city's 
business  upon  a  basis  such  as  business 
men  employ,  and  such  as  they  know  is 
essential  to  their  success. 


Duluth  people  didn't  fail  to  note  that 
The  Herald  gave  the  first  information  of 
the  plans  of  the  Minnesota  Iron  com 
pany  with  regard  to  its  gitfantic  Heet. 
This,  with  the  exception  possibly  of  the 
Pennsylvania  line  steamships,  was  the 
most  important  piece  of  Duluth  news  of 
the  year,  and  both  were  first  published 
in  The  Herald. 


NEWS  OF  THE  STATE. 


The  old  question  of  double  taxation 
disturbs  the  mintls  of  Duluthians.  It  is 
a  (luestion  often  argued  in  the  East,  but 
it  iuis  never  before  cast  its  uncomfort- 
able doubts  over  the  minds  of  Duluth 
property  owners.  There  may  be  a  fact 
of  law  justifying  it,  there  can  be  but  one 
side  in  justice  and  equity.  Duluth 's 
ast^essor  claims  the  provisions  of  the  law 
will  be  carried  out  as  leniently  as  pos- 
sible, but  that  does  not  solve  the  ques- 
tion at  all.  If  mortgages  are  taxed, 
realty  affectetl  should  be  freed  by  just 
thi«  amount  of  the  mortgage.  That  is 
tht>  whole  point  at  issue  and  tie  entire 
question  of  right.

Knife  river,  twenty  miles  from  this  city, 
iias  been  the  scene  of  many  a  piscatorial 
encounter  this  season,  and  one  party  of 
three  returned  with  over  600  trout.  In 
French  river  a  catch  of  225  has  been 
made  by  two  men  in  one 
day.  Sucker  river,  about  eighteen 
miles  out,  is  also  a  splendid 
resort.  Above  Two  Harbors,  and  but 
two  hours'  ride  from  Duluth,  are  Silver 
creek,  Stewarts  river,  Split  Rock  river 
and  Kncampment  creek,  all  streams  in 
which  the  trout  hide. 

To  the  south,  across  the  Wisconsin 
line,  is  the  famous  Brule  river,  from 
whose  waters  thousands  of  the  wily 
"salmo  fondatanis"  have  been  taken  with 
tiy  and  worm.  Many  other  streams  on 
the  Northern  Pacitic  and  the  Omaha 
roads  are  also  noted  for  affording  excel- 
lent s[x>rt.  Thus  far  this  season  trout 
have  been  taken  from  the  mouths  of 
these  streams,  that  have  weighed  from 
one  and  one-half  to  four  pounds.  What 
country  can  show  a  better  record'? 

Probably  there  are  over  a  thousand 
lakes  in  Minnesota,  varying  from  several 
hundred  square  miles  in  area  to 
that  many  feet.  The  most  beautiful  of 
these  are  found  in  the  Vermilion  coun- 
try, five  hours'  rule  on  the  Iron  liange 
from  the  head  of  the  lakes.  Within  a 
short  drive  of  Duluth  is  to  be  found 
some  unexcelled  pike  and  pickerel  fish- 
ing. Pike  lake,  only  a  few  miles  away, 
recently  furnishing  a  muskallonge  that 
weighed  thirty-seven  pounds.  The 
favorite  resort  for  disciples  of  the  rod 
who  wish  a  few  hours'  sport,  is  Spirit 
Lake,  seven  miles  up  the  St.  Louis 
river.  Steamers  ply  daily  between  the 
city  and  this  picturesque  point 
and  a  hotel  there  furnishes  ail 
the  conveniences  and  appliances  for 
those  desiring  a  short  recreation.  Over 
sixty  pounds  of  bass,  pickerel,  pike  and 
perch  have  been  taken  from  these  waters 
in  a  day's  trial. 

But  the  tisherman's  paradise  is  in  the 
Vermilion  country.  A  chain  of  lakes 
beginning  at  Ely,  live  hours  from  Du- 
luth, and  ending  at  Tower  form  one  of 
most  delightful  piscatorial  journeys  im- 
aginable. A  short  walk  from  Ely  brings 
the  tourist  to  Shagawa  lake.  Here  the 
guide,  with  birch  canoes  and  trolling 
lines,  takes  charge,  a  careful  step  into 
the  frail  structures,  and  the  journey  be- 
gins. From  Shagawa  a  short  portage 
brings  one  to  Burntside,  the  gem  of  the 
Vermilion  countrj-.  In  these  waters 
land-locked  salmon  are  in  abundance, 
and  some  big  ones  have  awarded 
the  vigilance  and  skill  of  the  fisherman. 
Adjoining  Burntside  is  Vermilion  lake, 
the  largest  of  the  chain.  Fine  fishing 
can  also  be  had  here,  and  ten,  twenty 
and  thirty  pound  pike  are  no  unusual 
catches.  At  the  foot  of  Lake  Vermilion 
lies  Tower,  the  center  of  the  great  iron 
country.  From  this  place  the  train  can 
be  taken  to  Duluth.  Duluth  is,  and  will 
be,  as  Eastern  people  become  better  ac- 
quainted with  the  '"beauties  of  scenery, 
the  clear, fresh  air,"  one  of  the  best  sum- 
mer resorts  on  the  continent.  With  the 
palatial  Spalding  hotel  just  opened,  ac- 
commodations are  unsurpassed,  the 
Merchants,  the  St.  Louf&  and  the  Wind- 
sor, besides  a  score  of  others,  belonging 
to  the  list.  It  is  seldom  that  anyone 
coming  to  this  city,  either  in  search  of 
health  or  recreation,  fails  to  return, 
bringing  with  them  some  friend  who  has 
not  experienced  the  delights  of  this  de- 
lightful country.

"PUT  A  NICKEL  IN  THE  SLOT." 

A   l>uluth    Company   Will   Derive    an    lii- 
•  •tmi«  l>y  Til  is  .Heans. 

The  Duluth  Striking  Machine  com- 
pany, first  mentioned  the  other  day  in 
The  Herald,  has  a  bonani^a  in  the  inven- 
tion from  which  the  corporation  derives 
its  name.  Articles  of  incorporation  were 
tiled  Monday  with  a  capital  of  $r)<X),(X)0. 
The  striking  machine  is  the 
most  >  elegant  piece  of  put- 
a  nickel  -  in  -  the  -  slot  mechanism 
that  any  company  ever  manufactured  to 
catch  the  curiosity  of  the  people.  The 
machines  are  built  in  Chicago  at  a  wist 
of  $400  apiec«,  and  over  1000  of  these 
will  be  built  in  the  next  few  months  and 
sent  to  different  jwrtions  of  the  United 
States. 

The  machine  looks  not  unlike  a  cabinet. 
It  is  made  of  polished  oak,  with  nickel 
rails  and  trimmings.  At  one  side  is  a 
chamois  covered  pad,  the  object  that  is 
struck  with  the  fist.  At  the  other  side 
is  a  dial-faced  register,  that  correctly 
marks  the  force  of  the  blow.  1  ho  head- 
quarters of  the  company  will  \je  at  Du 
luth,  but  the  machines  will  be  built  at 
Chiciigo.  The  inventor,  Mr.  E.  C. 
Phillips,  is  a  well  known  traveling  man, 
employed  by  the  Master's  Soap  company, 
of  Buffalo.  It  is  proposed  to  distribute 
the  machines  around  in  hotels,  saloons 
etc.,  and  that  they  will  prove  a  novelty 
is  beyond  question. 


A    HANDSOME    RESIDENCE. 

Plau«  aud  View  of  a  Dwelling  That   1h  Out 
of  the  Ordinary. 

The  plans  and  view  of  the  house  here 
given    are    taken    from    The    Scientific 
American  Architects  and   Builders  edi 
tion,  which    speaks  of  it  as  "A  House  of 
Moderate  Cost,"  and  says: 


Reference  to  the  floor  plans  will  show 
good  arrangement  of  rooms.  The  parlor 
is  almost  circular  in  form,  and  is  con 
nected  to  the  (iiniugrix)m  by  a  sliding 
door;  open  fireplai^es  are  in  both  rooms. 
Access  from  front  to  rear  is  gained  with- 
out making  a  thoroughfare  of  any  of  the 
rooms,  and  when  the  passage  doors  are 
closeil  the  kitchen  is  entirely  cut  off 
from  the  front  portion  of  the  house. 


A  piazza  encircles  the  parlor,  and  on 
the  right  of  the  entrance  the  piazza  roof 
terminates  in  a  small  circular  tower;  a 
seat  under  this  provides  a  pleasant  look- 
out. 

On  the  second  floor  the  principal 
chamber  is  also  circular,  with  a  circular 
bay  rising  inlo  a  tower.  There  are  two 
other  good-sized  chambers  and  a  bath- 
room. The  front  hall  on  this  floor  is  of 
large  dimensions,  with  square  bay  to  the 
front  and  seat  therein.  The  spiral  stair- 
case from  this  hall  is  lighted  by  three 
large,  stained-glass  windows.  '^"'T' 
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From  whatever  point  the  elevations 
may  be  viewed,  their  aspect  is  equally 
attractive,  the  combination  of  towers, 
bays  and  dormers  making  this  residence 
particularly  inviting.

'TIS  DOUBLE  TftXATION. 


Methods  of  Assessments    Now 

Used    Makes    Double 

Taxation. 


Work  in  the  Assessor's  Office-- 

Personal  Work  About 

Over. 


"Mortgages  will  be  taxed  as  i)ersonal 
property,  but  the  mortgaged  property 
will  Ix^  taxed  against  its  owner  at 
full  asst^ssed   value." 

This  is  not  a  new  state  law,  but  in  the 
past  it  has  been  unlike  t>he  laws  of  the 
Modes  and  Persians  in  that  it  has 
not  Iwen  observed.  Duluth  has  hereto- 
fore paid  no  attention  to  the  law,  but 
this  year  hoklers  of  mortgage  notes  have 
been  rather  unpleasantly  api>rised  of  the 
existence  of  such  a  statute  by  the  re- 
ception of  {lostal  cards  from  City  As 
sessor  Cooley,  notifying  them  that  they 
were  shown  to  Ije,  by  the  books  of  the 
county  register  of  deeds,  holders  of  cred- 
its of  various  amounts,  and  that  these 
credits  would  be  assessed  at  their  face 
value  unless  the  holders  should  swear 
that  they  had  debts  sufficient  to  cover 
the  amount.  It  has  created  no  little 
surprise  and  argument  but  the  assessor 
points  to  the  law  as  his  authority  and 
says  that  though  it  has  never  been  in 
ton^  here  it  has  been  in  other  parts  of 
the  state,  and  in  many  another  state  as 
well. 

No  one  will  question  the  right  of  the 
county  to  assess  mortgages,  but 
It  is  also  unquestioned  that 
should  mortgages  be  taxed 

their  value  should  be  subtracted  from 
the  realty  assessment  of  the  property 
mortgaged.  Otherwise  there  is  double 
taxation  of  a  most  injurious  and  unjust 
kind.  But  this  is  not  done;  the  realty  is 
as.'essed  just  as  much  whether  it  have 
no  mortgage  or  be  encumbered  for  half 
its  value,  in  which  latter  case  of  course 
the  ostensible  owner  owns  but  half  the 
property.  Assessor  Cooley,  in  reference 
lo  the  matter,  says:  "We  try  to  do  the 
work  as  leniently  as  possible,  and  to  pay 
attention  in  the  realty  assessment  to  the 
fact  of  mortgages  that  will  come  in 
under  the  personal  assessment." 

The  general  work  of  assessment  is 
going  along  satisfactorily,  there  now 
being  less  than  :J00  returns  to  be  made. 
All  will  be  completed  this  month,  and 
the  final  returns  made  to  the  auditor  in 
July.  The  Lake  Superior  Elevator  com- 
pany is  the  heaviest  personal  taxpayer, 
paying  on  about  $950,000  of  property. 
Next  comes  the  Union  Improvement  and 
Elevator  company,  the  Union  National 
bank  and  the  American  Exchange  bank. 
Below  come  other  banks,  the  Electric 
Light  companies,  a  dozen  large  mer- 
chants, both  wholesale  and  retail,  coal 
companies  and  other  corporations  and 
retailers  who  carry  large  stocks.  The 
list  is  an  interesting  one. 


A  NORTHWESTERN    PROJECT. 

.Soiuetiiiitt;  of  the  I'roposed  Line  to   Uead- 
Mood  and  Bald  Mountain. 

The  Northwestern  is  making  some  im- 
portant moves  in  the  Black  Hills  country. 
"When  I  left  Dead  wood,'' said  a  Western 
railway  official  now  in  the  city,  "Presi- 
dent Marvin  Hughitt,  of  the  Northwest- 
ern, Chief  Engineer  Ainsworth  and  Gen 
eral  Manager  Burt  had  just  arrived. 
Their  visit,  which  had  been  anticipated 
for  some  time,  promises  to  be  of  great 
import  to  l^eadwood.  It  is  known  to  a 
certain  extent  that  the  directors  of  the 
Northwestern  road  are  interested  at 
Bald  mountain  and  Ruby  basin.  On  the 
visit  of  the  officers  to  that  country  a  year 
ago  it  was  decided  to  build  in  from 
Whitewood  this  season.  The  destruction 
of  our  reduction  works  has  been  the 
cause  of  the  delay. 

"It  would  not  surprise  us  now  to  see 
the  grading  begun  shortly  after  the 
magnates  return  to  their  homes.  The 
plan  is  to  build  from  the  present  termi- 
nus to  Deadwood  and  from  there  to  Bald 
mountain.  A  most  profitable  investment 
awaits  the  corporation  that  connects  the 
metropolis  of  the  hills  with  the  outside 
world.  The  probable  opening  of  the  big 
Sioux  reservation  is  not  the  least  of  the 
advantages  offered  at  the  present." 

Any  line  built  by  the  Northwestern  to 
the  Black  Hills  country  would  be  of  a 
most  incalculable  advantage  to  Duluth. 
It  would  open  to  this  city  all  that  rich 
and  prosperous  section  by  a  direct  line 
of  road  reaching  here  over  its  own  tracks, 
it  would  stimulate  business  in  that  di- 
rection, give  an  outlet  for  Black  Hill's 
products  shorter  and  better  than  via 
Chicago,  and  an  inlet  for  coal,  lumber 
and  other  necessaries,  with  the  same  ad- 
vantages over  the  Lake  Michigan  city. 
Deadwood  and  the  Black  Hills  country 
is  nearer  Duluth  than  Chicago  by  several 
hundred  miles.

the  Duluth  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and 
together  they  visited  tlie  points  of  in 
terest  iu  the  city. 

"No  reasonable  jH>rs<.)n  will  doubt  that 
Duluth  is  to  become  a  great  manufac- 
turing center,"  said  Mr.  Tallmadge  ijj 
conversatitm  with  several  iJulutij 
business  men.  "Yon  have  th{» 
vast  dei>o8itH  of  ore  iu  tht 
Vermilion  range  aud  it  is  much  easier 
for  ^he  raw  protluise  to  bt*  nianufacture<l 
here,  than  to  sliip  it  tlowu  the  lakes  in 
the  gross  and  have  it  return  in  the  neU 
Your  coal  is  below  Chicago's,  the  iron 
and  the  wooil  is  within  easy  reach,  an<l 
the  great  highways  of  commerce  are  at 
the  door;  what  wonder  then,  that  thij 
city  is  destined  to  a  great  future. 

"One  thing  though,  Duluth,  in  com- 
mon with  St.  Paul  and 
Mirineapolis  has  to  contencj 
against.  I  mean  the  interstate  com- 
merce law.  It  is  the  height  of  injustic.)

which  enter  but  indirectly  intt)  the  rat)

Lake  avenue  north  presented  a  re 
niarkable  appearance  early  this  morning, 
being  crowded  with  men  and  teams  aa 
far  up  the  hill  aa  Third  street.  The 
men  are  very  earnest  in  their  determina- 
tion to  stay  out  on  a  strike  till  they  get 
the  increase  of  pay,  and  the  con- 
tractors are  equally  tirm  in 
determining  not  to  yield.  The  striking 
teamsters  have  been  very  quiet  and 
peaceable,  and  say  it  is  not  their  inten 
tion  to  use  threats  or  endeavor  to  intimi- 
date anyone  who  wishes  to  work  at  the 
old  rate.  As  soon  as  the  teams  were  all 
congregated,  the  leader,  a  large,  black- 
whiskered  fellow  called  out  in  stentorian 
tones,  "West  Second  street,"  and  the 
procession  immediately  headed 

that  way,  and  proceeded  to 
Twenty-tirst  avenue  west,  picking  up  all 
teams  on  the  route.  At  this  point  they 
scattered  in  various  directions,  and  en- 
ergetically discussed  the  situation  of 
affairs  till  noon,  wken  they  returned 
homo.  All  seemed  determined  to  hold 
out  to  the  bitter  end.  The  one  universal 
sentiment  was  "Pour  dollars  a  day,  or 
nothing." 

One  hundred  and  sixty-five  teams 
were  in  line  when  the  strikers  started 
out  this  morning  and  about  forty  more 
were  induced  to  stop  work  on  the  route. 
A  meeting  is  called  at  7:30  tonight  for 
the  purpose  of  organizing  a  teamster's 
union.  The  meeting  will  be  held  at  4;U 
Fourth  street  east. 

Talking  of  the  demand  for  more  pay,  a 
teamster  said:  "The  cost  of  feeding  a 
team  of  work  horses  is  seventy-five  cents 
per  day.  This  is  with  timothy  hay  at 
S12  or  §14  a  ton  and  oats  at  35  cents  per 
bushel.  It  is  necessary  to  shoe  a  team 
at  least  once  a  month ;  this  costs  $4.  A 
shoe  for  blocking  the  wheel  costs  $2  and 
needs  to  be  replaced  every  week.  The 
average  price  of  a  team  is  $250;  wagon, 
S50;  harness,  825.  On  the  basis  of  $i  per 
day  they  figure  $1.50  for  the  teamster,  $1 
each  for  the  horses  and  fifty  cents  for 
the  wagon."

A  Witness  Who   Tells  a   Story 

Thought    to    be     Very 

Important. 


A    Glimpse     at    the     Working 
of  the   Terrible   Con- 
spiracy. 


Chicago,  June  13.— One  of  the  most 
startling  stutetnents  in  connection  with 
the  Cronin  murder  was  made  yesterday 
by  Jack  Stanley,  of  the  city  seweraije 
department,  to  two  friends,  T.  P.  O'Con- 
nor and  Michael  Uart. 

The  conversation  was  about  Wood- 
ruff, who  is  supposed  to  have  driven  the 
wagon  with  the  trunk  containing  Cron- 
in's  body.  Stanley,  in  reply  to  a  ques- 
tion from  Hart,  said  that  he  knew  Wood- 
rutf  from  the  fact  that  lie  worked  at 
Dean's  livery  stable,  where  he  kept  his 
stallion. 

"1  was  suspicious  of  the  fellow,"  siiid 
Stanley,  "and  1  was  afraid  he  would 
steal  my  horse,  or  take  him  out  for  ser- 
vice. 1  made  inquiries  about  him,  and 
found  he  had  worked  three  weeks  at  the 
stable  for  nothing  but  his  board.  He 
was  frequently  seen  in  conversation  with 
a  man  who  1  afterwards  ascertained  to 
be  Coughliu,  the  policeman  arrested  for 
the  murder  of  Dr.  Cronin." 

"How  long  before  the  night  of  the 
murder  did  vou  see  Woodruff?"  asked 
Halt. 

"1  saw  him  that  night  I  was  at  the 
Dean  stable.  About  9  or  9:30  p.  m. 
Woodruff  began  to  act  in  a  suspicious 
manner.  He  slept  in  the  loft  over  the 
stable.  He  took,ott"  his  shoes  on  the  stable 
floor  and  climbed  in  his  stocking  feet 
into  the  loft  to  sleep.  Five  or  six  min- 
utes after  he  retired  I  saw  him  peep 
over  the  stairway  to  see  whether  we  had 
gone.  I  think  we  delayed  longer  than 
usual,  but  we  tmally  went  out.  After  a 
time  I  forgot  all  about  the  matter." 
■  Stanley  was  sure  that  Dan  Coughlin, 
now  under  arrest  on  the  charge  of  mur- 
der, is  the  person  who  was  seen  in  con- 
versation with  Woodruff  immediately 
before  the  murder.  The  importance  of 
the  statement  lies  in  the  fact  that  it 
corroborates  Woodruff's  story  as  related 
to  Chief  Hubbard  to  a  remarkable  de- 
gree. 

Chicago,  June  13.— Jack  Stanley,  of 
the  city  sewerage  department,  declares 
that  the  story  in  the  morning  papers  to 
the  effect  that  he  had  seen  Detective 
Coughlin  and  Woodruff  in  frequent  con- 
ference previous  to  Dr.  Cronin's  death  is 
untrue;  that  the  only  foundation  for  the 
story  was  that  he  had  expressed  a  fear 
that  Woodruff  would  steal  his  horse. 


THE  GRAND  JURY. 

The  Tedious  Work  of  .Sittingr  the  Kvictence 
Beg^un. 

Chicago,  June  13. — The  principal  in- 
terest in  the  Cronin  case  was  centered 
this  morning  in  the  grand  jury  that  met 
at  10  a.  m.  in  Judge  Shepard's  court.  A 
bailiff  stood  guard  at  the  foot  of  the 
stairs  below  the  jury  room,  and  no  one 
but  witnesses  and  officers  of  the  court 
were  allowed  to  ascend  to  the  floor 
above.  In  accordance  with  the 
general  summons  issued  various 
witnesses  arrived  early  on  the  scene. 
Mrs.  Conklin  was  the  first  witness  who 
testified,  and  she  occupied  the  chair 
about  twenty  minutes.  Her  testimony 
was  only  a  repetition  of  that  which  has 
been  many  times  published,  except  that 
she  attempted  a  minute  description  of 
the  man  who  by  means  of  the  police- 
man's card  decoyed  Cronin. 

The  remainder  of  the  jury's  investiga- 
tions during  the  forenoon  were  devoid 
of  interest.  Pat  Dinan,  liveryman  took 
the  stand,  and  repeated  his  oft- 
told  story  and  was  excused. 
His  evidence  varied  in  no  wise 
from  testimony  before  the  coroner's 
jury.  Old  man  Carlson,  the  owner  of 
the  death  cottage,  detailed  the  particu- 
lars of  the  parties  who  took  possession  of 
the  house,  and  whose  identity  is  now  so 
eagerly  desired  by  the  Chicago  police. 
He  became  slightly  confused  in  his  story, 
however,  and  shed  but  little  light  ui)on 
the  scene. 


WisconHin  Central  Changes. 

Chicago,  June  13. — The  announce- 
ment that  Mr.  Louis  Eckstirn  will  suc- 
ceed James  Barker  as  general  passenger 
and  ticket  agent  of  the  Wisconsin 
Central  line  has  been  received  with  great 
satisfaction  in  railroad  circles,  as  a  re- 
sult of  his  popularity  and  recognized 
ability.  Owing  to  the  traffic  arrange- 
ments recently  made  with  the  Northern 
Pacific,  the  position  becomes  one  of  in- 
creased responsibility,  and  the  influence 
of  the  new  official  in  railway  affairs  will 
be  very  large.  The  tnith  of  the  report 
that  General  Freight  Agent  Barlow,  of 
the  same  road,  will  be  made  traffic  man- 
ager, and  General  Superintendent 
Allen  manager  of  the  Chicago  terminal, 
is  now  admitted.  The  promotion  of  Mr. 
Barlow  will  leave  an  opening  in  the 
freight  department  that  will  be  filled  by 
the  promotion  of  Assistant  General 
Freight  Agent  Cavanaugh.  The  assist- 
ant's berth  will  probably  be  filled  by  ad- 
vancing Chief  Clerk  McKinnon.  Messrs. 
Cavanaugh,  Eckstein  and  McKinnon  are 
young  men  who  have  worked  up  from 
the  bottom. 


Don't  I^ike  to  be  Arrested. 

Pakis,  June  13.— Mons.  Laguerre  and 
Laisant,  members  of  the  chamber  of 
deputies,  who,  with  M.  Deroulede  and 
others,  were  arrested  at  Angoloume  on 
Sunday  for  rioting,  have  written  to 
Meline,  president  of  the  chamber  of 
deputies,  protesting  against  their  arrest 
upon  the  inviolability  of  parliament.

How  Ui»  Pretty  Maid-Servant  Tried  t<>  Oet 
$7000Froin  Him. 

San  Jose,  Cala.,  June  13.— The  s<»o8a- 
tional  suit  of  Gen.  H.  L.  Gordon,  for- 
merly of  Minneapolis,  Jigainst  Mincie  J. 
Van  Horn  and  Charles  H.Porter  for  con- 
spiracy to  extort  money  from  him.  will 
be  called  for  preliminary  examinution 
today. 

This  suit  grows  out  of  one  filed  agilinst 
(iordou  by  Miss  Van  Horn  for  $35,000 
damages  for  seduction.  Gen.  Gordor,  is  a 
millionaire  ranch  owner  on  the  Blum  llock 
road,  near  Berryessa,  and  Miss  V^an  Horn 
and  Potter  were  employed  in  his  fatnily 
as  domestics.  She  alleges  that  the  gen- 
eral had  seduced  her,  and  that  she  was 
in  trouble  through  him.  The  general's 
defense  is  that  Potter,  to  whom  the  girl 
was  engaged,  and  who  was  also  iit  his 
employ,  has  entered  into  a  tionspiracy 
with  her  for  the  purpose  of  obtaibing 
money.  Potter  was  discharged  by  Uor- 
don,  who  claimed  he  was  intimate  ji^ith 
the  girl. 

A  few  days  before  the  suit  was 
brought  Potter  and  Minnie  were  induced 
to  go  to  Gordon's  house  where  ihey 
signed  a  statement  exoDii/ating  him  and 
acknowledging  that  ]^tter  wa»  the 
father  of  the  child,  with  the  understand- 
ing tliat  he  was  to  pay  Minnie  Van 
Horn  §7000.  Potter  was  arrested  and 
is  now  in  jail.  Gen.  Gordon  was  re- 
leased on  his  own  recognizance.  Goiidon

SUPERVISING   INSPECTOR. 

Mark  U.  Flower  Appointed   for  This  l>iH- 
trict. 

Washington,  June  13.— -The  president 
today  appointed  Mark  D.  Flower,  of 
Minnesota,  to  be  supervising  inspector 
of  steam  vessels  for  the  Fifth  district  of 
Minnesota. 

Mr.  Flower  succeeds  George  Hsyes. 
He  is  a  veteran  of  the  war  and  an  old 
steamboat  captain.  He  held  the  office 
for  six  years,  and  was  the  first  officor  of 
the  steamboat  inspection  service  removed 
by  President  Cleveland.  He  is  a  per- 
sonal friend  of  Secretary  Windom. 

A  Duel  With  Kuives, 

St.  Augustine,  Tex.,  June  13.  — Pube 
Polk,  Jr.,  and  George  Audrey,  two  young 
men  of  this  city,  fought  a  duel  to  the 
death  with  bowie  knives  Tuesday  night 
for  a  woman.  The  men  attended  a  p;»rty 
and  left  together  ajjparently  the  best  of 
friends.  While  on  the  way  home  they 
quarreled  over  one  of  the  girls,  and  they 
dismounted  and  fought  it  out  on  the 
roadside.  Polk  was  killed  in  a  few  lain- 
utes.  He  was  stabbed  to  the  heart  and 
his  jugular  was  severed.  Audrey  re- 
ceived a  fearful  cut  in  the  side  and  one 
in  the  leg.  He  was  carried  home  from 
the  battle  grounds  and  told  his  fritnds 
to  inform  the  sheriff  that  he  was  ready 
to  give  himself  up. 

Hunting  for  the  Children. 

Armagh,  Ireland,  June  13. — Many 
anxious  friends  are  making  inquiries  for 
missing  children  at  the  infirmary  to 
which  the  persou8,injured  in  yesterday's 
railway  accident  were  taken.  Crotvds 
surround  the  building  and  the  di8(5us- 
sion  of  the  terrible  disaster  engroises 
the  attention  of  the  entire  commurity. 
The  interior  of  the  infirmary  presents  a 
sad  spectacle.  Ons  of  the  wounded,  a 
boy  named  Cleland,  died  this  morning. 
Both  of  his  parents  and  his  two  brothers 
were  killed  outright.  The  dead  now 
number  74.  Others  of  the  wounded  are 
in  a  critical  condition.

San  Francisco,  June  13. — The stea  iter 
City  of  Peking  arrived  yesterday  fi'om 
Hong  Kong,  via  Yokohoma.  The  ShcCg- 
hai  Courier  of  May  10  contains  news 
which  the  latter  received  from  a  corres- 
pondent at  Chung  King,  to  the  effect 
that  LiUchow,  a  city  of  some  impoHance 
in  Upper  Pangtsze,  was  reported  as 
being  nearly  destroyed  by  fire  a  month 
previous.  Seven  out  of  the  eight  gates 
of  the  city  are  said  to  have  been  de- 
stroyed, and  the  loss  of  life,  burned  and 
trampled  to  death,  is  estimated  at  10,  XX). 

Lynched  for  Attempted   Kobbery. 

CoRRYDON,  Ind.,  June  13. — James  Dea- 
vin  and  Charles  Tennyson  were  lynched 
at  2  o'clock  this  morning.  They  v'ere 
taken  from  the  jail  here  by  a  mo  5  of 
twenty-five  men  and  removed  to  the 
bridge  west  of  town,  where  an  effort  to 
make  them  confess  failed  and  they  were 
strung  up.  The  two  men  attempted  to 
rob  the  residence  of  James  Ijemay,  near 
here,  Friday  night.  Lemay  resisted  and 
was  shot,  but  not  fatally  wounded.  A 
young  woman,  a  nie(!e  of  Lemay,  was 
also  seriously  injured  by  a  bullet.

THEY  LIVED   ON  HOPE. 


Annual  Reunion  of  Lively  Old- 
sters Who  Were    Here 
First. 


The  Pleasantest    Meeting  Held 

at  the   Head   of    the 

Lake. 


About  forty  members  of  the  Old 
Settlers  association  of  the  head  of  the 
lake  assembled  yesterday  afternoon  at 
the  Euclid  house  to  celebrate  the  sixth 
semi-annual  anniversarj-  of  its  organiza- 
tion. The  membership  of  the  associa- 
tion is  seventy-two,  and  the  small  at- 
tendance yesterday  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  invitations  were  not  sent 
in  season.  The  meeting  was 
called  to  order  by  President 
1.  W.  Gates  at  3  o'clock  and  routine 
business  was  transacted.  Dinner  was 
delayed  until  nearly  4  o'clock  in  hopes 
that  others  would  arrive.  Seated  at  the 
tables  in  the  delightfully  cozy  dining- 
room  of  the  Euclid,  an  elegantly  pre- 
pared menu  was  discussed,  amid  a  lively 
flow  of  conversation.  It  was  a  jolly 
assemblage,  and  the  topics  of 
conversation  were  chiefly  remin- 
iscent. It  was  5  o'clock  when 
the  assembly  was  again  called  to  order 
by  James  Bardon  and  nominated  Charles 
L.  Catlin  and  H.  S.  Butler  as  honorary 
members.  Gen.  J.  H.  Hammond  sec- 
onded the  motion  and  eulogized  the  gen- 
tlemen whose  enterprise  has  secured  to 
East  Superior  the  Euclid  hotel.  They 
were  elected.  Mr.  Catlin,  in  behalf  of 
himself  and  Mr.  Butler,  expressed  his 
appreciation  of  the  honor.  The  merry, 
Rev.  C.  C.  Salter,  of  Duluth,  was  elected 
an  honorary  member  also.  He 
responded  to  the  call  for  a  speech  in  a 
humorous  vein,  but  closed  in  a  more 
serious  mood.  He  said  that  the  experi- 
ences of  the  day  had  taught  him  the 
true  interest  in  the  unity  of  the  cities  at 
the  head  of  the  lake.  Hon.  S.  H.  Clough 
was  the  next  speaker,  and  made  a  few 
well-rounded  appropriate  remarks.  Gen. 
Hammond  paid  a  high  tribute  to  such 
pioneers  as  Peyton,  Mendenball,  Chase, 
Bell,  Luce  and  others  whose  names 
are  familiar  in  the  history  of 
the  Nortnwest  and  hold  high 
places  in  the  business  world. 
Hiram  Hayes  was  the  next  speaker,  and 
strongly  endorsed  the  action  of  the  as- 
sociation in  appointing  a  cotnmittee  to 
compile  a  historical  paper  of  the  head  of 
the  lake.  The  meeting  broke  up 
at  six  o'clock.  Two  others  were  selected 
honorary  members,  H.  E.  Laffite,  of  Su- 
perior, and  Sydney  Luce,  of  Ohio.

JUDGE  MORRIS'S   RECEPTION. 

A  Variety  of  Law    Hrealcers  Dealt  With  in 
the  Municipal  Court, 

Quite  a  row  of  delinquents  were  ar- 
rayed against  the  wall  in  the  police 
court;  one  of  them,  a  woman  named 
McGraw,  who  "bobs  up  serenely"  every 
week  or  so. 

"What  do  you  say,  guilty  or  not  guilty  ?" 
asked  Judge  Morris.  "I  come  here  for 
pertection,  yer  honor,  from  my  hus- 
band," replied  Mrs.  McGraw.  "I  come 
here  of  my  own  accord  and  gave  myself 
up."  Mrs.  McGraw  was  returned  to  her 
quarters  in  the  cellar  till  the  correctness 
of  her  answer  could  be  ascertained. 

To  Frank  Wright  the  judge  said, 
"You're  coming  here  too  often.  I'll  give 
you  a  few  days  extra  and  see  if  we  can't 
get  some  of  this  whisky  out  of  you." 
Accordingly  Frank  got  fifteen  days.  H. 
McCarthy  got  seven  days  for  being 
drunk,  and  .John  Wilson  paid  85  for  the 
same  recreation.  John  Harris,  for  violat- 
ing the  health  ordinance,  had  his  trial 
set  for  Tuesday,  the  18th,  with  bail  at 
$25. 

Bessie  Savage,  for  abusive  language, 
had  her  trial  set  for  a  later  date  and  was 
required  to  furnish  $50  bail,  which  was 
forthcoming.  A  woman  with  a  baby  in 
arms  and  four  little  ones  trailing  after 
her,  walked  in  the  court  room,  charged 
with  keeping  an  unlicensed  dog.  The 
baby  beginning  to  cry  vigorously,  much 
to  the  discomfiture  of  the  judge,  the 
woman  was  released  and  ordered  to  come 
next  time  without  her  family.  Arthur 
Stubbs,  a  little  colored  boy,  was  fined  65 
for  keeping  a  dog  without  the  necessary 
tag,  and  his  father  had  to  put 
up  the  money.  Mary  Brandon 
and  George  Sherwood  were  up  on  the 
same  charge.  Mr.  Sherwood  was  found 
innocent,  and  the  guilt  was  fastened 
upon  his  wife,  in  whose  house,  it  ap- 
peared, Mr.  Sherwood  and  the  dog  re- 
sided. Frank  Rose,  charged  with  as- 
sault in  the  second  degree,  had  his  case 
set  for  June  15.  His  bail  was  fixed  at 
$300.  

A  Pointer. 

"Those  people  owning  dogs  would  do 
a  wise  thing  by  getting  their  dogs 
licensed  without  delay,"  said  a  court 
officer  this  morning.  "The  dog  catcher 
has  authority  to  seize  any  dog  without  a 
brass  tag  and  enter  <-omplaint  forthwith 
against  the  owner." 


THE  RliAL^LOSS. 

Very  Much    Smallor  Mortality    at  Johna- 
town  Than  Wat  Ueported. 

Johnstown,  Pa.,  June  13.— The  gen- 
eral opinion  amonj;  well  posted  people  is 
that  the  loss  of  lif.i  will  be  between  3000 
and  4000.  It  was  generally  given  out 
that  Johnstown  at  d  boroughs  adjoining 
had  a  population  if  35,000  people,  but 
this  is  a  very  high  estimate  and  con- 
servative people  put  the  population  be- 
tween 2.1,000  and  28,000.  Col.  Rogers, 
who  has  charge  of  the  registration, 
states  that  from  all  he  can  learn  the 
population  only  amounted  to  about 
25,000,  and  this  accounts  for  10,000  people 
supposed  to  be  lost. 

The  rejxjrts  sent  out  from  here  to  the 
effect  that  12,000  t<  >  1.^)00  people  were 
missing  were  based  ujjon  the  supix^si- 
tion  that  there  were  35,000  inhabitants 
in  these  boroughs.  The  reports  as  to 
the  number  of  bodies  recovered  at  dif- 
ferent jwints  along  the  flooded  districts 
are  very  conflicticg.  Supposed  official 
reports  have  been  sent  in  by  different 
persons,  and  these  are  also  conflicting 
and  put  the  number  of  IxKiies  recovered 
anywhere  from  1100  to  1800.

A  Mi^s  Starch  made  the 
complaint  before  I^ecorder  McDonough, 
in  New  York,  that  Schwarzwalder  had 
entrapped  her  int)  a  marriage  in  Ba- 
varia. 

It  developed  ths.t  Swarzwalder  is  a 
German  count,  whose  father  died  in  Ba- 
varia when  he  was  a  boy.  He  has  been 
in  this  country  nearly  twenty  years,  liv- 
ing at  Belleville,  Cincinnati  and  St. 
Louis.  He  and  his  wife  have  had  seven 
children  born  to  them,  all  but  two  of 
whom  are  dead. 

Six  months  ago  .Schwarzwalder  went 
to  Germany  to  secire  a  fortune  of  825(,>,- 
000  which  had  bee  a  left  him.  He  re- 
turned May  21.  A  young  woman  soon 
appeared  at  the  Belleville  homestead, 
claiming  to  be  his  Avife.  Mrs.  Schwarz- 
walder No.  1  offere  1  to  take  her  two 
babies  and  vacate  if  her  husband  desired 
it.  A  reconciliatioji  was  brought  about 
and  wife  No.  2  departed  for  New  York. 
Tuesday  Mr.  Schwa  rzwaldor  disappeared 
and  yesterday  his  arrest  was  announced.

Blaine's  reply.  The  "English  and  Ger- 
man commissioners  will  afterwards  con- 
sider Mr.  Blaine's  object'ons  and  decide 
upon  what  policy  tliey  shall  pursue. 

Did  Alexander  Mean  Germany  ? 
ViE>-x.\,  June  13.  —A  Berlin  letter  in 
The  Presse  says  the  impression  is  in- 
creasing in  Germar  y  that  the  Czar's  re- 
mark at  the  banquet  in  St.  Petersburg 
recently,  that  the  I'rince  of  Montenegro 
was  the  sole  sine*  re  friend  of  Russia, 
was  directed  at  Jermany  as  well  as

A   BHAKEMAN  KILLED. 


An    Iron      Range    Freight    Car 

Proves   too     Quick  for 

Garrett, 


And    the    Coupling    Pin     Was 

Forced   Through  His 

Body. 


W.  E.  Garrett,  a  brakeman  on  train 
No.  3  on  the  Duluth  and  Iron  Range 
road,  met  with  an  accident  this  morning 
which  caused  his  death. 

Freight  train  No.  3  was  being  made 
up  for  its  regular  trip  up  the  range, 
when  Garrett  uncoupled  two  cars,  and 
as  the  engine  started  he  attempted  to 
pass  through.  In  this  he  was  not  qui- k 
enough,  but  was  caught  by  the 
rear  car  coming  back  on  him 
and  was  squeezed  ijetween  the  bumpers, 
the  coupling  link  passing  quite  through 
his  abdomen.  His  thigh  L>one  waa 
crushed  and  jammed  into  his  bowels, 
which,  forcing  the  blood  into  the  ab- 
domen, was  sufficient  to  cause  death,  but 
the  immediate  tause  was  the  shock. 

He  waa  reimoved  to  St.  Lukes  hospital, 
where  he  i».  as  made  as  comfortable  as 
ixmsible  *  by  the  road  physician, 
Dr.  Maxwell.  Garrett  was  conscious 
when  brought  into  the  hospital,  but 
anxious  to  know  whether  he  would  live. 
When  told  he  could  not,  he  said,  "Well, 
give  me  some  chloroform  and  let  me  go 
as  easy  as  possible."  When  asked  if  he 
had  any  friends  or  relatives  here,  he  said 
he  had  none,  but  requested  that  his 
body  be  sent  to  his  father,  J.  1.  Garrett, 
who  lives  at  Pipestone,  this  state. 

Before  his  death  Garrett  said  no  one 
but  himself  was  to  blame  for  the  acci- 
dent. His  father  was  immediately 
telegraphed  to  and  is  exjiected  to  take 
charge  of  the  remains  tomorrow.  Gar- 
rett breathed  his  last  about  noon,  three 
hours  after  he  received  the  injury.  He 
was  a  single  man  about  25  years  of  age. 
Shortly  after  the  accident  Garrett  asked 
some  of  those  about  him  if  he  was  going 
to  die.  When  answered  in  the  affirm- 
ative, he  coolly  answered,  "Well,  'let  "er 
go  Gallagher.' ''

Yesterday  afternoon  William  Stark, 
employed  in  the  barber  shop  of  the  St.

The  money  was  hard-earned 
savings  and  Stark  is  a  poor  man  with  a 
family  dependent  on  him.  Only  yester- 
day he  received  a  letter  from  his  family 
calling  urgently  for  a  remittance,  and  he 
was  intending  to  send  the  money  at 
once,  which  is  now  lost.  He  will  gladly 
pay  a  portion  of  the  lost  sum  for  its  re- 
turn, and  it  can  hardly  be  L>elieved  that 
any  tinder,  under  the  circumstances,  will 
fail  to  return  it,  when  he  learns  the 
address  of  the  loser.

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THE  DAM  ABOVE  JOHNSTOWN. 
Now  that  careful  expert  examination 
has  succeeded  the  wild  and  whirling  re- 
ports wired  over  the  country  of  the 
structure  and  condition  of  the  Cone- 
maujfh  dam  above  Johnstown,  it  is  pos- 
sible to  arrive  at  the  truth  in  the  case. 
The  daiu  was  not  a  wretched  patchwork 
oi  earth  and  stone  as  has  been 
charged,  but  a  structure  which 
under  ordinary  conditions  would  have 
Berved  its  purpose.  An  expert  civil  en- 
gint»er  on  the  staff  of  The  Engineering 
and  Building  liecord,  Mr.  H.  \V.  Bnnck- 
erhorf,  was  detailed  to  make  a  th  )rough 
•nd  impartial  investigation  of  the  ruined 
dam  and  its  surroundings,  and  his  report 
is  substantially  contirmed  by  the  evi- 
dence given  by  other  experts  at  the 
recent  meeting  of  the  American  Society 
of  Civil  Engineers. 

Mr.  Briuckerhoff  states  in  his  tele- 
gram to  The  Record  that  "the  dam  ap- 
pears to  have  been  well  built  of  good 
gravelly  clay,  about  80  feet  high  by  800 
feet  long  on  top,  20  feet  wide  on  top, 
about  :300  feet  wide  at  bottom,  both 
slopes  well  rip-rapped.  Failure  appears 
to  have  been  due  to  overflow,  caused  by 
inadequacy  of  spill-way  and  aggravated 
by  the  fact  that  the  dam  was  two  or 
three  feet  lower  at  the  centre  than  at 
the  ends,  causing  overflow  to  take  place 
at  weakest  point.  About  300  feet  of  cen- 
ter of  dam  is  gone.  Its  destruction  took 
about  half  an  hour  from  time  serious 
overflow  began." 

It  was  brought  out  by    further  evi- 
dence that  the  depression  in  the   center 
was  not  a  fault  of  original  construction, 
but  was  due  to  the  settling  of  the  dam 
durmg  its  life  of  fifty  years,  and  that 
the  failure  of  the  dam  came  from   the 
erosion  of  its  face    by    the  overflowing 
water  and  not  from  pressure.   The  waste 
weir,  although   75   feet  long,  was  insufli- 
cient  to  discharge  the  floods  that  poured 
into  the  reservoir  from  South   Fork  and 
Muddy  Run,  and  the  relief  given  by  a 
new  spill-way,  rapidly  cut  under  direc- 
tion of  the  engineer  in  charge,  failed  to 
check  the  rise  of  the  waters.    The  woods 
above     the     lake,    says    this    engineer, 
"were     boiling     full    of     water,"    and 
the  streams  emptying  into  the  lake  were 
sweeping  down  trees,  logs  and  cut  timber 
in  masses.    With    all  the   outlets    that 
could  be  opened,  the   water  kept  rising 
at  the  rate  of   10  inches  per  hour,  and  at 
11:30  in  the  morning  the  engineer  made 
up  his  mind  that    it    was  impossible    to 
save  the  dam.     Mounting    his  horse,  he 
galloped  to  South  Forks,  and    sent  tele- 
grams to  Johnstown  and    all   points   in 
the    valley  at    noon,    more    than    three 
hours  before    the  breaking  of    the  dam. 
The  ill-fated  people    had  thus  sufficient 
warning,  but  the  alarm  failed    to   move 
them  until  the  flood  was  upon  them,  and 
it  was  too  late  to  save  them. 

If  the  level    of    the  lake    could  have 
been  kept  below  the  top  of  the  dam,  the 
examiners  believe  that  it  would    have 
withstood    the    extraordinary   pressure, 
but  the  friction  of  the  water  pouring 
over  it  gradually  wore  it  away  from  the 
outer  face  until   the   top  became  so  thin 
that  it  gave  way.    The  gap  once  made 
grew  wider  every  moment,  and  soon  the 
lake  with  its  millions  of  tons  of  water 
and    wreckage    went  roaring  down  the 
yalley.    la  forty-five  minutes  the  whole 
lake,  three  miles  in  length,  was  drained 
out    and    fell    upon     Johnstown.      The 
frightful  disaster    emphasizes    the  need 
of  providing  not  merely  for  ordinary  con- 
ditions, but  for  all  possible  contingencies 
which  can    be    forseen.    The    dam  was 
built  before  the  tree  cutting  in  the  val- 
ley caused  the  dangerously  rapid  swell- 
ing   of    the    spring    freshets,   but    this 
danger  had  been  apparent  for  years  and 
should      have    been    provided      for    by 
strengthening  the    dam    and  enlarging 
the  sluice  ways.     Failure  to  do  this  was 
the  cause  of   the    ruin  of  the  dam,  and 
the  fearful    losses    that    followed  it.    It 
may  be  true    that    the  loss  of    life  was 
largely    due    to    recklessness,    after  the 
warning  was    given,  but    there  should 
have  been  no  occasion  for    the  terrible 
warning. 


work  at  present  rates  is  f^.Wi,  not 
allowing  for  interest  on  the  investment 
or  ordinary  wear  and  tear  of  the  horses, 
harness  and  wagon.  At  $4  per  day,  the 
rate  the  teamsters  ask  for,  the  net  cash 
daily  receipts  would  be  $2.62^.  Of 
course  this  is  not  suflicient  compensa- 
tion. The  teamsters  claim  that  it  coats 
75  cents  per  day  to  feet!  a  pair  of  work 
horses,  if4  a  month  to  shoe  them  and  $2 
per  week  for  a  shoe  to  block  the  wagon- 
wheel.  These  figures  appear  rather  high, 
but  they  are  furnished  by  one  of  the 
teamsters.  At  all  events,  there  would 
be  no  fortunes  made  if  the  rate  of  ft  per 
day  were  adopted.

plenty  of  sand  in  our  shoes. 


SEEN  AND  HEARD. 


The  Minneapolis    Journal    prints  an 
article  on    "Smelting    at    Minneapolis" 
which  points  out    with    clearness    and 
candor  that  the  ore  mined  at  Tower  and 
Ely   might  profitably    be   smelted  and 
manufactured  in  the  state  it  is  mined  in. 
The  weak  point  in  the  argument   is  the 
attempt  to  show  that  Minneapolis  is  the 
desirable  point  for  these  operations,  and 
it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that    The  Jour- 
nal  mentions  wherein    Duluth    is    the 
natural  point  for  the  enterprises  it  de- 
sires to  see  established  in  Minnesota,  as 
against  the  Flour  city.     They  are,  briefly, 
these:    A  saving  on  the  freight    on  the 
ore  from  the  mines  of  probably    not  less 
than  $1  per  ton;  a  saving  on   the  freight 
of       coal;       a        saving        on        the 
freight       of       finished       product,      or 
steel  blooms  or  pig,  shipped  to  the  great 
Eastern  iron  centers  or  Chicago,  where 
the  bulk  of  iron  manufacturing  must  for 
a  long  time  yet  be  done;  the    great    ad- 
vantage of  being  able  to  locate  smelting 
works  where  rail  and  water  shipments 
can  be    made   without    cartage.     There 
might  be  other   important  points  men- 
tioned, but  just  these  show  that  there  is 
a  difference  between   Minneapolis  and 
Duluth,    in     favor     of     Duluth,    great 
enough  to  cover  a  very  handsome  profit 
on  a  business.    In  other  words,  we  can 
smelt  ore  and  manufacture  iron   here  in 
Duluth,  and  sell  the  product  at  a  profit 
for  less  than  the  actual  cost  of  produc- 
tion in  Minneapolis.

In  the  midst  of  the  crushing  calam- 
ity the  recuperative  power  of   the  company  is 
amazing.    The  work  of  clearing  the   mines  is 
going  on  rapidly  under  several  hundred  men. 
The  company  sent  to  New    York    for   a   train 
load  of  provisions,  and  sent  a  corps  of  butchers 
to  its  farms  to  slaughter  its  blooded  cattle  for 
the  supply  of  everyone,  free.    Word  has  been 
sent  out  that  it  will  keep  up  the  usual  require- 
ments of   raw   materials,    which     means   an 
annual  purchase  and  consumption  of  400,000 
tons  of  Lake  Supei  lor  bessemer  ores,  besides 
100,000  tons  of  bessemer  pig.

By  October  Ist  the  Pastoret-Stenson 
bltvk  una  the  Maaonie  buiUlin^'  will 
staud  as  the  two  architetaural  mouu- 
menta  of  East  Superior  street.  The 
erertiou  of  these  elegaat  structures 
marks  on  era  iu  the  history  of  the  east 
era  portion  of  Duhith  s  great  business 
street,  for  it  shows  the  inevitable  des- 
tiny of  SupSrior  street  e;»st  to  be  one  of  the 
most  majfuiticent  and  beautiful  parts  of 
the  city.  The  Pjistoret-Stensou  building 
is  nearing  completion.  Already  its 
giant  walls,  in  marked  contrast  to  the 
pigmy  structures  around  ii,  rear  their 
ultimatt^  hoi,i,'ht  of  six  stories,  a  land- 
mark for  many  a  mile. 

Thiselegfint    structure,   built   in   the 
Ivomauesque  style,  stamls  at  the  corner 
or  b  irst  avenue  east  and  Superior  street 
fronting  on  the  latter  thoroughfare    t;4 
leet  and  on    the    avenue   140  feet.     The 
foundation  is  on  the  solid  nx-k.the  base- 
ment cellars  having  literallv  to  be  carved 
out  of  stone.      Between  the    front    and 
rear  there  is  a  ditTerence  in  height  of  one 
story,  caused  by  the   rise  of    the  avenue 
to  the  north.     In  the  style  of  the  build- 
mg  O.  Cf.

these  stores  and  at  the  ceiling  are  the 
partitions  between  these  and  the  avenue 
stores.  This  arrangement  is  necessary, 
as  the  avenue  has  a  rise  of  12 
feet  m  the  80  feet,  the 
depth  of  the  street  stores.  The 
side  stores  are  smaller  than  those  on 
Superior,  their  dimensions  being  18x40 
feet.  The  remainder  of  the  second  floor 
space  is  taken  up  with  offices,  seventeen 
m  number.  These,  like  all  the  offices  in 
the  building,  can  be  used  en  suite  or 
singly,  as  desired.  The  other  four  floors 
are  divided  into  IOC)  offices,  twentv-tive 
on  each  floor,  givmg  a  total  for  the'  en- 
tire building  of  117  offices  and  five 
stores. 

The  block  is  entered  by  double  width 
halls  on  both  the  avenue  and  street 
sides,  while  a  rapid  elevator,  of  the  Hale 
hydraulic  pattern,  w^ill  furnish  means  of 
quick  communication  with  any  part  of 
the  building.  Stand  pipes  in  the  hall- 
way furnished  with  ICO  feet  of 
hose  in  each  hall,  and  iron  ladders  from 
all  parts  of  the  block  furnish  means  of 
escape  from  fire.  A  private  dvnamo 
will  light  the  building.  The  steam- 
heating  contract  is  held  by  the  Thomp- 
son company,  the  plumbing  for  the 
Pastoret  part  by  Rothermel,the  Stenson 
plumbing  by  Harvey  &  Co.  This  mag- 
nificent pile  has  been  erected  at  an  ex- 
penditure of  over  $100,000,  only  three 
complettid  buildings  in  the  city  costing 
more.

W.^sitmiTON,  June  10.-  [Special  Cor- 
respondoncej.  -Nathan    Beardsley    went 
to  live  in  one  of    the  black  states  of    the 
Southwest  long  before  the  war.     He  had 
been  born  and  bred  in  the    Western  Re- 
serve, and  New  if  iglaud   blood  coursed 
in  all  his  veins,  and  the  teachings  of  the 
I'uritans    lingered    willingly   in  all    his 
purposes.     H#'  vas  an    express  agent  be- 
tween two  important  cities;  a  big,  hearty 
man,  and  made  friends  everywhere,  and 
never  lost  them  by  any  deceit  or  ingrati- 
tude.   The  nature  of  his  business    per- 
mitted   him    to    escape    a    Confederate 
draft,  but  he  was    a    sturdy  republican, 
and  even  in  those    troublous    times  did 
not  hesitate  when    it    was  necessary   to 
speak  his  mind  out.       After  the  war   he 
gave  up  the    work  of    expressman,    and 
took  an  important  executive  position  on 
the  plantation  of  a    wealthy  and  retired 
governor  of  the  state  in    which  ho  lived 
Ihere,  naturally  enough,  he  did  not  sink 
his  political    opinions.     It    wsis    in    the 
carpet-bag  times,  and   he  participated   a 
little  in  political  affairs. 

Those  were  the  days  when  their  friends 
of  the  other  party  did  not   like   vigorous 
republicans  who  were  not  afraid  to  say 
so.    One    night    the    corpse  of    Nathan 
Ueardsley  was  brought  home  to  his  wife 
and  daughter.

(and  managed  to  make  a  meagre  living 
Harriet  had  met  and  loved   across  the 
border  in  another  state   a   reconstructed 
^southerner;  a  decent    man,    a  lawyer  of 
training  and  success,  who  had  fought  in 
the  bouthern  army  honestly,  and   when 
the  South  was    whipped    had    admitted 
that  the  right  was  mighty,  and    became 
a  member  of  the    party    that    had  freed 
the  negro.     He    lived    at    Wheat  Stone 
Court  House.     Before  long  Horace  Bar- 
num  -that  was  the  young  man's  name  - 
married  the  daughter  of  Nathan  Beards- 
ley,    and    mother    and    bride   moved  to 
Wheatstone  to  live  with   him.     Barnum 
was  made  a  United  States  commissioner 
two  years  after  that.    There  was  an  elec- 
tion;   the    usual    kind  of  an  election  in 
that  black  state  of  the  Southwe.st.      The 
United    States    commissioner  had  been 
making  it  unpleasant,  it  appears,  for  the 
democratic  candidate  for    congress,  and 
the  congressman,  who  was  up  for  re-elec- 
tion declared  that    something    must  be 
done  with  Barnum.

It  did  not   secure    the   election  of   the 
republican      candidate    for    congress- 
nothing  could  have  done 
that-but         it        did         work        up 
to  the   most    vindictive    anger  the  ene- 
mies of  the  judge.     One  night  nis  corpse 
was  brought  home    to    Mrs.    Beardsley 
and  her  daughter,  just  as  the  dead  body 
of  their  husband  and  father  had    been 
brought  home  before.      The  manner    of 
his  death  was  exactly  the  same.     He  had 
been  pushed  from  a  railroad  train    and 
picked  up  past  all  consciousness.    There 
was  no  one  in  that  Southern   country  to 
sympathize  with  the    women    who    had 
been  visited  again    with    this    bereave- 
ment.   Friends  in  the  North  urged  them 
to   come    home,    but    they  would  not. 
iheir  cross  was  in  the  South  and    they 
would  bear  it  there.    They  took  a  small 
house  and  taught  the  colored  children  in 
the  front  rooms  at    t«n    cents    a    week 
apiece.    So  they  kept  on   and   managed 
to  get  bread  enough    to    live    by     For 
years  they  did  it,  but  better  times   were 
coming.    With  the  advent  of  President 
Arthur's  administration,  some  friends  of 
the  younger  widow  started  a  petition  to 
procure    her    the    postoffice   in  Wheat- 
stone.    The  petition  was  successful,  and 
Mrs.  Barnum,  one  of  the  few    of  either 
sex     who     could       read     and      write 
served  as  postmistress  acceptably  to   all 
in  both  parties. 

Grover  Cleveland  was  elected  presi- 
dent. A  previous  incumbent  of  the 
postoffice  in  Wheatstone— a  woman 
whose  accounts  in  President  Hayes's  ad- 
ministration had  "been  found  to  be  irreg- 
ular, but  who  was  supported  for  the 
place  by  the  local  democratic  organiza- 
tion—was put  in  the  place  of  Mrs.  Bar- 
num. There  was  nothing  to  do  but  to 
submit.  It  is  a  law  of  politics.  Some 
little  money  liad  been  saved  by  Mrs 
Beardsley  and  the  widow  of  the  judge. 
It  had  been  saved  out  of  the  meagre 
proceeds  of  the  government  position  and 
out  of  the  prosperity  of  the  colored 
school.  This  enabled  them  to  live  in 
W  heatstone  through  the  Cleveland  ad- 
ministration. 

Another  1th  of  March  found  yet  an- 
other change  in  Washington.  Grover 
Cleveland  was  beaten  and  Benjamin 
Harrison  elected.  The  friends  of  Mrs 
Barnum,  who  had  been  the  postmistress, 
and  the  best  one  the  town  had  ever 
known,  began  to  work  for  her  reinstate- 
ment. They  did  not  resort  to  petition. 
1  here  was  nobody  in  Wheatstone  to  sign 
that,  except  the  colored  people.  The 
democrats  all  signed  the  petition  for  the 
retention  of  the  incumbent,  but  the 
Northern  women  began  to  work  among 
their  friends  of  the  North. 

One  of  them  chanced  to  write  to 
Washington  to  a  cousin— a  young  man 
who  did  newspaper  work  for  a  republi- 
can paper  in  the  West— to  ask  if  he 
might  not  help  them.  The  senators  and 
congressmen  who  had  been  written  to 
were  very  slow.  The  young  newspaper 
man  went  to  work  at  once.  He  took  a 
pride  in  this  case  and  resolved  to  stake 
everything  upon  it  that  might  be  neces- 
sary, and  to  ask  for  nothing  more,  if  that 
course  should  be  necessary. 

He  went  to  the  first  assistant  post- 
master-general and  stated  the  case 
James  8.  Clarkson  knew  him.  The  first 
assistant  postmaster-general  is  reported 
to  be  a  terrible  executioner,  chopping  off 
200  heads  per  day  and  laughing  at  them 
as  he  sees  them  in  the  basket.  The  case 
?J  ^f-  .^arnum  was  stated  briefly  to 
Mr.  Clarkson.  He  asked  if  the  woman 
was  active  and  would  do  the  work  well 
He  was  assured  that  she  would.  He  di- 
rected his  private  secretary  to  make  the 
case  "special"  and  hurry  it. 

The  news  of  the  appointment  of  Mrs. 
Barnum  to  the  Wheatstone  postoffice 
reached  that  town  by  telegraph  to  a 
morning  paper  published  in  a  neighbor- 
ing city,  and  ljef<jre  it  could  go  down  by 
letter  from  the  young  cousin  who  done 
had  all  this.  There  was  nearly  a  riot  in  the 
little  village.  There  wore  no  whites  in 
the  town,  in  fact,  who  were  lejiublicans, 
except  the  two   Northern    women— the

Quantities      of      Timber 
Many  Camps  Already 
Destroyed.

Special  dispatches  received  today  by 
The  Herald  from  Sandstone  junction. 
Moose  Lake,  Hinckley,  Barnum  and 
other  phices  on  the  line  of  the  Eastern 
Miunesota  and  St.  Paul  and  Duluth, 
north  of  Hinckley,  their  crossinj;,  indi- 
cate that  as  bad  tires  are  burning  there 
as  any  that  have  swept  through  this 
region  in  the  entire  season.  In  the 
irregular  triangle,  whose  longest  sides 
are  formed  by  the  St.  Paul  and  Duluth 
and  Eastern  Minnestoa,  are  many  tie 
camps,  telegraph  poles  and 

post  cutters,  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  loggers'  outfits  and  the 
county  has  been  partially  cut  over.  This, 
togettier  with  the  dry  season,  has  made 
everything  tinder,  and  the  tlames  are 
burning  with  great  fury  and  astonishing 
rapidity.  Unless  there  are  heavy  and 
soakiDg  rains  great  damage  will  re- 
sult 

ihese  camps,  a  number  of  which  have 
already  been  burned,  especially  near 
Sandstone,  were  heavy  and  solid  build- 
ings, and  contained  all  the  parapher- 
nalia of  logging  camps — bedding,  stoves, 
cooking  utensils,  etc.,  as  well 
as  feed  and  grain.  The  loss  to  those 
of  these  camps  already  destroyed  will 
amount  to  fully  i25,iXK).  Besides  the 
camps  there  are  vast  quantities  of  logs 
skidded  but  still  in  the  woods  because 
of  low  water  this  spring,  thousands  of 
cords  of  hardwood,  miles  of  railway  ties, 
cedar  poles  and  posts,  the  loss  on  which 
is  stated  as  already  fully  equal  to  $30,000. 
Besides  the  timber  and  camps  burned, 
much  more  is  in  imminent  danger  of  de- 
struction. 

At  the  big  Sandstone  bridge  of  the 
Eastern  railway  over  Kettle  river,  one  of 
the  biggest  and  highest  railway  bridges 
in  the  state  and  the  largest  on  the 
Eastern,  constant  watch  is  kept  by  large 
crews  of  men,  and  there  is  momentary 
danger  that  the  big  timber  structure 
may  be  destroyed.  If  so,  the  Eastern 
will  not  inaugurate  its  passenger  service 
next  Monday,  for  it  will  take  some  time 
to  rebuild  such  a  high  and  long  bridge 
as  that  over  Kettle  river.  Other  railway 
property  both  on  the  Eastern  and  St. 
Paul  and  Duluth  is  liable  to  go. 

If  there  is  no  rain  in  the  next  few  days 
it  is  estimated  that  the  damage  from 
these  tires  will  amount  to  several  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  much  of  which 
must  be  borne  by  small  contractors, 
farmers  and  others  who  are  clearing  land 
and  preparing  to  settle. 

Ely,  June  13.— [Special.]— Last  night 
all  danger  to  the  town  was  over  and 
p»iople  can  again  sleep  without  fear  of 
being  burned  to  death  from  forest  tires. 
The  contlagration  has  swept  entirely 
around  the  town,  so  there  is  nothing 
left  to  burn.  The  lire  is  still 
raging  to  the  north  and  east 
and  great  damage  has  been  done.  The 
loss  in  standing  timber  will  foot  up  to 
many  thousand  dollars.  No  casualties 
are  reported,  and  the  only  damage  to 
property  is  that  caused  by  yesterday's 
Hre  at  Ely. 

Later— The  fire  is  about  out,  and  there 
is  practically  no  more  danger.  There 
have  L)een  no  houses  or  other  personal 
property  burned  today.

As 
stated  in  The  Herald  some  lane  ago,  the 
Pacitic  company  had  been  improving  its 
track  between  Duluth  and  Ashland,  and 
the  Central  company  is  nowise  behind  it 
on  this  score.  Almost  the  entire  dis- 
tance between  Ashland  and  Chicago  is 
covered  with  gravel  trains,  and  hundreds 
of  laborers  are  being  employed  in  bal- 
lasting the  track,  putting  in  new 
ties  and  rails,  strengthening 
bridges  and  repairing  depots  and  freight 
houses.  Under  the  new  regime,  in  all 
probability,  a  new  and  through  train 
service  will  be  put  on  between  Duluth 
and  Chicago,  and  the  Duluth  route 
pushed  to  a  high  place  in  the  ranks  of 
competitive  service.

MARINE    MATTERS. 

Capt.  Trinter's   Death— General  Lake  and 
Vessel  Notes. 

Speaking  of  the  death  of  Cilpt.  Trin- 
ter,  of  the  Onoko,  recently  mentioned  in 
the  telegraph  columns  of  this  paper,  The 
Buffalo  Express  says:  The  nsws  is  re- 
ceived with  deep  sorrow  all  along  the 
lakes.  Capt.  Trinter  was  a  uiodelship- 
master  and  one  of  the  most  exemplary 
of  men.  Having  been  masbjr  of  the 
Onoko,  the  tirst  of  the  largest -size  pro- 
pellers on  the  lakes,  every  stason  but 
the  first  since  she  came  out  iu  1882,  his 
very  position  was  one  to  direct  attention 
to  himself,  yet  he  was  a  quiet  man,  who 
who  attended  strictly  to  business,  and 
always  knew  how  to  make  his  vessel  do 
her  best.  There  are  many  other  good 
lake  captains,  but  there  will  never  be  too 
many  of  the  character  of  Capt.  Trinter. 
He  was  not  far  from  50  years  old  and 
lived  in  Cleveland,  where  ho  leaves  a 
wife  and  children. 

The  lighthouse  board  has  issaed  notice 
of  the  re-establishment  of  tho  light  at 
St.  Joseph,  Mich.  The  light  v'ill  be  of 
the  fourth  order,  fixed  white,  varied  by 
a  white  flash  every  ninety  sejonds.  It 
will  be  shown  at  a  height  of  101  feet 
above  the  level  of  the  lake,  and  should 
be  seen,  in  clear  weather,  from  the  deck 
of  a  vessel  ten  feet  above  the  lake, 
seventeen  and  a  quarter  statute  miles. 

According  to  advices  from  Cleveland 
a  slight  advance  has  been  granted  on 
ore  frei^ihts  from  Lake  Suptirior,  more 
particularly  Marquette.

MoKA,  Minn.,  June  14- lSi)efial.]— 
Kvau  Michelson,  a  settler  at  Millo  liucs 
lake,  bn>ught  wonl  Ji>wu  horo  }  est^nlay 
that  the  Inihaus  at  the  Mille  Lacs  lako 
reservation  had  driven  away  several 
lately  arrived  fuinilies  from  their  claims, 
and  murdered  an  old  Svveile  named  Ma^- 

UUStML>U. 

Mjiifnutwen  had  managed  to  crawl  to 
his  nearest  neighbor.  abi)Ut  half  a  mile 
away,  but  was  dyiu^  and  unable  to  give 
any  clear  account  of  the  shooting.  He 
was  shot  twice  through  the  head,  and 
cannot  live. 

Borg  started  for  Mr.  Brigg's  place  and 
Michelson  wiis  dispatched  to  Mora  to 
telegraph  the  governor  for  aid.  The 
Indians  have  had  a  dance  and  been  on  a 
three-wet^ks'  drunk,  which  yesterday  cul- 
minateil  in  an  attack  on  the  setMercs.  Xo 
trace  could  be  found  oi  liie  missing 
families,  and  fear  are  entertained  that  a 
wholesale  slaughter  has  taken  place. 

The  whites  at.  the  lake  are  panic 
stricken,  as  some  bad  feelings  had  been 
shown  lately  uy  the  Indians  on  account 
of  the  emigration  coming  in.  There  is 
some  talk  of  forming  a  company  of 
rangers  in  Mora  should  any  report  of 
further  trouble  come  and  assistance  be 
neceesarv. 


.Isklng  for   MiliUa. 

St.  Paul,  June  U.— At  5  o'clock  yes- 
terday afternoon  a  telegram 
came  from  the  sheriff  of  Mille  Lacs 
county,  stating  that  there  had  been  an 
outbreak  Wednesday  night,  that  the  In- 
dians were  driving  the  settlers  off  and 
that  six  whites  had  been  killed.  The 
sheriff  stated  that  a  general  uprising 
was  e.xpected,  and  it  was  feared  that  all 
the  whites  on  the  reservation  and  bor- 
ders would  be  massacred.  Secretary 
Elliott,  on  receipt  of  this  startling 
information,  put  himself  in  telegraphic 
communication  with  Grov.  Merriam 
at  once.  In  the  meantime  Col.  Bobleter 
had  telegraphed  to  the  militia  at  Minne- 
apolis and  Duluth,  and  had  issued  orders 
to  the  oiliters  of  the  local  companies,  C, 
D  and  E,  to  assemble.  By  6  o'clock  three 
companies  at  Minneapolis,  three  here 
and  one  at  Duluth  were  in  readiness  to 
go  to  the  reservation.  Having  taken 
these  steps  as  a  precaution,  Col.  Bobleter, 
advised  by  Grovernor  Merriam,  turned 
over  the  dispatches  to  General 
Ruger  commanding  the  depart- 
ment of  Dakota,  United  States 
army,  and  it  was  quickly  settled  that  the 
United  States  forces  should  quell  the 
outbreak.  Accordingly,  Gen.  Ruger 
order  three  companies  of  troops  from 
Fort  Snelling  to  prepare  for  the  expedi- 
tion, taking  light  arms  and  ten  days' 
rations.  When  this  was  done  the  militia 
compfvniea  were  dispersed,  with  orders  to 
hold  themselves  in  readiness  for  further 
orders.  A  special  train  of  four  cars  was 
provided  by  the  Manitoba  railroad  and 
at  midnight  the  troops  were  aboard. 

Another  At-c-ount. 

Mora,  Minn.,  June  1-1.— The  treacher- 
ous Chippewa  Indians  are  on  the  war 
path  again,  and  there  are  grave  fears  of 
a  general  uprising.  A  party  of  seven 
Swede  laborers  have  been  massacred, 
and  several  hundred  laborers  and  set- 
tlers are  now  hurrying  here  for  safety. 
Sheriff  Nicholson,  mounted  on  an  Indian 
pony,  rode  to  town  on  a  gallop  yesterday 
and  gave  the  alarm.  He  also  communi- 
cated with  Governor  Merriam,  request- 
ing him  to  order  out  the  state  troops  to 
quell  the  uprising. 

The  present  trouble  is  the  outgrowth 
of  encroachment  by  the  whites  upon  the 
Mille  Lacs  reservation.  Recently  a  con- 
tract was  awarded  by  the  settlers  to  Fo- 
ley Bros.,  of  St.  Paul,  to  dig  a  ditch  for 
irrigation  purf>oses  from  Mille  Lacs  lake 
to  a  point  on  the  Smoke  river  near  here. 
Wlien  the  Indians  learned  a  ditch  was 
to  be  dug  they  at  once  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  intention  was  to  drain 
the  latter  and  deprive  them  of  their  fish- 
ing privileges.  Notice  was  served  by  the 
Indians  upon  the  contractors,  warning 
them  that  if  they  did  not  leave  the  ter- 
ritory at  once  they  would  be  put  to 
death.  The  contractors  gave  no  heed 
to  the  warning,  but  came  here 
and  engaged         20(J  laborers 

who  began  work  this  morning 
at  Mille  Lacs.  About  noon  yesterday 
they  were  attacked  by  a  party  of  about 
400  Chippewas  led  by  White  Snake  and 
Great  Bear.  The  Indians  were  in  full 
war  paint  and  were  armed  with  Win- 
chester rifles  and  tomahawks.  As  aoon 
as  they  saw  the  Reds  coming  the 
laborers  dropped  their  shovels  and  tied 
toward  this  place.  They  were  pursued 
by  the  savages,  who  shot  and  killed 
seven  men,  whose  names  are:

CHBISTIA.V  Rf)SM0S80.N, 

Bkrkent  Toekkdahl. 
auocst  swa.nson, 
Gbstav  Todekstrom, 
Cakl  Speh, 
Jacob  Skollina. 

Several  others  were  wounded,  but  not 
seriously.  The  Indians  scalped  Toder- 
strom  and  Maguson  and  mutilated  the 
bodies  of  Speh  and  Skollina.  The  In- 
dians, who  have  been  gathering  on  the 
south  shore  of  Mille  Lacs  lake  for  a 
week  or  more,  Wednesday  night  engaged 
in  a  war  dance  as  a  preliminary  to  the 
massacre. 


ANOTHER  CUT. 


The 


Lehigh   Cuts   Com    Katei<,  Lake    and 
Kail,  Surprislutcly. 

Chicago,  J  une  U.—  The  Lehigh  Valley 
has  taken  1,000,000  bushels  of  corn  for 
shipment  to  New  York  at  O^.,  cents  a 
bushel,  lake  and  rail.  This  is  said  to  bo 
the  largest  lump  amount  ever  taken  by 
a  lake  and  rail  line.  The  rate  given  is  a 
clean  drop  of  l^j  cents  a  bushel  over  the 
tariff  rates  of  the  lake  and  rail  linos, 
and  is  within  %  of  a  cent  of  the  lake 
and  canal  rate.  A  good  deal  of  the 
grain  is  in  transit  on  wild  boats.  The 
cut  in  the  rate  from  BulValo  is  the  start 
ing  feature  of  the  transaction,  ami 
shows  that  the  I^ehigh  Valley  is  on 
the  war  path.  Coming  just  at  this 
juncture,  when  canal  boats  are  waiting 
at  Buffalo  by  hundreds  for  loads,  it 
will  have  a  disastrous  effect  on  the  Canal 
f  . ,  .  ..).,,  anaociation,  which  thus  far 
tiiL;  -,  .„  I  has  heW  canal  freights  firm 
from  the  outset,  notwitlistanding  the 
light  demand  for  l)oat8.

Freight    War    Continues    With 

Duluth  Lines  Firm  and 

Active. 


In  addition  to  the  freight-rate  war 
uow  raging  in  the  Northwest,  the  first 
move  has  been  made  in  a  passenger  war 
between  the  St.  Paul  and  Duluth  and 
Eastern  Minnesota,  two  roads  which  are 
holding  closely  together  in  the  freight 
business  as  against  the  Chicago  lines. 
The  announcement  yesterday  afternoon 
in  The  Herald  advertising  columns  that 
the  Eastern  would  start  Monday  a  i^ 
rate  to  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  called 
out  a  similar  move  on  the  part  of  the 
St.  Paul  and  Duluth,  and  the  pioneer 
line  today  sells  at  §4.  It  is  not  unlikely 
that  a  still  further  reduction  may  be 
made  before  the  roads  tire  of  that  kind 
of  business.  While  in  a  fight  the  North- 
western will  doubtless  join. 

The  new  equipment  of  the  Eastern  is 
similar  in  general  appearance  to  that  of 
the  Boston  and  Albany,  one  of  the  most 
successful  roads  in  the  country.  The 
parlor  cars  are  G7.5  feet  long,  8.7  feet 
wide,  and  built  by  Barney  i  Smith. 
They  are  the  finest  in  the  Northwest. 
All  woodwork  is  of  oak,  the  roof — of  the 
round  or  monitor  type,  like  the  business 
car  of  the  Iron  Range  road— of  maple. 
The  chairs,  which  are  movable  reclining, 
are  after  a  new  design  of  the  company, 
lower  in  the  seat,  very  comfortable,  and 
with  brojKl  arm  rests.  The  details  of  orna- 
mentation, both  in  wood  and  metal-work, 
are  in  excellent  taste.  Cars  are  supplied 
with  improved  fire-proof  Baker  heater  in 
steel  case,  and  Adams  and  Westlake 
lamps.  They  are  divided,  beginning  at 
the  forward  end,  into  gentlemen's  sa- 
loon, large  smoking  -  room,  buffet, 
parlor  with  thirteen  reclining  chairs  and 
a  large  sofa,  four  sections  with  sofas, 
ladies'  toilet  and  closet.  At  the  forward 
end  the  cars  are  entered  by  a  side  pass- 
ageway, at  the  rear  through  the  center. 
The  Eastern  Minnesota  has  charged  its 
plan  and  will  for  the  present  enter  the 
old  union  station.  Arrangements  have 
been  made  for  running  over  the  North- 
ern Pacific  tracks  west  of  the  bridge  and 
the  elevated  track  will  not  be  used  until 
after  a  new  union  depot  is  built  or  the 
Eastern  builds  its  own,  and  it  is  certain 
that  one  of  these  buildings  will  go  up. 

The  Northern  Pacific  has  placed  with 
the  Baldwin  Locomotive  works,  so  it  is 
claimed,  an  order  for  seventy-five  loco- 
motives to  be  delivered  between  August 
1st  and  November  l.'Jth.  There  will  be 
15  ten-wheel  passengers,  19x24;  5.3  mo- 
guls, 18x24  and  7  consolidated,  22x28.

Below  will  be  found  the  full  text  of  the 
opinion  of  Chief  Justice  Gilfillan,  of  the 
Minnesota  supreme  court,  in  the  case  of 
H.  H.  Hanford  vs.  the  St.  Paul  and  Du- 
luth railway,  the  case  being  one  involv- 
ing the  right  of  the  railway  to  the  ripar- 
ian right  of  a  tract  of  land  through 
which  the  road  condemned  a  right  of 
way. 

The  decision  based  on  the  opinion  be- 
low is  as  follows: 

1  he  person  entitled  to  the  exclusive  rijfht  t*> 
possess  and  use  land  aliuttintr  on  a  navlKable 
lake  or  river  is  also,  though  he  do  not  own  the 
fee.  entitled  to  enjoy  the  riparian  rights  inci- 
dent. And  so  where  a  railroad  company  pro- 
cuivd  condemnation  for  its  own  use,  land 
abuttingon  the  Bay  of  St.  Louis  it  atx|ulred 
tho  riparian  right  belonging  to  it,  although  the 
IKitition  for  condenuiation  made  no  express 
mention  of  such  right. 

Bradley  &  Hanford  bought  some  years 
ago  1125  feet  frontage  west  of  Rices 
Point,  and  this  decision  wipes  out  their 
interest,  as  it  was  all  water  lots  outside 
the  right  of  way.  It  also  involves  a  vast 
amount  of  other  propertv,  estimated  to 
be  worth  between  $1,000,000  and  $2,000,- 
000.  It  effects  the  whole  question  of 
riparian  rights  and  injures  the  title  to 
dock  property  not  passed  in  accordance 
with  the  decisions.  The  custom  here 
in  utilizing  dock  frontage  has 
been  to  plat  to  the  dock 
line  as  established  by  the  government, 
so  as  to  obtain  as  much  room  as  possible 
The  property  outside  the  meander  line 
is  often  sold  to  and  held  by  parties  not 
interested  in  that  line.  It  was  to  settle 
the  questions  arising  from  these  sales 
and  ownerships  that  a  bill  was  passed 
by  the  late  legislature,  but  was  for  some 
unaccountable  reason  vetoed  by  Gover- 
nor Merriam.  Had  this  bill  become  a 
law,  it  would  have  avoided  many  com- 
plications. That  the  case  quoted  herein 
will  go  to  a  higher  court,  if  possible, 
there  is  no  doubt. 

Following  is  the  opinion: 

In  iHffit  the  Lake  Superior  and  Mississippi 
Railroad  company,  to  whose  rights  this  defend- 
ant succeeded,  commenced  proceedings  in  the 
county  of  St.  Louis  to  condemn  for  its  use  for 
railway  purposes  lands  in  that  county,  some 
of  them  lying  near  to  or  touching  uiwn  the 
bay  of  St.  Liouis,  or  on  Superior  bay  or  on  Lake 
Superior.  The  petition  bv  wtiich  the  proceed- 
ings were  instituted  described  the  land  more 
particularly  involved  here  by  describing  cer- 
tain lines  and  then  continuing,  "including  all 
the  premises  between  the  lines  so  described 
and  the  bay  fit  St.  Louis,"  so  that  the  land  thus 
deseril^ed  abutts  on  tlie  bay.  The  description 
makes  no  mention  of  riparian  rights.  The 
petitions  descril)ed  thirty-five  distinct  tracts  of 
land,  parts  of  whicli  were  proposed  to  lie  taken, 
in  three  of  which  descriptions  of  land  to  be 
taken  were  these  or  equivalent  words,  "includ- 
ing all  riparian  rights  and  privileges."  The 
award  of  the  commissioners  followed  the  peti- 
tion in  ihis  respect.  The  condemnation  pro- 
ceedings were  carried  to  a  close  by  the  assess- 
njciit  of  damages  for  the  taking  and  payment 
thereof. 

Opposite  the  land  thus  taken  and  involved 
hetvin  between  tho  water  line  of  the  bay  and 
tho  point  of  navigability  is  shallow  water  for  a 
distiuice  of  several  hundred  feet  into  the  bay. 
In  this  space  of  shallow  water  and  in  front  of 
and  about  sixty  feet  from  the  water  line,  the 
defendant  has  conmienced  the  construction  of 
a  railroad  track,  driving  piles  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

The  plaintiff's  claiming  through  conveyance 
from  the  owner  at  the  time  the  petition  fi>r 
condemnations  was  filed,  brings  this  action  to 
enjoin  the  defendant  from  constructing  its 
railroad  in  said  sli allow  water. 

No  <iuestion  is  made  as  to  the  validity  of  the 
condenmation  proceedings.  A  question  is 
m;ide  as  to  tlieir  passing  to  the  defendant  the 
rii)arian  rights  appurtenant  to  the  land  taken, 
or  rather  as  to  tiieir  divesting  tlie  owners  of 
sucli  lights. 

It  must  be  apparent  that  tlie  action  must  be 
determined  on  tho  right  of  the  plaintiffs.  If 
no  right  of  theirs  is  invaded  or  obstructed 
they  have  no  cause  to  complain. 

Tlio  question  tlien  is,  did  ihe  owners  of  the 
land  retain  alter  its  condemnation  of  the 
riparian  rights  appurtenant  to  it? 

One  reason  urged  here  why  those  rights  re- 
mained in  the  owner  tinatfected^y  the  condem- 
nation is,  that  in  describing  the  tracts  the  peti- 
tion specifies  the  appurtenant  riparian  rights 
as  sought  to  be  condemned,  while  in  describing 
this  particular  tract  it  is  silent  as  to  such 
rights,  and  they  are  consequently  excluded 
from  the  property  to  be  condemned,  and  there- 
fore t  he  considerati(jn  of  the  value  of  those 
rights  was  necessarily  excluded  In  awarding 
compensation  for  the  taking.  In  this  collat- 
eral proceeding  it  must  be  presumed  that  tho 
award  allowed  all  the  damu^^es  that  the  owner 
was  legally  entitled  for  taking  the  tract.  Tlie 
basis  for  estimating  the  damages  is  ordinarly 
tlie  value  of  the  land  taken.  If  the  value  is 
enhanced  by  advantages  it  enjoys  by  reason  of 
its  situation,  as  by  abutting  on  a  principal 
thoroughfare  or.  navigable  water,  no  part  of 
the  value  thus  given  to  It  can  be  excluded  in 
estimating  the  damages.  And  it  is  the  same  if 
it  be  rendered  valuable  chiefly  by  having 
rights  appurtenant  to  it,  which  can  only  w  en- 
joyed In  connection  with  it.  A  piece  might  be 
taken  to  which  there  was  no  access  except  by 
an  appurtenant  right  of  way  over  adjoining 
land.  The  value  oould  not  be  estlmatetl  foj- 
the  purpose  of  taking,  leaving  the  right  of  way 
out  of  account. 

So  tliat.  If  we  are  to  construe  the  omission  of 
any  mention  of  riparian  rights  in  the  descrip- 
tion of  this  particular  tract  in  the  petition  as 
an  attempt  by  the  company  to  exclude  such 
rights  from  the  condemnation  and  from  con- 
sideration in  estimating  the  damages,  those 
rights  were  still  to  be  ctmsidcred  in  estimating 
the  value  of  the  land  and  went  with  it.  unless 
upon  such  a  condemnation  the  riparian  rights 
could  be  severed  from  it  so  that  the  exclusive 
right  to  occupy  and  use  the  Und  might  pass  to 
the  company,  and  enjoyment  of,  or  right  to  en- 
joy, the  riparian  rights  appurtenant  to  the 
land  might  remain  in  the  owner.  This  question 
we  will  consider  further  on. 

Much  of  the  argument  in  the  case  was  de- 
voted to  the  question  whether  by  the  con- 
demnation the  company  acfjulrcd  the  fee  of 
the  land,  or  only  the  right  to  exclusively  use 
and  occupy,  the  respondent  contending  that  in 
the  former  case  the  riparian  rights  might  go 
with  the  land,  while  in  the  latter  they  might  bo 
severed  from  the  use  of  the  land  nnd  remain  in 
the  owner  of  the  bare  fee. 

In  view  of  the  character  of  riparian  rights  it 
is  ii»n)!iterial  whether  the  company  got  the 
fee  or  only  the  exclusive  rigrht  to  use  the  laud. 
They  do  not  constitue  an  indejiendent  estate. 
Tlioy  exist  only  as  incident  to  the  a>  utting 
land.      They  pertain  to  the  use  of  the  land  in 
connection  with  tho  water,  or  of  the  water  in 
coniu!ction  with  tho  land,  and  they  cannot  be 
severed  so  as  to  be  rights  in  gross  not  appur- 
tenant to  any  land  in  connection  witli  which 
they  may  be  use<i  and  enjoyed.     <liake  Super- 
ior Land  company  vs.  Kmerson.  38  Minn.,  406.) 
They  consist  mainly  of  the  right  to  enjoy  free 
comuiunicatitm    between    tho    sltore   and  the 
navigable    waters    of    the    lake    or    stream, 
and    for    that    purpose    to   build    and    main- 
tain   suitable    landings,    piers    and    wharvos 
in  front  of  the  land  up  to  the  point  of  naviga- 
bility, and  to  that  extent  to  exclusively  ociuipy 
for  such  like  puriKises  the  lied  of  the   lake  or 
stream  subordinate  to  tlic    pulilic    paramount 
right  of  navigation,     t'or  the  rciison  that  such 
rights  cannot  l>e   Mfvere<l    from    the    shore,  u 
deed  by  the  owner  of  tlie  shore  in  terms  con- 
veying the  soil  under  tlie  water  l>ut  not  con- 
veying the  shore  land,  was  in    the   cusc   «;!ted 
held  inoiK;ratlve  to  affect  riparian  rights.    For 
the  same  reason  a  reservation  of  those  rights 
in  the  conveyance  of  tlie  abutting  land  would 
be  ineffectual .    The  right  existing  for  the  Im'u- 
efit  ot  tile  abutting lanil  to  render  lis  use  more 
available   in   connection    with    uavigatinii,  it 
would  seem  to  fcltiw  necessarily  that  one  who 
has  the  exclusive  right  to  <x;cupy  and   use  the 
shore  as  a  means  of  access  to  the  water  is  en- 
tit  le«l  1a)  enjoy  the  riparian  rights  incident   to 
its  situation.    It  this  wore  not  so,  then  there 
might  be  presente<l  the   case  of  an   existing 
rightof  uselu  tho  shallow  water  and  In  the 
s<ill  under  It,  while  no  one  was  entitled  to    the 
a<tual  enjoyment  of  it.     For  as  the  right   of 
using  must  be  oxert-ised  and  enjoyed   iu    eou- 
nection  with  the  use  of  the  land   to  which  It  is 
incident,  tho  owner  of  the  fee  of  the   shore 
land,  if  ho  ba<l  no  right  to  go  upon  nor  use  the 
land  for  passing  to  and  iroui  the  water,  or  any 
other  purpose,  could  not  of  courst^  exercise  Uio 
incident  right,  and  unless  the    person    having 


the  exclusive  riglii  to  ust  the  land  could  also 
exercise  and  enjoy  the  iLcideut  right,  then  no 
one  could.

of  use,  in  the  cas4:  cltod,  n-as  not  exc-lusive  .so 
as  to  cut  'ott  the  plaintiff  s  (;ommunieation  bt- 
twet.»n  tlie  land  and  th  ■  water,  and  he  could 
therefore  use  and  enjoy  t  le  riparian  rights. 

We  oonciude,  therefore,  tliat  tlie  defendant 
lla^iug  tiie  exclusive  right  to  (xjssess  and  use 
the  shore  has  ultu)  lUa  rfglit  to  jkibsoss  and  en- 
joy the  riparian  right  .ippurteuant  to  the 
shore. 
Order  reversed.

TEETH  DRAWN  BY  ELECTRICITY. 

A  Very  Simple  Process,  Scarcely    Any  Ap- 
paratus Keing  Required. 

Boston  people  nowadays  have  their 
superfluous  teeth  drawn  by  means  of 
electricity,  says  The  Hjrald  of  that  city. 

The  process  in  question  is  very  simple, 
scarce  any  apparatus  being  required  be- 
yond an  ordinary  two- cell  battery,  with 
vibrator  attachment.  This  attachment 
is  a  thin  strip  of  meta  fastened  at  the 
ends,  which  is  made  to  vibrate  a  thou 
sand  or  more  times  per  second  by  the 
electric  current.  At  tach  vibration  the 
circuit  is  cut  off  and  re  newed  again,  the 
effect  being  to  give  f.  perfectly  steady 
flow  of  the  mysterious  Huid.  In  order  to 
make  sure  that  the  flou'  is  quite  satisfac- 
tory the  operator  tunes  the  machine— as- 
sisted by  a  little  reed  luning-pipe— until 
the  strip  of  metal  sinj.'s  "A."  So  far,  so 
good.  Now,  to  the  battery  are  attached 
three  wires.  Two  of  tiem  have  handles 
at  the  ends  and  the  third  is  hitched  to  a 
forceps.  The  patient  in  the  chair  is 
given  a  handle  to  hold  in  each  hand  and 
the  current  is  turned  en  gradually  until 
it  becomes  painful.  Then  he  is  told  to 
grasp  the  handles  as  strongly  as  possible, 
the  electricity — having  been  switched 
off  for  a  moment — is  turned  on  again 
suddenly,  and  the  dental  surgeon  applies 
his  forceps  simultaneously  to  the  tooth. 
The  instant  the  mohir  is  touched  it,  as 
well  as  the  parts  surrounding,  becomes 
electrified  and  absok  tely  insensible  to 
pain.  When  it  is  withdrawn  from  the 
socket  the  subject  of  1  he  operation  feels 
not  the  slightest  disagi-eeable  sensation. 
A  jerk  and  the  tooth  is  out,  the  patient 
drops  the  electric  handles,  and  the  pain- 
less affair  is  over.

The  elevators,  having  an 
individual  capacity  of  30,000  bushels, 
will  be  built  mainly  along  the  line  of 
the  Northern  Pacific  and  Alanitoba  road, 
extending  from  Pembina,  on  the  Dakota 
international  boundary  to  the  Manitoban 
capital  and  on  the  Morris  and  Brandon 
line  west  from  Winnipeg.  But 
the  scheme  is  more  extensive  even 
than  this.  The  Saskatchewan  country 
is  to  be  invaded  and  along  the  line  of 
the  Manitoba  and  Northwestern  railway, 
soon  as  this  line  is  extended,  the  eleva- 
tor system  is  to  reach,  but  by  the  time 
this  latter  extension  is  made  the  North- 
ern Pacific  will  probably  have  gained 
control  of  the  Northwestern  line. 

''1  am  in  Duluth  today,"  said  Mr. 
Martin  to  a  reporter,  "for  tte  purpose  of 
looking  over  the  grand  elevator  system. 
-\nother  object  is  to  look  up  some  lum- 
ber to  build  a  system  of  eleva- 
tors in  Manitoba.  A  company 
has  been  formed.  I  am  not 
at  liberty  to  give  any  names- -for  the 
purpKJse  of  building  a  series  of  Manitoba 
elevators  along  the  line  of  the  Northern 
Pacific  and  Manitoba  road.  This  year 
twelve  houses  will  be  built,  each  having 
a  capacity  of  tiO,000  bushels.  We  have 
for  immediate  use  ?100,000,  and  the 
money  is  ready  for  use  when  it  is  desir- 
able to  extend  the  system.  Our  transfer 
house  will  be  located  at  West  Lynne, 
and  will  be  of  sufficient  capacity  to  take 
in  the  grain  from  aU  our  country 
feeders.  We  consider  Duluth  our  ob- 
jective point,  and  will  probably  ship 
the  most  of  our  wheat  to  this  city.  At 
the  end  of  this  season  we  will  have  our 
elevators  in  operation  over  an  area  of 
grain  country  pierced 
Northern  Pacific  and 
line,  and  by  next  year,  if  the  Manitoba 
and  Northwestern  is  extended  to  the 
Saskatchewan     valley,  we     will      have

EXPENSIVE  DOMINION  GOVERNMENT. 
There  is  every  little  while  a  strouK 
protest  iti  Cauada  a^'aiust  the  systeiu  of 
government  impose*.!  upon  the  people, 
espet'ially  that  it  is  so  expensive.  The 
governor-general  usually  comes  in  for  a 
liU^ral  sliare  of  the  criticism,  bocaust> 
the  Oanadiaus  are  not  so  devoteci  to  tlie 
monarchial  idea  jis  to  fully  appreciate 
the  notion  of  a  governor  who  does  not 
govern,  but  who  is  a  very  expensive  lux- 
ury. He  draws  a  salary  of  1^8,600,  and 
the  Canadians  grumble  that  he  does 
nothing  but  refuse  to  comply  with  the 
wishes  of  the  people  and  draw  his  sal- 
ary, while  he  buys  his  supplies  and  im- 
ports his  servants  from  England.  Then 
the  lieutenant-governors  of  Ontario, 
Quebec  and  Manitoba  each  draw  a  salary 
;^lO,iXX\  the  lieutenant-governors  of  Nova 
Scotia  and  the  Northwest  Territory  each 
get  ilHXV  a  year,  and  the  same  officials 
in  l»riuce  Eilward  Island  and  British 
Columbia  get  $1000  each.  All  these 
p«ople  have  aides,  secretaries,  residences 
and  so  forth,  including  various  contin- 
gencies, bringing  up  the  total,  probably, 
to  not  much  less  than  a  quarter  of  a 
million  of  money.  Ontario  has  one 
minister  at  ;?S(X)0  and  twelve  at  $7000 
each.  Ottawa  supports  one  §5000 
minister  and  six  at  j^ioO  each;  Quebec 
the  same,  and  the  other  provinces  in 
proportion. 

Eighty  senators  draw  ;g80,000 ;  215 
members  of  parliament  get  in  the  aggre- 
gate $215,000  per  session;  the  speakers 
of  the  two  bodies  get  $4000  each.  The 
Ontario  members  and  speaker  pocket 
about  $5ti,100;  the  Quebec  legislative 
council,  legislature  and  two  speakers, 
$75,20l»,  and  the  rest  in  proportion.  The 
total  aggregates  in  actual  salaries  $530,- 
7-iO  tor  720  professional  politicians,  whose 
labors  average  sixty  days  in  a  year.  Add 
lo  this,  sum  the  salaries  of  the  nine 
governors  and  forty -seven  ministers  and 
we  have  $817,512  m  salaries  alone,  with- 
out touching  the  peri^uisites,  the  assess- 
ments, secretaries"  aides,  houses,  aud  the 
thousand  and  one  expenses  that  are 
eating  away  the  very  heart  of  the  Do- 
minion. 

There  is  some  talk  in  Wisconsin  of 
having  baths  in  connection  with  the 
public  schools.  It  may  be  necessary  for 
health  officers  to  prescribe  baths  for 
some  Wisconsin  children  as  an  urgent 
sanitary  measure,  but  if  baths  are  to  be 
linketi  to  the  schools,  why  not  tooth  and 
hair  brushes  and  cot-beds?  Common- 
school  education  is  taking  a  wider  range 
today  than  ever  before,  but  there  is  some- 
thing left  still  for  the  home  to  do.  If  it 
is  desirable  in  some  places  to  establish 
public  baths,  there  is  no  visible  reason 
why  they  should  be  put  under  school- 
house  roofs,  and  there  are  obvious 
reasons  why  they  should  not.

LoNDu.N,  .June  11.  The  ingratitude  of 
the  English  lulx>ring  clas.ses  toward  their 
leaders  has  been  strikingly  illustrated  in 
Uu»  bankruptcy  court  during  tiic  j>reseut 
wet>k  by  the  grunting  of  a  discharge  to 
George  Mitchell,  better  known  as  "One 
from  tile  Tlough,"  and  who  will  here 
inembt^red  by  the  tens  of  thousands  or 
mechanics,  agricultural  lalajrers  and  far 
mers  that  have  settled  in  thiw  ciuintry 
during  the  past  tifteen  years.  Originally 
a  farm  laborer,  he  saved  a  little  money, 
and  by  successful  speculations  acquired 
a  fortune  of  $5ci,000. 

With  Joseph  Arch  he  was  one  of  the 
organizers  of  the  Agricultural  Laborers 
union,  aud  travelled  all  over  the  United 
Kingdom,  as  well  a.s  the  Li nitecl  States 
and  Canada,  in  behalf  of  the  movement. 
He  luis  spent  his  entire  fortune  in  the 
work,  and  at  70  years  of  iige  finds  him- 
self penniless,  with  debts  aggregating 
#25(.K),  and  no  roof  to  shelter  him.  A 
movement  U^  institute  a  fund  among  the 
laborers  for  his  relief  proved  a  failure.

A    Contract    «>f    l»ein-«    lie  t  ween 
Wife  Deeiured  Void, 

Des  M01NK.S,  Iowa,  June  14.— In  the 
supreme  court,  a  few  days  ago,  the  de- 
cision of  Judge  Kavanaugh  in  the  inter- 
esting case  of  Nancy  A.  Miller,  appel- 
lant, against  R.  S.  Miller,  was  upon  re- 
hearing affirmed.  Judge  Granger  de- 
livered the  opinion.  The  action  is  by  a 
wife  against  her  husband  to  recover  on 
a  contract,  which  is  in  the  following 
words:  "This  agreement,  made  this  5th 
day  of  August,  1885,  between  the  under- 
signed, husband  and  wife,  in  the  inter- 
est of  peace  and  for  the  best  interests  of 
each  other  and  their  family,  is  signed  in 
good  faith  by  each  party,  with  the 
promise  each  to  the  other  and  to  their 
children  that  they  will  honestly  promise 
to  help  each  other  to  observe'  and  keep 
the  same,  which  is  as  follows,  to-wit: 

"All  past  subjects  and  causes  of  dispute,  dis- 
agreement, and  comi)lalnt  of  whatever  kind 
shall  be  absolutely  Ignored  and  buried,  and  nd 
aUusion  thereto  by  word  or  talk  to  each  other 
or  any  one  else  shall  ever  be  maile.  Each  partv 
agrees  to  refrain  from  scolding,  fault -tluding 
and  anger,  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  future 
and  to  use  every  means  within  their  power  to 
pi-omote  peace  ami  harmony.  Thev  agive  tliat 
each  shall  behave  respectfully  and"  fairly  treat 
theotla-r;  that  Mrs.  Miller  shall  keep  licr 
home  and  family  in  a  comfortable  and  it>a*ion- 
ably  g(X)d  condition,  and  Mr.  Miller  shall  pr<;- 
vide  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  tlie  familv, 
aud  shall,  in  addition  thereto,  pay  Mrs.  Miller 
4or  her  individual  use,  fc'OU  per  year,  payable 
in  sums  of  flH.-V)",  per  month  in  advance  so 
long  as  Mi-s.  Miller  shall  faithfully  observe  the 
terms  and  c-onditions  of  this  agreement." 

The  contract  was  not  kept  and  the 
lawsuit  grew  out  of  it,  Mrs.  Miller  suing 
for  the  monthly  installment.  The  su- 
preme court  holds  that  the  contract  is 
void  as  against  public  policy;  that  the 
contract  lx)und  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Miller 
simply  to  do  what  the  marriage  contract 
called  for,  and  that  all  such  contracts 
requiring  legal  investigation  into  family 
atTairs  would  be  productive  of  great 
evils.

Our  ambitious  neighbors  on  the  other 
side  of  the  bay  are  not  lacking  in  mod- 
esty, whatever  other  cardinal  virtues 
they  may  lack.  In  a  recent  article  re- 
garding their  town,  one  of  the  weekly 
papers  over  there  perpetrated  this: 

But  Superior  is  by  no  uieiiua  tnt-rely  a  sea- 
port town.  She  is  h  railroHd  lerminus  of  some 
imjjortitnoe,  its  fiigot  of  iron  rails  Including 
those  of  the  Northern  Paciflc,  the  Eastern  of 
Minnesota,  the  Cbica^fo  and  Northwestern, 
the  St.  Paul  and  Duiuth,  the  Duluth  aud  Iron 
Hanife,  the  South  Shore  and  Athintic.  tlie 
Wisconsin  Central,  and  the  Milwaukee,  Lake 
Shore  and  Westeru. 

There's  a  good  bit  of  railroad  bustle 
over  there,  to  be  sure,  but  in  the  inter- 
ests of  truth  and  veracity  it  must  be  re- 
marked that  of  eight  lines  mentioned  in 
this  item  six  have  their  termini  at  Du- 
luth, and  two  do  not  now  run  cars  to 
either  West  Superior  or  Duluth.  Two

to  West  Superior.  One  line  mentioned 
has  not  for  a  long  time  run  cars  to  the 
head  of  the  lakes,  and  another  quit  do- 
ing so  recently.  It's  well  enough  to 
claim  the  earth,  and  then  get  all  of  it 
that  is  possible,  but  in  this  instance  it 
looks  a  little  as  though  Friend  Street 
had  stepped  over  the  state  line  for  his 
"fagot  of  iron  rails"  -which,  by-the-way, 
are  steel,  pronounced  exactly  like  the 
word  which  a  very  truthful  person  would 
be  compelled  to  apply  to  his  terminal 
claims. 

We  print  today  the  full  text  of  the  de- 
cision rendered  by  the  supreme  court  in 
the  case  of  H.  H.  Uannford  et  al,  respon- 
dent.vs.  the  St.  Paul  and  Duluth  railroad, 
apptillant.

The  court 
holds  that  "the  person  entitled  to  the 
exclusive  right  to  possess  and  use  land 
abutting  on  a  navigable  lake  or  river  is 
also,though  he  do  not  own  the  fee,  entitled 
to  enjoy  the  riparian  rights  incident  t^j 
tJ»e  land.

Hrst  orK'unutHl  August    18,    1870,   by    J. 
Fletcher  Miller,  who  at    that  time    wjis 
iirand  Marshal,  and  T.  H.  Pressnell,  the 
tirst  Noble  Uraml.    The  lotlge  theu    wa;^ 
very  small  numerically.   TtxTay  there  are 
175  memL>ers    of    the*  Kxltje,  ami    about 
thirty  six  members  of  the    encampmeut. 
The  corner  stone  of    the    new   hall    was 
laia    June    i),  1888,    and  the     hall    was 
dedicated    January  11,    1889,  by    T.    W. 
t[u«o.    who    was    the    District  Deputy 
Crraud  Marshal,  and  who  otliciated    at 
lK)th  ceremonies.     The  present  officers  of 
the  lotlije  are:     Wni.

E.  Pattison,  N.  G 
and  G.  Goldsmith,  V.  G.    Duluth    En- 
campment No.  315, 1.  O.  O.  F.,  was  insti- 
tuteil  December  28,  1888,  and  is  compar- 
atively a  new  branch   of   the   fraternity. 
The  otlicers  of  the  Encampment  are:   T. 
W.    Hu^'o,    C.    P.;  H.    McLeod,   H.  P.; 
Chas.  Schiller,  S.  \V.;  T.  W.  Str«eter,    J. 
\\.;  H.  M.  Toild,  guide;  J.  S.   Pierce,  O. 
G.;  John  Williams,  J.  G.    These  will  all 
hold  oflice  till  the    end    of    the    present 
year.  _  A  new  loilge  will  be  organized  at 
the  West  End  in  a  few  days,  with   quite 
a  large  membership  to    start    with.    On 
May  UI,  a  kxlge  was  instituted    at   Two 
Harbors,  with  thirty-eight  members,  and 
one  at  Clotiu«t.

Bright  and  early  Monday  morning  the 
stillneae  of  the  quiet  country  a  short 
distancse  this  side  of  Oneota  will  be 
broken  by  the  rude  crash  and  bang  of  a 
large  manufacturing  plaut.  Upon  that 
morning  Col.  Glenn's  Ujiler  works  will 
begin  activity,  and  sixty  men  with  their 
families  will  be  added  to  Duluth's  popu- 
lation. This  plant  has  been  erected  at  a 
cost  of  over  ^2o,(m,  but  was  put  up  with 
the  intention  of  adding  to  its  capacity 
from  time  to  time,  until  it  became  one  of 
the  largest  plants  of  the  kind  in  the 
West.  iL.yen  at  the  present  outlook  the 
works  will  have  to  Ije  duublded  in  size 
next  year.  The  plant  is  located  on  the 
Boutli  side  of  the  .St.  Paul  and  Duluth 
track  about  a  quarter  mile  to  the  east  of 
Oneota.  i he  main  building,  in  which 
an  the  heavy  work  is  to  be  done,  is  70  by 
1  < .J  feet  in  size,  2()  feet  high.  The  roof 
has  been  made  of  extra  strength  and  a  net 
work  of  beams  and  braces,  calculated  to 
bear  the  jar  and  strain  of  heavy  ma- 
chinery, run  in  every  direction.  This 
was  erected  at  a  cost  of  about  «7(J00,  the 
machinery  and  all  other  items  of  ex- 
pense footing  up  to  fully  818,0(X)  more. 

Col.  Glenn,  the  head  of  the  establish- 
ment, came  here  from  Minneapolis  last 
spring,  bringing  with  him  a  reputation 
as  a  practical  workman  not  a  whit  be- 
hind hiB  repute  as  a  genial  gentleman 
and  a  shrewd,  astute  business  man  and 
pohtician.  At  the  head  of  the  b<jiler  es- 
tablishment is  James  Bundy,  Wm.  Orr 
being  foreman  of  the  steam  fitting  de- 
partment, a  building  to  accommodate 
which  will  be  put  up  immediately.  In 
the  works  will  be  over  a  dozen  machines. 
The  heaviest  one  is  a  T-ton  roller,  used 
for  bending  heavy  iron  plates. 
Heavy  shears  that  will  cut  a  piece 
of  steel  three-quarters  of  an  inch  thick 
as  ordinary  shears  cut  cloth  and  paj^er, 
punching  machines,  planers  and  burlers 
that  will  shave  iron  as  though  it  was 
nothing  but  soft  wootl,  these  and  many 
more  are  objects  of  curiosity  to  the 
visitor.  But  the  colonel's  especial  pet  is 
the  riveting  machine.  This  is  a  most 
remarkable  piece  of  mechanism.  Swung 
on  heavy  chains,  the  machine  looks  like 
a  heavy  pair  of  dentist's  forceps.  A 
rubber  pipe  connection  furnishes  the 
steam  power.  When  in  use  one  arm  of 
the  riveter  is  run  underneath  the 
boiler  plate,  the  other  arm  being 
upon         the        outside.  At         the 

end  of  the  upper  arm  is  a  puncher.  Be- 
neath this  is  the  hole  tlirough  which  the 
rivet  18  placed,  and  a  clamp  at  the  end 
of  the  under  arm  siezes  the  red-hot 
piece  of  metal,  the  steam  forces  the  arms 
of  the  riveter  together,  and  the  same 
force  works  the  heavy  punch  upon  the 
shining  iron  and  a  few  massive  blows 
fashions  the  conical  head  of  the  rivet, 
binding  the  boiler  plates  inseparablv  to^ 
gether. 

Six  blast  fires  will  be  kept  constantly 
going,  furnished    with    air  from  a  chest 
holding    a    forty-pound    pressure.      Six 
complete  boilers  will  be  turned  out  each 
week,  varying  from   twentv-four  inches 
up  to  fourteen  feet   in   diameter.     Even 
now  the  plant  must  work  at  full  capacity 
to  catch  up  with  the  orders  already  re- 
ceived.   The  first  boiler  to  be  turned'  out 
is  a  56,t»(X)-pounder,  ordered   by  the   Du- 
luth Electric  Light  and  Power  companv, 
at  a  cost  of  a7(XX).     This  will   be  the  big- 
gest one  in  Minnesota.  It  has  a  diameter 
of  ten  feet  six   inches  and    will    be  com- 
pleted within  the  month.     CoL  Glenn  is 
the  only  boiler-maker  in    the  West   who 
can  do    this.     After  this,  three    will   be 
made  for  a  Helena,  Mont.,  firm,  one  will 
go  to  Sioux  Palls,  four   for  the  Imperial 
Milling  company  (to  be  ready  next  week). 
Even        the        East        will        receive 
part  of  the  product   of  this    plant,    Col. 
Glenn  having  received  a  short  time  ago 
an  order  for   Brooklyn,   N.    Y.,    for    six. 
Besides  these  a  number  will  be    sent   to 
Minneapolis  and  other  parts  of    Minne- 
sota.    Although  operations  have  begun, 
the  plant  is  by  no  means  completed,  for 
an  engine  house,  a  building  in  which  the 
steam  fitting  appliances  will    be    manu- 
factured, and  probably  another  building 
as  an  addition  to  the  main   building  will 
be  erected.     *'I  intend,"  said  Col.  Glenn, 
"to  make  this  the  most  c-omplete    boiler 
plant  in  the  West."

Kain  is  Deeded  iu  nearly  all  bectious 
of  the  spring  wheat  belt,  and  while  in  the 
Boutheru  part  of  Minnesota  and  Dakota 
the  grain  crops  are  not  suffering,  the 
conditions  in  the  northern  portions  of 
the  same  territory  were  fast  becoming 
serious  until  the  generous  showers  of 
yesterday,  which  were  worth  their  weight 
in  gold.  Good  soaking  rains  fell  in 
counties  of  northern  Minnesota  and 
northeastern  Dakot^i,  and  it  is 
ex  looted  that  lief  ore  the  end  of  the 
vveek  rain  will  have  l>eeu  general  in  the 
Northwest.  Along  some  i>orlious  of  the 
Manitoba  road  rain  fell  yesterday  morn- 
ing for  a  periixl  of  from  one  to  six  houra 
Considerable  rain  fell  lUong  the  north- 
ern division.  East  of  Grand  Forks  it 
rained  from  one  to  two  hours,  beginuing 
in  the  morning.  At  some  points  between 
Grand  Forks  and  Minot  rain  fell  for  six 
hours. 

The  early  dry  weather  has  had  some 
effect  on  the  wheat  crop  as  is  already 
apparent,  but  with  plenty  of  moisture 
from  this  on  the  yield  will  be  nearly 
up  to  a  fair  average  throughout  the  hard- 
wheat  belt.  During  the  past  week  the 
most  ilamage  has  been  done  in  the  valley 
of  the  Jim  river.  So  dry  and  parched 
had  the  ground  become  that  some  of  the 
residents  of  that  section  have  concluded 
that  the  crop  has  been  seriously 
injuretl  and  they  have  been  buying 
wheat  for  future  delivery  during  the 
past  few  days,  on  a  speculation.  Prices 
have  been  forced  up  a  cent  or  more, 
mainly  on  the  strength  of  the  Jim  river 
reiKjrts,  and  unless  the  present  rains, 
reported  at  Fargo  and  in  the  Red  River 
valley,  extends  westward  and  southward, 
more  alarming  reports  may  be  expected 
within  the  next  week.  In  the  southern 
part  of  Dakota  and  iu  this  state,  Vith 
the  exception  of  a  few  places,  there  is  as 
yet  no  urgent  need  of  rain  for  wheat.

Both  Sides  In  tlie  Teamsters  Strike  Remain 
Firm. 

"Dump  that  there  load,  boys,  drive  in 
here;  we'U  make  room  for  you.  Come! 
flags  will  look  elegant  on  them  mules." 

These  words  were  uttered  this  morn- 
ing by  the  leader  of  the  striking  team- 
sters, to  a  couple  of  men  who  were  shov- 
eling dirt  into  wagons  on  McArthurs  job, 
First  street  west.  The  order  was  good- 
naturedly  complied  with.  About  seven- 
ty-five teams  were  in  line.  The  horses 
were  gaily  caparisoned  with  flags  and  the 
teamsters  were  dressed  in  their  best,  and 
all  in  high  spirits.  The  procession 
waited  patiently  for  one  of  the  teams, 
which  had  gone  to  dump  its  load,  but 
the  missing  team  not  being  found,  the 
cavalcade  moved  on  looking  for  new 
fields  to  conquer.  The  procession  was 
led  by  a  man  mounted  on  a  big  sorrel 
horse,  and  the  leading  wagon  had  four 
horses  attached  to  it. 

"We  are  ready  to  go  back  to  work  as 
soon  as  we  get  H  a  day,"  said 
one  of  the  men,  this  afternoon,"  and  we 
don't  intend  to  let  anyone  work  at  less 
than  that  if  we  can  help  it.  We've  laid 
otf  teams  this  morning,  and  we  are  going 
to  keep  moving  wherever  the  teams  are 
working  and  stop  them.  We  shall  be  on 
the  go  all  day.  We're  going  to  have  the 
band  ahead  of  us  tomorrow.  Then 
there'll  be  music  of  two  kinds  and  don't 
you  forget  it."

Austin,  Texas,  June    15.— There 
coutlicting  reports  about  the  cause  of  the 
bloody   shooting   atfray  which  occurred 
eighteen    miles    southeast  of    this    city 
Thursday  evening,  in    which  four  white 
men  and    five  negroes  were    killed    and 
many  others  wounded.  From  one  version 
it    appears  that    in    the    neighborhood 
where      the        trouble       occurred        a 
colored    justice   of    the    peace,  Orange 
Wickes,        and        a        colored        con- 
stable,    Isaac     Wilson,     were     recently 
elected.     The  justice  had    issued  a  war- 
rant for  one  Ijitten  ;_whitej    and  it   was 
put  mto    the    hands    of    Wilson.     Soon 
after  the  latter  met  Litteu  and  informed 
him  he  had  a  warrant  for  his  arrest  and 
proceeded  to  read  it.     Litteu    remarked 
that  it  was  no  use  to   read    the   warrant 
for  he  would  not    be  arrested  by  a  "d— 
nigger."    Quite  a    crowd    had  gathered 
and  Wilson's    friends    advised    that    he 
place    the    warrant    in    the    hands  of  a 
white    constable.      This    he    did,    and 
Litten    was    arrested,  but  declared  he 
would   not    be    tried    before    a  colored 
justice.    Notwithstanding  his  protest,  he 
was  taken  before  Justice  Wickes,  whose 
court    was    in  session.     The  room    was 
crowded  with  blacks  and  whites. 

In  the  court-room  Litten  was  very 
abusive,  and  tiually  words  grew  to  blows, 
then  to  the  use  of  six  shooters  and  Win- 
chesters. Justice  Wickes  and  Litten 
were  riddled  with  bullets,  and  died  im- 
mediately. The  colored  constable  was 
also  killed,  as  was  a  negro  named 
Bell.  A  spectator  was  tilled  with 
lead  and  died  soon  after.  Houston 
Moore,  a  colored  boy,  was  also  killed  by 
astray  bullet.  Alexander  Nolan  and 
George  Schopf,  both  white,  were  shot 
and  instantly  killed,  as  was  also  another 
white  man  whose  name  could  not  be 
learned. 

The  atfair  created  intense  excitement 
in  the  neighborhood  and  it  is  said  that 
at  least  1(X)  armed  men  gathered  on  the 
ground  ready  to  renew  the  tight,  but  all 
has  been  quiet  so  far  as  known  here. 
Sheriff  White,  of  this  city,  sent  a  strong 
force  down  to  the  scene  of  the  trouble 
yesterday. 


OFFICIAL  REPORT. 

What  Gen.  Kager   Tele^rHphed   Kegitrdinir 
the  Mille  Lhch  Uutlireuk. 

Washinoton,  June  15.— The  following 
dispatch  from  Gen.  Ruger  has  been  re- 
ceived at  the  war  department  relative  to 
the  reported  Chippewa  outbreak  in 
Minnesota: 

"In  consequence  of  a  telegram  dated 
yesterday,  sent  from  Mora  station,  about 
twenty-tive  miles  from  Mille  Lacs  res- 
ervation, to  Governor  Merriam,  that 
Chippewas  there  had  the  night  before 
begun  killing  and  driving  out  stttlers, 
had  killed  and  wounded  six,  I  sent  last 
night  three  companies  Third  infantry 
from  Fort  Snelliug  to  repress  any  trou 
bie.  Capt.  Stouch  reports  this  morning 
from  Mora  that  report  there  was 
one  man  shot,  but  circumstanc-j  not 
known.  Original  report  doubtleite  ex- 
aggerated."

A   WICHITA   SENSATION. 

New«ome   Uiil   >ot  Try   to     Kill  Uimxeir, 
But   Was  Shot  at  by   Another. 

Wichita,  Kas.,  June  15.— A  sensation 
sequel  to  the  supposed  attempted  sui- 
cide of  J.  A.  Newcome  in  the  Clearwater 
bank.  May  2.5,  promises  to  be  forthcxjm- 
ing.  Ever  since  the  shooting  Newcome 
has  been  more  or  less  unconscious  until 
Thursday  night,  when  he  made  rapid 
strides  toward  recovering,  and  yesterday 
his  brain  was  quite  clear.  Sending  for 
his  attorney  he  imparted  to  them  the 
startling  information  that  he  did  not 
attempt  suicide,  but  that  some  one  who 
was  in  the  bank  at  the  time  had  shot 
him. 

He  said  he  had  transferred  to  Tilling- 
hast  by  trust  deed  some  830,000  worth 
of  property  and  that  though  he  had  fre- 
quently asked  for  restitution  it  had 
never  been  made.  Finally,  he  alleges, 
Tillinghast  induced  him  to  meet  him  in 
his  office  in  Clearwater,  and  there  he  was 
shot.  At  the  time  of  the  shooting  Till- 
inghast announced  that  Newcome  was 
in  dire  financial  straits  and  had  been 
very  despondent.  An  investigation  has 
shown  that  this  was  not  the  case,  and 
the  statement  made  by  the  wounded 
man  has  all  the  greater  color  of  truth. 

Newcome  came  here  with  considerable 
means,  from  Painesville,  Ohio,  and  was 
at  one  time  prominent  in  railroad  circles. 
The  Knights  Templar  have  taken  the 
case  in  hand  and  startling  developments 
are  expected. 

THE  CGLBY  MINE. 
It  Is  Forced  to  Su8p«;n(l   Operatioiis  on  Ac- 
count of  Mismanagement. 

Ashland,  Wis.,  June  15.— The  Colby 
mine  at  Bessemer  has  practically  shut 
down,  having  only  men  enough  to  keep 
the  mine  clear  of  water  and  take  care  of 
the  property.  Over  200  men  have  been 
discharged.  The  action  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  grade  of  ore  which  the  Colbv 
has  of  late  been  producing  is  not  prof- 
itable. A  hundred  thousand  tons  of  last 
year's  output  lie  on  the  docks  at  Cleve- 
land still  unsold.  The  proportion  of 
manganese  in  the  Colby  ore  is  about 
five  per  cent. 

It  is  charged  that  the  unfortunate 
state  of  this  great  mme  is  due  to  mis- 
management on  the  part  of  the  people 
whose  lease  expired  last  November.  The 
Colby  was  third  in  the  hst  of  great 
mines  in  1888,  shipping  2G0,0tX)  tons. 

Wisconsin  Central  OlttciaU. 

MiLWAUKEK,  June  15— At  a  meeting 
of  the  Wisconsin  Central  yesterday,  S. 
R.  Ainslee  was  appointed  general  man- 
ager and  G.  Campbell  general  superin- 
tendent. A.  A.  Allen,  heretofore  general 
superintendent,  resigned,  and  was  ap- 
pointed general  manager  of  the  Chicago 
and  Great  Western,  with  headquarters 
at  Chicago.  Mr.  Allen  has  been  with 
the  road  since  June,  1882,  when  he  was 
made  superintendent  of  the  Milwaukee, 
western  and  southern  divisions.

As  is  well  known  the  fo  inda- 
tionsof  the  1-story  part  of  the  Farg  jsson 
building  are  exceedingly  weak   for  such 
a  structure  and  the  footings  are  not  at 
such    a    depth  as   is  needed  for  a  heavy 
structure.      As    the    Chamber  of  Com- 
merce buildings  needs  a    very    suLetan- 
tial  substructure  and  as  it  abuts  against 
the  Fargusson  Mr.  Hayes  will  sink  piers 
every  eight  or  ten  feet  along  both  sides 
of  the  west  wall  of    the    latter  building 
and  run  heavy  iron  beams  through,  sup- 
porting plates    on    which   will   rest  the 
building.        When        this        is        done 
the       foundations      will      be      entirely 
taken    out  and  heavier,  deeper  footing's 
substituted.     Then  a  TJ-inch   brick  wall 
will  be  built   up  side  of    the   Fargifison 
building,  and  bonded  to  it  by  heavy  iron 
bolts  running    clear    through.     At   the 
Michigan  street  corner  a    process  much 
the  same  will  be  carried  out,  except  that 
piles  will  be  used    instead  of    the  cuter 
pier.     Here  a  part  of  the  cornice   of  the 
Fargusson  building  is  ready  to  fall.  The 
contractor  is  used  to   this  kind  of  work, 
and    does    not     expect     to     be    umch 
delayed  by  it.    He    will    soon    be   em- 
ploying   a    force   of   100    men,    and    in- 
tends     to      have      the      roof     on     the 
beautiful  six-story  structure  by  Octol>er, 
so  that  work  can  be  carried  on  inside  all 
winter.    By  next  May  the  contract  ;iine 
for  completing   the   whole   building  ex- 
pires. 

At  the  Henderson  building,  a  little 
west  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  there 
is  also  considerable  trouble  in  getting  a 
foundation.  There  is  only  a  little  hole 
to  work  in,  about  30  by  50  feet,  paved 
street  on  one  side,  a  sewer  on  another 
and  a  building  on  a  third.  The  founda- 
tion is  going  down  to  rock,  and  the  hole  is 
already  over  twenty  feet  deep.  It  is 
slow  and  careful  work  to  carry  or.  ex- 
cavating and  construction  in  such  a  spot. 


Loff8  All  Out. 

The  shut-down  of  Cloquet  mills,  be- 
cause of  low  water,  predicted  in  The 
Herald,  has  come.  On  Thursday  the  big 
mill  of  the  Cloquet  Lumber  company 
was  shut  down,  throwing  out  of  em- 
ployment 125  men.  There  are  not  logs 
enough  in  booms  and  available  to  keep 
the  big  mills  of  the  Nelson  company 
busy  more  than  two  or  three  wteks 
longer.  Rain  is  earnestly  looked  for  and 
it  is  hoped  the  usual  June  rains  will 
raise  water  enough  to  bring  down  s(»me 
logs,  at  least.  The  swamps  at 
the  headwaters  of  the  risers 
are  bo  dry,  however,  and  the  risers 
themselves  so  low,  that  it  will  take  a 
large  amount  of  rain  to  do  any  good. 
Had  it  not  been  for  troubles  over  ^.-ov- 
ernment  pine  on  the  reservation  the  (!!!lo- 
quet  company  would  not  have  shut  down 
so  soon.

The  result  is  known  in  regard  to  the 
Northwestern  rate  situation.  Chairman 
Faithorn's  communication  to  the  man- 
agers of  the  Duluth  lines  offering  them 
00  per  (sent  of  the  through  traffic  Ije- 
tween  the  seaboard  and  St.  Paul,  pro- 
vided they  would  agree  to  an  advance  in 
rates,  received  a  prompt  and  emphatic 
reply.  It  was  in  the  negative.  The 
Northern  lake  and  rail  lines  not  only  re- 
fused to  accept  GO  per  cent  of  the  busi- 
ness, but  to  agree  to  any  division  what- 
ever. They  will  be  satisfied  with  noth- 
ing less  than  the  whole  of  the  traffic. 
Representatives  of  the  Manitoba  and 
the  St.  Paul  and  Duluth  and  Duluth 
roads  claim  that  the  proper  route  for 
the  transix)rtation  of  freight  between 
the  8ealx)ard  and  St.  Paul  is  via  Duluth, 
and  they  proposed  to  make  such  rates 
as  would  divert  it  all  to  that  channel. 
Furthermore  they  claimed  that  they 
were  already  carrying  80  per  cent  of  the 
business,  and  that  an  offer  of  60  per 
cent  could  not  be  entertained. 

The  Chicago  roads  were  in   a  quanda- 
ry when   the    ultimatum   of  the  Duluth 
lines  was  known.     They   could    and  did 
advocate  tlie  abolition  of  fixed    propor- 
tions and  the  adoption  of  iiercentage  di- 
visions of    through    rates    with  Eastern 
roads  on  St.  Paul  business.     But  it   was 
suggested   that   prorating  arrangements 
with    Eastern    roads  be  abolished,  and 
hereafter  through   rates  to  points  in  the 
\yest  be  made  by  adding  local  rates  from 
Chicago.     This    will   be  a  great  victory 
for  the    Duluth    lines,    as  it  practically 
shuts    Chicago    roads    out  of  St.  Paul 
and    a    great    deal    of    other     Western 
business.    Both  the  St.  Paul  and  Dulnth 
and    Eastern    Minnesota    deserve  great 
credit  for    the    stand    they  have  taken 
and  the  independent    position    in  which 
they  have  continued.     The  Eastern  last 
night  quoted  new   rates  seaboard  to  St. 
Paul    as    follows:     First,  09;  second.  59: 
third,  47;  fourth,  35;  fifth,  30;   sixth,  2G. 
To    Duluth,   Go,  5.5,  42,  .3.3,  28,  24.     Both 
the  Eastern    and    St.  Paul    and  Duluth 
will  adhere  to  this  rate  until   forced   to 
lower    ones    and  both    stand    ready    to 
meet  any  competition  from    wherever  it 
may  come. 

Chicago-St.  Paul  lines  must  either 
abandon  through  traffic  or  proceed  to  re- 
adjust local  tariffs  on  a  basis  to  corres- 
pond with  the  southeastern  reduced 
through  rates.  The  first  would  be  ac- 
cepted at  once,  if  the  Burlington  and 
Northern  would  consent.  But  it  can  not 
surrender  its  through  traffic.  The  sec- 
ond alternative  means  a  breaking  down 
of  rates  throut  a  wide  territory.  With 
local  rates  between  Chicago  and  St.  Paul 
reduced,  the  present  rate  of  seventy 
cents  to  Sioux  City  and  Omaha  can  not 
be  maintained,  and  all  Missouri  river 
rates  will  l>e  affected.  The  Manitoba 
road  has  the  power  to  further  compli- 
cate matters  with  its  line  between  Sioux 
City  and  Duluth,  and  will  undoubtedly 
do  so. 

It  is  contrary  to  custom  to  allow  a 
differential  rate  to  sliort  lines  between 
competitive  points,  and  the  Chicago 
lines  will  of  course  fight  hard  to  keep 
the  Duluth  roads  from  maintaining  their 
position.  At  the  same  time  the  Duluth 
lines  will  be  hard,  and  doubtless 
successful,  fighters  for  all  time 
to  come,        at  least         during 

the  season  of  navigation.  By  reason  of 
their  shorter  lines,  they  are  able  to  do  a 
profitable  business  at  a  rat«  that  would 
be  starvation  for  routes  via  Chicago. 
The  prospect  is  that  the  fight  will  con- 
tinue and  low  rates  prevail  until  the 
close  of  navigation  unless  the  trunk 
lines  interfere.  The  trunk  fines  practi- 
cally control  lake  and  rail  rates  from  the 
seaboard,  and  may  possibly  insist  upon 
an  advance,  though  this  is  decidedly  im- 
probable and  in  fact  almost  out  of  the 
question.

Lansing,  Mich,  June  15.  -The  joint 
resolution  by  which  the  state  relin- 
quishes, in  behalf  of  the  settlers,  all  title 
to  the  mineral  lands  granted  the  Mar- 
quette, Houghton  and  Ontonagon,  the 
Ontonagon  and  Brule  River,  and  the 
Marquette  and  Bay  De  Nocquet  rail- 
ways, which  were  recently  declared  for- 
feited by  congress,  passed  both  houses 
yesterday. 

This  is  the  end  of  a  long  and  bitter 
fight  over  the  possession  of  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  acr.is  of  valuable  mineral 
and  timber  lands  in  the  upper 
peninsula.  Althoijgh  congress  declared 
the  lands  forfeited  last  winter,  the  roads 
stjjll  held  a  claim  upon  them,  and  settlers 
could  not  ttecure  a  perfect 
title  until  this  vas  relinquished.  An 
effort  was  made  in  add  a  proviso  to  the 
resolution  stating  that  the  state's  title 
was  relinquished  solely  that  the  actual 
homesteaders  and  none  else  might  per- 
fect their  titles,  but  this  failed.  Asa 
result  a  considerai>le  portion  of  the  lands 
will  be  gobbled  up  by  the  land  companies 
and  lumtiermen. 

The  senate  has  j>assed  the  house  bill 
calling  for  a  populir  vote  upon  the  hold- 
ing of  a  convention  to  remodel  the  con- 
stitution and  prov  ding  for  the  relief  of 
soldiers  and  their  families  outside  the 
soldiers'  home,  by  levying  a  special  tax 
and  creating  a  reliaf  commission  in  each 
county  to  disburse  it.

The  case  against  Alexander  Sullivan 
does  not  appear  to  be  very  strong,  and 
everybody  will  be  glad  if  it  proves  to 
have  no  foundation  whatever.  It  is 
very  harti  on  the  present  condition  of 
society  to  be  obliged  to  even  suspect 
that  men  of  the  intelligence  and  stand- 
ing of  Mr.  Sullivan  are  willing  to  coun- 
tenance such  horrible  practices  as  are 
charged  against  the  Clan-na-Gael. 

Prom  the  evidence  before  the  senate 
committee  on  our  relations  with  Canada 
and  the  reported  conclusions  of  leading 
members  of  the  committee,  it  is  proba- 
ble that  there  will  be  a  recommendation 
to  congress  to  arrange  for  freer  com- 
mercial relations.  The  dividing  line 
west  of  the  great  lakes  is  a  purely  arbi- 
trary one,  and  should  be  made  as  little 
irksome  as  potssible.  Duluth  is  the 
natural  outlet  for  Manitoba  as  well  as 
for  Minnesota. 


COPPER-SKINNEO  STATISTICS. 


St  Paul  is  actually  making  ready  for 
the  funeral  of  the  overhead  electric 
wires.  The  Dorsey  company  is  required 
to  put  two  miles  of  wire  underground 
before  July  let,  in  order  to  avoid  forfeit- 
ure of  their  franchise,  and  is  fast  laying 
its  conduit.  Other  companies  should  be 
required  to  do  likewise,  and  if  necessary, 
the  heroic  cure  adopted  in  New  York,  of 
chopping  down  the  poles  and  wires 
should  be  prescribed.  The  unsightly 
and  dangerous  net  works  of  wire  have 
cumbered  the  air  too  long. 

It  appears  that  the  report  of  an  Indian 
outbreak  on  the  Mille  Lacs  reservation 
was  grossly  exaggerated,  and  grew  out  of 
an  ordinary  row,  such  as  is  frequently 
indulged  in  by  the  noble  red  men  and 
their  white  brethren,  and  the  excessive 
fright  of  the  party  who  spread  the  gory 
news.  The  Chippewa  Indians  on  this 
reservation  are  in  advance  of  other  tribes 
in  the  arts  of  civilization.  They  are 
mostly  loggers,  fishermen  and  farmers 
and  measurably  industrious  and  peacea- 
ble, which  facts  are  well  known  in  this 
state  and  caused  considerable  distrust  in 
the  story  as  telegraphed  over  the  coun- 
try by  news  correspondents  who  were 
more  anxious  to  fill  space  than  to  tell 
the  truth. 

A  Duluth  merchant  ordered  his  adver- 
tisement continued  and  remarked 
that  he  finds  it  paya  him  to  advertise  in 
The  Herald  better  than  anythmg  else  he 
can  do  to  increase  his  business.

The  cry  is  still  for  rain  all  over  the 
Northwestern  country.  Wheat,  and  all 
other  grain  and  vegetables,  is  suf- 
fering, and,  as  is  shown  elsewhere  in  this 
issue,  there  are  certain  localities  where 
the  damage  is  too  great  for  remedy. 
A  summary  of  the  counties  of  North 
Dakota  shows  the  condition  now  to  be 
almost  exactly  as  it  was  predicted  in  The 
Herald's  editorial  correspondence  from 
that  section  two  weeks  ago.  Rain  is 
sorely  needed,  and  should  it  not  come 
there  will  be  a  loss  of  property  greater 
than  that  at  the  Johnstown  flood,  and 
physical  suffering  fully  as  intense  as 
that  resulting  from  the  same  terrible 
disaster.  Two  poor  wheat  crops  in  suc- 
succession  mean  far  more  to  the  wheat 
country  than  one  not  familiar  with  the 
exact  condition  of  affairs  can  appreciate. 

The  Pioneer  Press  is  very  severe  upon 
the  senatorial  committee  on  trade  rela- 
tions with  Canada,  and  very  openly  ex- 
presses its  opinion  that  the  senators 
have  no  intention  of  investigating  the 
question,  but  are  only  intent  upon  get- 
ting evidence  to  sustain  their  previously 
formed  opinions.  "Scarcely  a  question," 
says  the  Pioneer  Press,  "was  asked  that 
would  have  been  admissible  in  a  court 
of  law;  the  committeemen  in  almost 
every  case  stating  first  their  own 
opinions,  and  then  asking  the  witness  if 
he  did  not  agree  with  them.  Senators 
Hoar  and  Hale,  in  particular,  stood 
aggressively  against  Canadian  inter- 
course, and  Senator  Pugh  for  it,  and 
never  was  a  farce  completer  than  that 
of  the  cross-examination  tilts  between 
these  men  acting  as  counsel  in  a  ques- 
tion where  they  were  also  to  act  as 
judges." 

A  public  meeting  is  announced  to  be 
held  in  Chicago  "to  commemorate  the 
murder  of  Dr.  Cronin."  The  mayor  of 
the  city  is  to  preside,  and  the  governor 
of  Illinois  is  booked  to  make  the  prin- 
cipal address  of  the  evening.  A  list  of 
the  names  of  prominent  men  who  have 
agreed  to  be  present  is  given.  What  the 
real  object  of  this  meeting  is  can  only 
be  guessed  by  people  who  have  made 
careful  study  of  the  peculiar  workings 
of  the  Chicago  mind.  A  meeting  is  also 
projected  by  the  friends  of  Alexander 
Sullivan  for  the  somewhat  more  practi- 
cal purpose  of  arranging  for  funds 
to  conduct  his  defense,  should 
he  ever  be  placed  upt)n  trial  for 
complicity  in  the  murder  of  Cronin. 
Now  if  the  Chicago  police  authorities 
would  arrange  a  public  demonstration 
for  the  purjKJse  of  infusing  brains  and 
zeal  into  their  work  of  ferreting  out  the 
murderer  the  public  would  take  a  gen- 
uine interest.

A  New  Idea  in   Mining. 

Water  as  an  extinguisher  of  the  flames 
of  blasts  in  mines  has  been  applied  in  a 
novel  manner — as  a  powdered  solid — in  a 
form  of  explosive  devised  by  E.  Muller, 
of  Cologne.  This  substance  is  called 
grisonite,  and  consists  of  suitable  explo- 
sive agents  with  which  certain  water- 
containing  salts— such  as  carbonate  of 
soda  and  sulphate  of  magnesia— are  in- 
corporated. Grisonite  with  50  per  cent 
of  carbonate  of  soda  contains  30  per  cent 
of  water,  and  with  sulphate  of  magnesia 
in  like  proportion,  25  j>er  cent.  Experi- 
ments under  the  most  dangerous  condi- 
tion have  proven  that  the  flames  are 
quenched,  and  that  this  material  is  both 
safe  and  efficient.

"Not  only  will  there  be  a  war 
in  passenger  rates,  but  I  look  for  an  unprecc*- 
dented  eruption  In  freight  rates,  one  that  will 
disturb  the  e<iuilibrium  of  all  the  lines  having 
direct  or  traffic  communication  with  the  head  of 
the  lakes.  Tlie  Eastern's  rates  given  the  public 
yesterday  Is  but  the  first  downward  step  In  the 
f  rt>iglit  rate  decrease,  and  it  means  sometlilng 
more  to  all  railway  companies  than  a  mere 
cut.  The  St.  Paul  and  Duluth  and  the  Minne- 
sota roads  are  directly  antagonistic  in  the 
lines  of  oi>eration,  both  striving  for  the  same 
business,  both  connecting  the  twogreat  points, 
Duluth  and  St.  Paul.  I  think  we'll  see  some 
fun  after  the  St.  Paul  and  Dulutli  meeting; 
and  the  public  reaps  the  l)eneflt."

DOUBLE    TAXATION. 


Industrial  Age:  Quite  a  few  citizens 
of  Duluth  are  affected  by  a  law  now  on 
the  statute  books  which  certainly  does  a 
great  injustice  to  citizens  of  Minnesota. 
It  is  the  law  pertaining  to  mortgages. 
By  this  law  a  citizen  of  Minnesota  is 
compelled  to  pay  a  personal  tax  of  1}A 
per  cent  on  money  which  he  has  loaned 
and  which  is  secured  by  a  mortgage. 
This  would  be  all  right  if  the  property 
mortgaged  was  assessed  just  that  much 
less,  but  such  is  not  the  case,  for  all 
proi)erty  is  assessed  in  the  same  propor- 
tion, mortgage  or  no  mortgage,  so  that  it 
is  plain  to  be  seen  that  a  double  taxa- 
tion comes  in.  Following  the  law  out 
still  further  it  is  found  that  a  man  not  a 
citizen  of  the  state  can  send  money  here 
to  be  loaned  on  mortgages  aid  has  to 
pay  no  tax  on  it  whatever — unless  he  is 
willing  to  tell  the  assessor  in  his  own  na- 
tive city  and  state,  which  it  is  not  sup- 
posed for  a  moment  that  one  man  in  a 
thousand  does.  This  is  one  of  the  causes 
for  the  rate  of  interest  being  kept  up  so 
high  in  this  state,  and  it  is  plain  to  be 
seen  that  all  poor  people  are  directly 
effected.  The  proper  remedy,  to  equalize 
everything,  would  be  to  tax  all  mort- 
gages, whether  held  by  citizens  of  the 
state  or  otherwise,  and  reduce  the  taxa- 
tion on  the  property  to  the  extent  of  the 
mortgage.

A  Novel  System  of  Electric  Power. 

Practical  Electricity  says  that  a  novel 
system  of  electric  power  is  to  be  iubtalled 
by  the  Scrague  Electric  Railway  and 
Motor  company,  of  New  York,  in  a  Xew 
Hampshire  cotton  mill.  A  bank  of  three 
wheels  is  geared  to  a  jack  shaft,  and 
next  to  the  third  wheel,  on  a  laige  pulley 
fastened  to  the  jack  shaft,  and  between 
the  pulley  and  the  second  wheel,  is 
placed  a  coupling.  From  the  pulley 
belt  on  to  a  short  cot  inter  is 
carried  a  friction  clutch  pulley 
belted  to  a  dynamo.  Whon  it  is 
desired  to  operate  a  motor  or  to  start 
lights  in  the  mill  anywhere,  iti  is  only 
necessary  to  throw  the  clutch  in  to  action. 
If  lights  and  motor  power  are  wanted 
when  the  mill  is  not  in  operation,  the 
single  wheel  on  the  jack  shallt  is  em- 
ployed by  starting  the  one  wheel.  This 
one  wheel  also  drives  fire  purips,  runs 
elevators  in  a  storage  house  sev.jral  hun- 
dred feet  from  the  main  buihliug,  and 
operates  a  tramway.  From  the  one 
dynamo  these,  or  any  other  motors 
located  in  the  vicinity,  can   be  operated.

The  Manitoba  wheat  crop  this 
will  be  fully  20,lXX),000  bushels, 
figure  appears  startling  when  compared 
with  the  yield  of  last  season,  and  even 
more  so  when  it  is  taken  into  considera- 
tion that  the  harvest  of  1888  only 
amounted  to  about  12,000,000  bushels. 
-Vnd  yet  the  former  figure  is  vouched  for 
by  one  of  the  best-informed  grain  men 
in   the  Northwest   territory.     And    the 

prospect  for  the  full  maturity 
of  the  crop  is  of  the  best. 
The  rains  came  when  needed  this  spring 
and  one  more  within  the  next  three 
weeks  and  the  20,(XX),000  may  swell  to 
22,000,eKX)  bushels.  And  the  fact  that  a 
system  of  elevators  is  to  be  built  in 
Manitoba,  to  be  operated  for  the  Duluth 
market,  as  first  announced  in  The  Her- 
ald yesterday,  makes  the  above  most  in- 
teresting to  the  Duluth  grain  man. 

Manitoba  has  entered  upon  a  most 
prosperous  era.  Land  prices  have  gone 
up  because  of  the  increased  immigra- 
tion, money  is  more  plentiful  than  at  any 
time  during  the  last  eight  years,  aud 
capitalists  are  beginning  to  see  the  ad- 
vantage of  tiie  Winnipeg  dis- 
trict as  a  place  for  good  in- 
vestment. Since  the  early  spring 
the  number  of  immigrants  and  settlers 
who  have  entered  the  Manitoban 
country  is  greater  than  any  year  since 
the  wild  boom  times  of  1881.  This  has 
been  the  direct  cause  of  the  increase  in 
land  prices.  Especially  is  this  noticeable 
on  the  Morris  and  Brandon  branch  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  and  Manitoba  road  and 
along  the  Saskatchawan  valley,  one  of 
the  best  wheat  sections  on  the  globe. 

"Our  country  has  begun  on  its  second 
great  boom,"  said  Mr.  Martin,  a  member 
of  the  Manitoba  Elevator  company  in 
the  city  yesterday.  "Every  business 
prospect  is  brighter  than  it  has 
Lieen  since  the  big  boom  of 
'81.  The  number  of  settlers 
who  have  taken  up  claims  there  in  the 
last  four  months  is  enormous.  As  a  rule 
they  are  fairly  well-to-do,  the  majority 
of  them  coming  from  the  province  of 
Ontario.  While  I  am  fully  confident 
that  the  yield  of  wheat  this  year  will  be 
20,000,000  bushels  or  over,  I  estimate— 
and  conservatively,  taking  as  my  cri- 
terion the  increase  in  the  acreage  of 
broken  land  tltis  year  over  last — that 
the  crop  will  be  next  year  nearly  80  per 
cent  greater  than  for  this  season.  It 
sounds  like  a  'scaly'  statement  to  make, 
but  I  have  traveled  through  the  entire 
Manitoba  country  and  base  my 
estimate  on  figures  I  know  to  be  correct. 
I  expect  to  see — if  the  crop  of  '90  is  not 
a  failure— between  .35,000,000  and  40,000,- 
000  bushels  of  wheat  harvested,  and  from 
this  Duluth  will  reap  a  greater  benefit 
than  any  other  American  city." 


I'nlavorable  Keports. 

Very  unfavorable  reports  continue  to 
come  in  from  southern  Minnesota  and 
Dakota  and  northern  Iowa.  Especially 
discouraging  are  those  coming  from 
southern  Dakota,  where  no  amount  of 
rain  will  now  help  crops  in  some  dis- 
tricts. In  southern  Minnesota  the  con- 
dition is  nearly  as  bad,  with  here  and 
there  prospects  of  an  average  yield,  if 
rain  comes  soon.  Northern  Iowa  is 
suffering  from  drouth.  In  North  Da- 
kota but  ten  counties  report  an  average 
of  100  per  cent  for  wheat  and  for  several 
counties  50  per  cent  is  a  liberal 
allowance,  while  the  average  is  given  at 
80  per  cent.  The  average  for  South 
Dakota  is  86  per  cent.  On  the  Board  of 
Trade  reports  have  been  received  of 
heavy  rains  in  many  of  the  drouth 
stricken  districts,  but  the  good  effects 
will  not  be  felt  after  three  or  four  days 
unless  more  rain  comes.  In  fact  the  re- 
ports are  usually  exaggerated.

78,  oats  87,  rye  91,  barley  89,  flax  92,  wild 
hay  75,  tame  hay  72,  vegetables  77,  pota- 
toes 98.  North  Dakota  counties  report- 
ing the  wheat  crop  100  per  cent  are 
Benson,  Emmons,  Hettinger,  Kidder, 
McHenry,  Mcintosh,  McLean,  Morton, 
Ransom,  Rolette  and  Ward.  Grand 
Forks  reports  50  per  cent;  the  lowest 
average.  In  oats  counties  reporting  100 
per  cent  are  Benson,  Burleigh,  Emmons, 
Hettinger,  Kidder,  Mcintosh,  McLean. 
Morton,  Nelson,  Pierce  and  Ransom. 
Cavalier  shows  the  lowest,  50  per  cent. 
Flax  is  above  90  per  cent  in  all  counties 
except  Dickey,  Lamoure,  Pembina  and 
Richland. 

In  South  Dakota  wheat  is  reported  at 
100  per  cent  in  Campbell,  Custer,  Fall 
River,  Hyde,  Lawrence,  Mead,  Penning- 
ton, Potter,  Sully  and  Walworth.  Lincoln 
bears  the  lowest  record  with  50  pt*r  cent. 
In  oats  100  per  cent  is  reported  from 
Campbell,  Custer,  Fall  River,  Hughes, 
Lawerence,  Mead,  Potter  and  Spink. 
Flax  shows  100  per  cent  from  Campbell, 
Day,  Denel,  Hamlin,  Hand,  McPherson 
and  Potter.  The  average  for  South  Da- 
kota, entire,  is,  wheat,  ^;  corn,  80;  oats, 
77;  rye,  68;  barley,  83;  bucHwheat,  84; 
flax,  83;  wild  hay,  81;  tame  hay,  66; 
vegetables  73,  and  potatoes  83. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  average  for 
May  is  larger  in  Missouri  river  counties 
where  in  past  years  (Tops  have  been  the 
lightest.  Drouth  and  high  winds  have 
been  the  cause  of  the  shortage  thus  far, 
and  conditions  since  June  1  have  been 
much  more  favorable  than  during  May. 
Unless  heavy  and  general  rains  set  in 
very  soon,  the  June  average  will  show  a 
large  decrease  from  last  month  and  make 
a  light  yield  in  all  crops,  although  the 
quality  may  prove  to  be  excellent.

New  Transcontinental  .Sleepers. 

The  Nortliern  Paeiflc  had  on  exhibition 
yesterday  two  new  sleeping  cars— one  a  Poll- 
man  and  the  other  a  colonist  sleeper.  ':?he 
latter  is  the  finest  of  tlie  kind  run  upon  any  of 
the  transcontinental  roads.  Its  advantiige 
over  the  old  car  is  its  privacy.  Each  bcrtli  is 
made  as  private  hg  those  in  a  Pullman.  Sepa- 
rating one  from  the  other  is  a  solid  sliding 
head  board.  Heretofore  these  divisions  were 
made  with  screens,  and  as  a  consequence  gave 
but  little  privacy.  Each  section  is  fitted  up 
with  curtains,  bedding  and  a  table.  If  a  jier- 
son  does  not  supply  his  own  bedding,  he  may 
purchase  a  complete  outfit  for  $3.  Tliis  In- 
cludes curtains,  blankets,  mattniss, 
pillows.  sheets  and  pillow  cates. 
When  the  journey  Is  terminated, 
these  become  tlie  personal  property  of  the  pur- 
chaser to  dispose  of  as  he  maj'  see  fit.  'fhe 
toilet  rooms  are  a  great  improvement  over  '3ie 
old  style.  They  are  In  fact  the  equal  tothjse 
found  In  the  ordinary  Pullman.  One  end  of 
the  car  is  fitted  up  as  a  kitchen  with  a  large 
range  and  ample  water  supply.  In  the  other 
end  is  a  fire-proof  Baker  heater.  The  tew 
Pullmans  are  even  a  greater  novelty.  Tlley 
are  without  doubt  the  finest  sleeping  cars  mn 
upon  any  road.  Each  car  has  two  stateroceas 
—one  a  single  aud  the  other  a  double  roc  an. 
Each  has  its  own  toilet  room.  The  remain Ser 
of  the  car  is  altogether  different  from  tlie 
ordinary  sleeper.  The  tollei  rooms  fcre 
larger  and  much  more  private.  In  the 
old  style  of  Pullman  the  geutlemsc's 
toilet  has  no  privacy  whatever.  In  those  tlicy 
extend  across  the  car  and  are  partitioned  off 
so  that  one  passing  through  the  cai-  sees  ncth- 
ing  of  the  gentlemen  making  their  toilet.  E  ich 
car  is  supplied  with  hot  aud  cold  water,  iind 
ice  water  as  well.  The  water  is  carrie<l  in 
tanks  beneath  the  car,  and  by  a  new  arracge- 
ment  the  necessity  of  pumping  water  for  toi- 
let purposes  is  done  away  with.  The  water  is 
forced  into  the  pipes  by  means  of  air  puuips. 
Warm  water  is  obtained  by  having  the  water 
pass  through  a  coil  of  pipe  encircling  the 
heater.  The  drinking  water  passes  through 
pipes  upon  which  is  placed  a  large  quantity  of 
ice.  In  the  toilet  room  is  an  air  gu  ige 
carrying  the  same  amount  of  pr^sss- 
ure        in  a        tank  beneath  the 

car  as  in  the  drum  under  the  engine.  Ihis 
constantly  has  sufficient  pressure  to  keep  rou- 
nlng  iMJth  hot  and  cold  water,  as  well  as  Ice 
water.  The  two  water  tanks  beneath  th<j  curs 
are  sufficient  to  supply  the  capacity  of  the  car 
forsl-Tty  hours.  Should  the  car  be  cut  ofl' 
there  Is  an  air  pump,  which  l)y  the  manipula- 
tion of  an  employe,  sufficient  air  can  be  forced 
into  the  tank  to  keep  up  a  stream  of  running 
water  for  ten  hours.  In  case  of  lire  the  car  is 
supplied  with  hose  whlcli.  attached  to  the 
toilet  room  faucets,  will  give  a  stream  tuf- 
flciently  heavy  to  check  any  ordinary  blare. 
The  interior  of  the  car  is  all  hand  finished,  the 
trimmings  being  in  blue  silk  lace.  Altogether 
it  is  the  finest  car  yet  turned  out  by  the  Poll- 
man  shops.

GLENN'S  BOILER 


BisMAKCK,  June  17.— CourierB  just  ar- 
rived from  Standing  Rook  report  Sitting 
Bull,  the  notorious  Sioii-v  chief,  as  alive 
and  slowly  growing  stronger.  In  an  in- 
terview with  regard  'to  the  proposed 
opening  of  the  reservation  for  settle- 
ment, he  said  he  never  signed  a  treaty 
and  never  would.  He  is  as  bitterly 
opposed  to  the  opening  of  the  reserva- 
tion now  as  he  was  a  year  ago.       When 

told  of  the  number  of  Indians  at  the 
lower  agencies  who  are  signing  he  would 
not  believe  it.  He  said  he  had  Indians 
at  the  lower  conference  who  reported  to 
him,  and  he  knew  that  no  such  number 
as  reported  have  signed.  He  is  cunning 
and  suspicious,  and  thinks  the  commis- 
sioners are  giving  out  the  reports  to  in- 
fluence the  Indians  at  the  upper  agen- 
cies. 

There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that 
the  commissioners  will  succeed  in  open- 
ing the  reservation,  but  they  must  do  it 
without  the  aid  or  consent  of  Sitting 
Bull  and  his  friends.  When  asked  if  he 
thougnt  he  would  die.  Sitting  Bull  said 
at  tirst  he  thought  sure  he  must  go,  as 
the  trouble  was  with  his  heart,  which 
felt  as  though  he  had  been  shot.  He 
now  has  some  hope  of  recovery. 

The  Indians  at  Standing  Uock  have 
chosen  the  orators  to  represent  them  at 
thi)  coming  conference,  but  Sitting  Bull 
is  not  one  of  the  chosen.  Those  elected 
are  Gall,  John  Grass,  Mad  Bear,  Big 
Head,  and  Eagle-that-Scares. 

The  Mille  Lacs  Fiai««^o, 
Mora,  July  17.  — Capt.  Hannay  and 
the  detachment  which  visited  the  Indian 
reserve  joined  the  command  here  at  noon 
yesterday.  Capt.  Slouch  is  awaiting 
orders  from  headquarters  to  return  to 
Fort  Snelling.  The  arrest  of  Wadena 
will  be  left  to  the  civil  authorities,  but 
it  is  not  likely  that  they  will  do  any- 
thing at  present.  John  Chesley,  chief 
of  the  band  of  Chippewas,  camping  on 
the  Snake  river,  has  written  a  letter  to 
Capt.  Slouch  promising  aid  in  securing 
the  arrest  and  punishment  of  Wadena. 
Capt.  Hannay  tried  to  get  a  like  promise 
from  Keg-wed-do-sha  and  the  chiefs  at 
MUle  Lacs,  but  failed. 

Another   Keport  Contradicted. 

St.  Cloud,  June  17. — It  has  been  re- 
ported as  the  main  cause  of  difficulty 
with  the  Mille  Lacs  Indians  that  the 
lumbermen  proposed  lowering  the  lake 
by  means  of  a  new  channel,  and  the  con- 
tract for  this  had  been  let  to  Foley 
Bros.,  of  St.  Cloud.  Your  correspondent 
interviewed  the  firm.  They  say  they 
have  made  no  contract  for  this,  and  the 
recent  report  in  the  papers  was  the  hrst 
intimation  of  the  proposed  plan  they  had 
received. 

They  Will  Go  Home. 

Pine  Kidge,  Dak.,  June  17.— At  the 
council  between  the  different  bands  of 
Indians  yesterday  afternoon,  it  was  de- 
cided by  them  to  hold  another  council 
among  themselves  and  then  break  up 
their  camps  at  this  agency  and  scatter 
to  their  homes.  If  this  is  done  it  will 
delay  action  here.  The  only  Indians 
who  are  now  prepared  to  sign  are  those 
who  were  either  present  at  the  discus- 
sion at  Rosebud  or  are  influenced  by  the 
action.  As  matters  now  stand  they  are 
in  the  minority.  The  opponents  of  the 
bill  have  been  aided  by  outside  support 
and  the  united  strength  is  formidable. 


A  DASHING  CAPTAIN. 

How  He  Victimized  a  New  York   Firm  anil 
Bo»tou   People. 

Boston,  June  17.— Capt.  L.  Howard 
Dazzell  has  razzle  daz/lod  D.  Appletob 
&  Co.,  book  publishers  for  cash  anfl 
books  to  the  amount  of  1(6000  and  disaih 
peared.  He  is  supposed  to  be  in  Europe 
by  this  time.  A«  army  of  other  credi'i- 
ors  mourn  his  departure.  He  was  a 
canvasser  for  the  book  firm,  and  turned 
in  bogus  orders.  One  bore  the  signatuie 
of  Gov.  Ames,  but  was  a  forgery.  Da;}- 
zell  had  been  in  serious  trouble  befoni, 
and  on  July  24,  1885,  he  was  sentenced 
to  serve  two  years  imprisonment  in  the 
reformatory  at  Concord  for  the  embe;t- 
zlement  of  between  «GO0O  and  *10,aO 
from  the  Maguezo  Calcutta  Fire  Protif 
company,  of  this  city,  pleading  guilty  to 
one  count  out  of  three  made  againiit 
him. 

Dazzell  came  to  Boston  ten  years  ago, 
bringing  excellent  European  recom- 
mendations. His  friends  believed  him 
to  have  been  a  retired  captain  in  the 
English  navy,  but  inquiry  fails  to 
show  that  he  ever  ranked  in  her  majetl- 
ty's  service.  He  claimed  that  he  piloted 
the  Prince  of  Wales  thiffugh  the  Suefc 
canal  on  the  trip  to  India,  being  pnt- 
sented  with  a  diamond  ring  by  his  high- 
ness for  the  service.  The  hand- 
some and  fascinating  captain  als> 
mixed  himself  up  matrimonially. 
In  1883,  he  married  a  member  of  the 
Rice  combination,  and  sent  her  to  Europe 
to  flnish  her  education  in  music.  During 
her  absence  he  let  half  of  his  cottage  at 
Winthrop  to  an  attractive  New  York 
widow  named  Mrs.  Striker.  They  had 
many  wine  suppers  together,  and  she 
bled  him  for  all  she  could  get.  Two 
handsome  Boston  girls,  named  Turner 
and  Henderson,  were  also  mixed  up  with 
the  gay  captain.  He  was  particularly- 
fascinated  by  the  widow,  who  also  had  a 
history.  She  was  the  daughter  of  a  M  r. 
Henderson,  a  New  York  architect,  and 
created  a  sensation  in  Philadelphia 
social  circles  by  marrying  Mr.  Striker,  a 
wealthy  gentleman,  while  he  was  drunU. 
Her  husband  was  afterward  drowned  t.t 
Saratoga.  Before  Mrs.  Dazzell  returned 
from  Europe  the  widow  had  hopelessly 
involved  the  captain  and  brought  him 
to  ruin.  -The  captain  is  said  to  have  leJit 
another  wife,  this  time  in  Boston.

Alabama  Citizens  Ueteruilued  to  ISnfortie 
the   Revenue   Laws. 

Birmingham,  Ala.,  June  17. — In  the 
northern  part  of  Tuscalosa  county,  about 
forty  miles  west  of  this  city,  the  citizens 
have  undertaken  to  break  up  a  numlxir 
of  illicit  distilleries  and  capture  the  men 
engaged  in  the  business.  For  a  year  or 
more  that  part  of  the  state  has  been 
overrun  with  moonshiners,  who  finally 
grew  so  bold  they  carried  on  their  busi- 
ness almost  openly  and  became  a  terror, 
not  only  to  revenue  officers  but  to  all 
law-abiding  citizens. 

About  one  month  ago  the  few  lavf- 
abiding  citizens  of  the  neighborhocd 
held  a  meeting  and  resolved  to  break  up 
the  unlawful  business.  They  addressed 
a  letter  to  the  moonshiners,  asking  them 
to  quit  the  business  or  leave  the  county 
on  pain  of  being  delivered  up  to  ttje 
revenue  officers  and  their  stills  dc)- 
stroyed.  To  this  the  moonshiners  ri- 
turned  a  defiant  reply  and  threatened 
with  death  by  torture  anyone  who  dartd 
to  betray  them.  Finding  peaceable  acd 
lawful  means  unavailing,  the  citizens 
met  again  and  organized  themselves  in  *iO 
a  vigilance  committee  and  have  notitind 
the  moonshiners  that  they  *  may  expe  :t 
no  quarter.

This  morning  some  of  the  contractors 
met  near  the  city  hall  to  talk  over  the 
ditTerences  between  tliemselves  and  the 
striking  teamsters.  Slessrs.  Wolf  &  Tru- 
ax,  Elliot  &i  Davis  and  E.  J.  Emory  were 
present  in  person,  antl  McArthur  Bros, 
also  had  a  repres«'ntative  on  the 
ground.  J.  C  idutily,  president 
of  the  teiimsteis  union,  lately 
organized,  represented  the  strikers.  The 
confab  was  a  brief  one.  Mr.  Muffley  re- 
iterated the  demands  of  the  teamsters; 
that  they  must  be  pa  d  $4  a  day  or  they 
should  refuse  to  wort  their  teams,  and 
moreover,  would  comj)el  all  teams  work- 
ing for  less  than  tliat  amount  to  quit 
work.  The  teamsters  v\-ere  ready,  he  said, 
to  go  to  work  the  min  ute  they  were  given 
what  they  asked.  If  not,  it  is  their  in 
teution  to  parade  the  streets  every  day 
and  turn  out  every  team  found  at  work 
at  the  old  rate. 

A  disposition  was  showu  by  some  of 
the  contractors  to  clotie  the  strike  by  pay- 
ing what  the  men  asked  fur,  others  re- 
fused to  pay  any  advance  and  there  iaisome 
talk  of  shipping  in  teams  from  outside. 
They  claim  they  can  get  all  the  teams 
they    want    to     use     at    63.5<J    a    day. 

Nearly  eighty  teams  paraded  this 
afternoon,  but  had  considerable 
trouble  to  indue*  some  to  quit 
work.  The  majority  fell  in  with 
the  procesdion  without  much  persuasion. 
Considerable  ill-feeling  has  been  engen- 
dered by  the  refusal  cf  certain  ones  who 
are  content  to  work  it  the  old  wages, 
and  are  proof  against  the  blandishments 
of  the  strikers.  Som<»  threats  have  been 
made,  and  there  is  a  probability  that 
some  damage,  at  leas:  to  property,  may 
be  done. 

POSTPONED  TO  JULY. 

Petition  for  Hearing  i)i  the  Katon-Merritt 
Ca»e  Posi  poned. 

The  oral  petition  for  a  rehearing  in 
the  now  famous  Eato:i-Merritt  iron  claim 
was  to  have  been  heard  before  the  secre- 
tary of  the  interior  at  Washington  today. 
It  has,  however,  boeu  decided,  this  date 
being  so  near  the  eu  i  of  the  tiscai  year, 
that  the  secretary  (»uld  not  give  his 
attention  to  the  worit,  to  postpone  until 
July  10. 

The  statement  heretofore  made  that 
the  argument  set  for  today  would  be  a 
rehearing  of  the  case  is  a  mistake.  It  is 
simply  an  oral  heariiig  before  the  secre- 
tary of  the  interior,  on  which  will  be 
based  his  decision  whether  or  not  to 
order  a  rehearing  of  :he  entire  question. 


KANSAS  SUFFERS  NOW. 


Great  Floods  Wash  Away  Towns 

and  Drown  Fleeing 

People. 


A  Dam   Gives   Way  and   Adds 

to    the  Heavenly 

Torrents. 


St.  Louis,  Mo.,  June  17. — Additional 
advices  about  the  disaster  in  Kansas 
from  wind  and  rain  storms  are  that 
Uniontown,  about  fifteen  miles  from 
Fort  Scott,  on  the  Wichita  and  Western 
railway,  was  swept  aw^ay,  and  that  two 
women  and  four  children  were  drowned. 
Uniontown,  which  is  a  place  of  GOO  in- 
habitants, is  in  the  midst  of  a  thickly - 
settled  countr}',  and  it  is  feared  that  the 

loss  of  life  is  heavier  than  reix^rted.  As 
the  wires  are  dow  n  for  fifteen  miles  on 
either  side,  nothing  definite  can  tje 
learned. 

The  storm  struck  the  western  part  of 
Bourbon  county  late  at  night,  coming 
from  the  west,  where  it  had  played  great 
havoc.  At  Augusta  it  assumed  the  form 
of  a  cloud  bu!>,t,  and  though  everything 
possible  h  iS  besn  done  in  obtain  details 
by  the  ra»:roau,  all  is  ui. certain  at  pres- 
ent. In  Fort  Scott  it  began  raining 
about  7  o'clock  Sunday  morning.  Old 
residents  say  it  was  the  heaviest  rain  in 
the  city  for  thirty  years.  Water 
began  rising  in  Buck  run  at 
8  a.  m.  Lamb  &  Mead's  dam  on  Sixth 
street  burst  about  10,  causing  the  water 
in  Buck  run  to  rise  at  the  rate  of  three 
feet  an  hour,  carrying  away  several 
houses  and  the  bridge  across  Sixth 
street. 

The  part  of  Fort  Scott  known  as  Bell 
town  is  entirely  under  water.  This  was 
caused  by  the  overflow  from  Marmaton 
river.  People  were  taken  out  with  boats. 
Several  bridges  were  washed  out,  and 
trains  were  stopped  on  both  sides  of  Fort 
Scott. 

The  Kansas,  Nebraska  and  Dakota 
track  is  under  water  for  about  nine 
miles  out.  The  Memphis  road  is  badly 
damaged  for  about  lOOO  feet  ten  miles 
north  of  Fort  Scott.  All  the  people  in 
the  bottom  in  East  Fort  Scott  have 
moved  out. 

At  last  accounts  the  water  had  stopped 
rising,  and  if  no  more  rain  falls  the  flood 
will  rapidly  subside.  Every  effort  is 
being  made  to  obtain  information  from 
Uniontown.

The  Chippewa  Indian  war  pans  out 
all  whoops  and  no  scalps,  except  those  of 
the  amateur  war  correspondents,  who 
loaded  the  wires  with  guif  and  pilletl  up 
the  telegraph  bills.  Their  hair  was 
raised  promptly  by  the  press  home 
guard.  For  "Red  Devils  Rampant"  now 
read  "Blue  Devils  Couchant." 


It  is  remarked  by  The  Philadelphia 
Record  that  sometimes  men  give  accord- 
ing to  their  means  and  sometimes  ac- 
cording to  their  meanness.  The  timely 
point  of  this  observation  lies  in  its  ap- 
plication to  the  Johnstown  fund,  but 
there  are  many  thousand  men  of  wealth 
who  will  not  be  pricked  by  it. 


One  thing  which  should  be  cut  short 
here,  before  the  reckless  destruction  is 
complete,  is  the  lopping  off  of  the  grow- 
ing trees  in  the  ravines  and  on  the  hill 
sides.  Most  of  this  cutting  is  done  by 
tresspassers,  who  should  be  sternly  and 
strictly  warned  off.  We  understand  that 
a  special  policeman  has  been  appointed, 
at  the  instance  of  the  parks  commission, 
to  protect  the  trees  along  Chester  creek 
particularly,  but  one  man  cannot  guard 
the  entire  park  system,  and  every  regu- 
lar member  of  the  force,  as  well  as  every 
private  citizen  of  public  spirit,  should 
make  it  a  duty  to  see  to  it  that  the  trees 
are  spared.  It  would  be  cheaper  and 
better  for  the  city  to  issue  coal  rations  if 
necessary  than  to  lose  its  trees. 


The  Louisville  Courier -Journal, 
through  the  quill  of  Henry  Watterson,  is 
pouring  cold  water  on  the  callow  candi- 
dates for  the  chair  now  so  completely 
tilled  by  President  Harrison.  "A  man," 
he  says,  "however  eminent  and  conspicu- 
ous, who  seriously  looks  to  his  nomma- 
tion  and  election  to  the  presidency  may 
not  be  inaptly  likened  to  one  who  should 
expect  to  fish  out  of  the  Atlantic  ocean 
with  a  pin  hook  the  ticket  calling  for  the 
capital  prize  in  a  lottery  to  be  drawn  in 
the  moon."  Mr.  Watterson  is  coldly  in- 
sensible to  the  fact  that  the  last  leader 
of  his  party  is  out  in  this  shower  with- 
out an  umbrdlla,  or  else  he  takes  resent- 
ful pleasure  in  dousing  Mr,  Cleveland. 
We  do  not  know  who  the  favored  candi- 
date of  the  blue  grass  knight  will  be, 
but  we  know  one  who  will  not  be,  and 
that  one  is  the  man  afraid  of  a  second 
term  for  everybody  but  himself. 


Duluth  finds  itself  the  focal  point  of  a 
sharp  railroad-rate  war  just  now,  and, 
while  as  a  general  principle  such  a  war 
is  not  to  be  desired,  in  this  particular 
instance  it  will  serve  the  good  purpose 
of  relieving  oui  shippers  of  the  burden 
always  imposed  when  there  is  no  compe- 
tition and  of  attracting  attention  to  the 
city  generally,  especially  among 
railroad  men  throughout  the  coun- 
try. Duluth  is  so  constantly 
coming  to  the  front  with  new 
enterprises  and  incidents  of  its  rapid 
development  that  it  is  difficult  for  people 
not  directly  interested  to  keep  pace  with 
it  or  sustain  interest  in  it.  When,  how- 
ever, railroads  build  new  lines  to  a  city 
and  enter  into  sharp  competition  for  its 
business,  attention  is  sharply  drawn  to 
it  and  it  is  evident  tu  the  most  skeptical 
and  conservative  that  there  is  solid  sub- 
stance back  of  our  wonderful  develop- 
ment. 


Our  special  editorial  correspondent  a 
few  weeks  ago  discussed  the  conditions 
leading  to  the  breaking  up  of  the  bon- 
anza farms  and  the  W^inona  Republican 
now  takes  up  the  same  theme,  regarding 
the  disintegration  as  a  very  hopeful  sign 
for  the  future  of  North  Dakota: 

It  appears  to  be  the  well-settled  opiuion  of 
residents  of  North  Dakota  that  very  little 
money  has  been  made  in  the  agrgrregrate  from 
the  bonanza  wheat  farms.  Althouerli  they 
have  subservefl  a  (fO<xi  purpose  and  enriched 
their  owners  In  the  enhanced  value  of  lands, 
they  are  very  unpopular  in  their  various  loca- 
tions, as  they  are  generally  owned  by  non-resi- 
dents,'operated  by  transient  men,  and  keep 
out  the  small  farmers.  These  are  the  men  who 
build  up  communities  and  s'Kjieties,  the  men 
who  till  not  over  a  half-section.  The  towns  on 
the  Northern  Paciflc  railroad  are  esi>ecially  in- 
terested in  the  breaking  up  of  the  great  farms. 

We  think  The  Republican  is  right, 
even  if  a  more  favorable  balance  can  be 
shown  for  the  operation  of  great  farms 
than  it  supposes.  Economy  in  produc- 
tion is  an  end  to  be  aimed  at,  and  there 
can  be  no  question  that  it  will  be  sedu- 
lously sought  at  the  present 
day,  but  it  is  not  the  sole  nor  the 
main  end  to  be  held  in  view.  The  pro- 
ducer has  a  claim  to  consideration  as 
well  as  the  product,  despite  the  teach- 
ings of  the  logical  free  trade  school,  and 
the  welfare  of  a  state  cannot  be  meas- 
ured by  the  size  of  its  wheat  crop  sim- 
ply. A  cluster  of  happy  homes  is  of 
more  value  to  the  country  than  a 
bonanza  farm. 


had  only  put  the  head  of 
water  navigation  on  the  great  lakes  at 
St.  Paul  instead  of  150  miles  away,  or 
had  given  them  brains  and  business 
acumen  enough  to  have  put  their  busi- 
ness in  Duluth,  at  the  head  of  navi- 
gation, all  would  have  been  well.  But 
he  did'nt.  It  does  not  take  very  careful 
reading  of  the  signs  of  the  times  to 
prove  satisfactorily  to  any  student  that 
the  differential  between  St.  Pau  I  and 
Dulutli  will  before  long  be  much  more 
than  four  cents.  The  geography  of  the 
Northwest  demands  it,  and  weak  man 
cannot  prevent  the  working  of  manifest 
destiny. 


St.  Paul  merchants  are  bereft.  They 
have  lost  their  confidence  in  humanity, 
and  now  wail  against  nature  and 
geography.  The  trouble  seems  to  be 
that  they  can't  get  as  good  freight  rates 
from  the  East  via  Duluth  as  Duluth 
enjoys.  They  think  four  cents  a  hun- 
dred pounds  for  a  haul  of  186  miles  over 
the  Eastern,  or  loo  over  the  St.  Paul  and 
Duluth,  a  terrible  discrimination  against 
themselves,  and  they  see  ruin  for  jobbers 
in  the  Twin  Cities  because  Dulutli 
merchants  have  four  cents  advantage. 
Duluth  pities  those  fellows,  but 
can't    help    them.

TEMPERANCE  NOTES. 


During  a  ten-weeks'  campaign  in  Wash- 
ington Territory  Miss  Henrietta  G. 
Moore,  of  Ohio,  has  created  a  general 
interest  in  the  woman's  temperance 
movement. 

In  Sweden  fifty  years  ago  the  projKir- 
tion  of  alcohol  consumed  to  the  popula- 
tion was  fifty-four  litres  for  every  man, 
woman  and  child;  now  it  is  only  eight 
litres. 

The  school  board  of  Vienna  is  wrest- 
ling with  one  phase  of  the  temperance 
question.  It  appears  that  it  is  quite 
common  for  the  children  of  poor  parents 
to  receive  by  way  of  breakfast  nothing 
more  than  a  glass  of  spirits,  and  even  to 
come  into  the  schoolroom  drunk. 

Governor  Humphrey,  Kansas,  delivered 
his  inaugural  Jan.  16.  Of  the  prohibi- 
tory law  he  says:  "The  growth  of  public 
sentiment  in  support  of  constitutional 
prohibition  is  steady,  healthy  and  un- 
mistakable. The^  saloon  as  a  factor  in 
politics,  as  a  moral  iniquity,  has  been 
outlawed  anu  made  a  'fugitive  and  a 
vagabond  on  the  face  of  the  earth,'  or 
that  part  of  it  within  the  territorial 
limits  of  Kansas."

The  .\merican  boy  lets  nothing  ^un  to 
waste  except  himself.  He  will  find  a  use 
for  anything  that  comes  to  his  hand. 
His  latest  utilitarian  triumph  is  ihf  de 
vising  of  a  game  played  with  the  pi(|tured 
cigarette  cards  by  means  of  which  fenter- 
prising  tobacconists  have  undertalfen  to 
advertise  and  set  off  their  wares.  Half 
of  the  boys  in  Philadelphia,  New  ;  Vork, 
and  Brooklyn  are  playing  the  new  Lmiuc, 
says  the  Philadelphia  Press,  buf  it  is 
doubtful  if  it  has  as  yet  penetrattil  the 
country.  At  every  corner,  in  wlifttevor 
neighborhood,  you  may  see  youngsters 
pitching  cigarette  cards  at  a  wall  or  ob- 
struction of  some  sort. 

Here  is  an  analysis  of  the  new  game, 
as  a  bright  boy  who  had  "gone  broke" 
against  it  rehearsed  it  to  a  report{>r  the 
other  day:  "In  the  first  place,"  he  said, 
"each  boy  in  the  game  in  turn  pitjhes  a 
card  at  the  wall  from  a  mark  about 
twenty  feet  away.

LOCAL  FORECASTS. 

Xn  KxteiiHion  of  the  Authority  of  .Sergeant 
Fallou. 

Sergeant  W.  H.  Fallon,  weather 
prophet,  will  on  July  1  become  more  of 
a  local  weather  prophet  than  ever.  An 
order  has  been  issued  by  Chief  Signal 
Officer  G  roely,  directing  that  on  July  1 
all  chiefs  of  stations  who  have  sufficient 
experience  in    local    weather  may  make 


effect.  The  stone  work  sets  off  to  great 
advantage  the  variegated  stains  of  the 
shingle  and  combine  well  with  almost 
any  color.  Brown  wall  8hingle%  a  little 
duller  and  lighter  than  the  color  of  old 
mahogany  with  a  rather  light  tan  roof 
would  be  effective. 

As  we  enter  the  hall,  on  the  right  hand 
we  tind  a  large  fireplace,  and^to  the  left 
is  the  entrance  to  the  parlor.  By  mak- 
ing this  opening  large— 8  or  10  feet  wide 
— filling  in  the  remaining  space  with 
screen  work  and  portieres,  as  shown  in 
the  sketch  Xo.  3,  and  finishing  the  parlor 
and  hall  similarly,  they  could,  if  neces- 
san.',  be  thrown  together,  making  a  room 
large  enough  for  a  small  reception  or 
dancing  party.  These  tw^o  rooms  would 
be  very  handsome  if  finished  in  cherrj- 
left  its  natural  color  and  given  a  dull 
polish.  A  good  dull  polish  may  be  ob- 
tained by  rubbing  down  a  heavy  coating 
(about  four  coats  well  dried)  of  shellac 
with  raw  linseed  oil  and  pulverized 
pumice. 

The  treatment  suggested  in  the  sketch, 
rather  Moorish  in  ita  general  character, 
should  be  exceedingly  delicate  in  design 
for  if  it  is  too  heavy  the  effect  would  be 
coarse  in  the  extreme.  With  light  grace- 
ful open  work  and  slender  columns  the 
paned  moulding  should  be  simple  and 
very  fine.  Open  lattice  work  might  be 
used  in  placed  of  the  upper  panels  with 
good  effect.  If  this  were  done  the  por- 
tieres should  be  light  in  appearance  so 
that  they  may  not  appear  too  heavy  a 
load  for  the  screen  to  carry. 

The  fireplace  in  the  hall  should  be 
large,  say  an  opening  4  feet  wide  and 
3  feet  high  so  that  andirons  and  large 
logs  may  be  used.  With  a  couple  of  big 
sticks  cracking  and  snapping  on  a  chilly 
evening  the  hall  hearth  would  be  the 
center  par  excellence  of  the  family  group. 
Of  course  hardwood  floors  should  be 
used  in  both  these  rooms. 

The  mantel  surrounding  a  plain  brick 
fireplace  opening,  consists  merely  of  a 
broad  moulded  shelf  and  side  trim. 
Above  the  shelf,  regular  wainscoting, 
interrupted  only  by  a  square  plate  glass 
mirror,  is  carried  across  the  hearth.  A 
email  hot  shelf  is  shown  just  below  the 
broad  shelf.  This  is  built  in  the  brick 
work  and  has  a  bottom  formed  of  a  slate 
slab,  where  bits  of  bric-a-brac  or  a  tete- 
a-tete  tea  set  could  be  advantageously 
displayed.  In  this  fire-place,  if  andirons 
were  not  desired,  a  basket  grate  for 
burning  coal  might  be  used. 

A  ceiling  of  oak  beams  with  panels  of 
plaster  between,  the  panels  painted  a 
cool  olive  green,  would  correspond  well 
with  the  walls.

The  end  of  the  freight  war  between 
the  Eastern  Minnesota  and  the  St.  Paul 
and  Duluth  is  not  yet,  and  the  outcome 
of  the  affair  is  something,  most  prob- 
ably, of  the  dim  future;  and  what  Presi- 
dent Minot,  of  the  Eastern,  and  Presi- 
dent Hayes,  of  the  St.  Paul  road,  have 
to  say  on  the  subject  warrants  this  con- 
clusion. Both  roads  are  well  equipped 
for  such    a    war.    While    the  Manitoba 

boat  line  (the  Eastern's  lake  car- 
riers) is  the  most  recently  built, 
yet  the  Transit  company's  lake 
line,  (handling  St.  Paul  and  Duluth 
freight)  has  the  prestige  of  longer  ser- 
vice and  established  reputation. 

St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  merchants 
are  by  no  means  satisfied  with  the  action 
of  the  Eastern  Minnesota  in  making 
rates  to  Duluth  lower  than  to  St.  Paul. 
Said  a  business  man  of  the  Twin  cities 
yesterday:  "I  think  the  Twin  city  mer- 
chants are  putting  too  much  stock ,  in 
the  Eastern  Minnesota  company.  It  is 
making  a  discrimination  in  favor  of  Du- 
luth of  four  cents  a  hundred.  The  Man- 
itoba and  Northern  Pacific  make  the 
same  rates  from  Duluth  aa  they  do  to  St. 
Paul  and  Minneapolis,  and  the  difference, 
in  connection  with  the  Eastern,  handi- 
caps St.  Paul  merchants  by  four  cents, 
an  unjust  discrimination.  The  lake  lines 
refused  to  make  the  same  Chicago-St. 
Paul  rate,  as  requested  by  the  Western 
Traffic  association,  therefore  it  is  plain 
that  the  lake  roads  do  not  care  to  be  just 
to  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  as  their 
action  shows." 

Tomorrow  the  Eastern  road's  rate  goes 
into  effect,  and  Tuesday  the  rate  jubilee 
will  begin.  Said  President  Minot 
to  a  reporter  this  morning:  "We 
shall  meet  any  cut  made 
by  the  St.  Paul  and  Duluth — or  rather 
by  the  Transit  company,  for  it  virtually 
makes  the  carrying  figure,  and  I  think 
we  are  better  able  to  stand  a  reduction 
of  receipts  than  our  opponents.  We 
have  made  our  rate  for  tomorrow,  but  if 
the  report  I  hear  regarding  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  St.  Paul  and  Duluth  rates  is 
true,  we  shall  meet  it;  our  purse  strin.s 
are  long  and  we  are  able  to  make  a  suc- 
cessful fight." 

And  word  comes  this  morning 
to  The  Herald  that  confirms 
its  Saturday  report  that  the 
St.  Paul  and  Duluth  company  would 
make  a  still  further  cut  seaboard  rate 
to  St.  Paul,  lower  by  twelve  cents  than 
that  announced  by  President  Minot. 
The  former  rates  of  both  lines  were  on 
the  basis  of  65,  .55,  42,  3;i,  28  and  24  for 
the  respective  six  classes  of  freight  to 
the  Twin  Cities.  The  cut,  as  announced, 
will  be  about  .54,  47,  .37,  27,  2)3  and  20  to 
St.  Paul,  a  decrease  from  this  of  four 
cents  for  the  first  two  classes,  five  cents 
for  the  third,  two  cents  for  the  last  three 
classes  being  the  Duluth  rate.  This  is 
a  reduction  by  the  St.  Paul  and  Duluth 
from  the  rates  that  go  into  effect  on  the 
Eastern  tomorrow.  This  will  make  a 
rate  in  favor  of  President  Hayes's  road 
of  15,  12, 10,  8,  7  and  6  cents. 

From  this  cause  it  is  probable  that 
the  rate  announced  by  the  Eastern 
Minnesota  will  never  go  into  effect,  for 
President  Minot  says:  "We  will  meet 
any  rate  the  St.  Paul  and  Duluth  com- 
pany may  make."  It  is  further  stated 
from  St.  Paul  that  the  new  St.  Paul  and 
Duluth  rate  to  St.  Paul  will  govern  the 
rate  to  Duluth,  thus  doing  away  with 
that  much  talked  of  "four  cents  discrim- 
ination"— if  the  rates  given  above  are 
certainties. 

But  the  effect  of  this  further  decrease 
is  much  more  far  reaching  in  its  effects 
than  is  shown  on  the  surface.  In  a 
former  interview  with  a  Herald  reporter 
Vice-President  Dudley,  of  the  St.  Paul 
and  Duluth,  said:  "We  will,  under  no 
consideration,  meet  the  demand  of  the 
Western  Traffic  association  that  we 
equalize  our  seaboard  lake  route  to  meet 
the  rate  of  the  all-rail  through-Chicago 
lines."  And  this  big  cut  will 
raise  a  howl  among  the  com- 
panies forming  this  association,  that 
will  be  heard  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Mississippi,  for  it  makes  a  serious  inroad 
in  their  already  reduced  receipts  on 
account  of  lake  competition,  with  no 
possible  show  of  a  rate  equalization 
within  the  next  six  months. 

The  St.  Paul  company  is  as  determined 
to  keep  rates  down,  out  of  the  reach  of 
all  through  lines,  as  it  is  to  meet  its 
competitor,  the  Eastern  Minnesota. 
Said  E.  L.  Dudley,  of  the  St.  Paul  and 
Duluth:  "We  are  determined  not  to  be 
outdone  by  the  Eastern  Minnesota 
company.  We  will  meet  all  its 
cuts  both  in  passenger  and  freight  rates, 
and  I  think  our  service,  both  on  the 
lakes  and  by  rail  will  conduce  to  keep 
our  end  of  the  board  up.  If  a  further 
cut  has  been  made,  affecting  the  St. 
Paul  and  Duluth,  and  I  do 
say  it  has  not  been — it 
been  brought  about  by 
Transit  company,  our  line  of  boats 
are  well  equipped  for  a  rate  war. 
service  has  always  been  such  as 
mended  itself  to  Duluth  shippers,  and  I 
think  they  will  see  that  we  get  our 
share  of  business.  One  thing  is  certain, 
as  long  as  a  cut  in  rates  is  going  on  we 
will  be  in  the  fight,  and  to  stay."

The  State  Legiiilature  Takes  Strong  Action 
AKainat  AIuiu  Baking  Powders. 

The  state  legislature  of  Minnesota  has 
just  passed  a  law  prohibiting  the  manu- 
facture of  baking  power  containing 
alum,  and  making  either  the  manufac- 
ture, or  the  sale  of,  or  the  having  in  pos- 
session, baking  powder  containing  alum 
a  criminal  offense,  punishable  by  fine  or 
imprisonment,  unless  such  article  is 
plainly  marked  with  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  manufacturer  and  the 
words:  "This  Baking  Powder  contains 
Alum."  The  following  is  the  main  pro- 
vision of  the  law:  "An  act  in  relation  to 
the  maiiufacture  of  baking  powders." 
Section  2.— -"Every  person  making  or 
manufacturing  baking  powder  or  any 
mixture  or  comixjund  intended  for  use 
as  a  baking  powder,  which  contains 
alum  in  any  form  or  shape,  shall  securely 
affix  or  cause  to  be  securely  afiixed  to 
every  b<jx,  can  or  package  containing 
such  baking  powder  or  like  mixture  or 
compound,  a  label  upon  the  outside  and 
face  of  which  is  distinctly  printed 
in  legible  tyjpe  not  smaller 
than  "long  primer"  the  name 
and  residence  of  the  manu- 
ufacturer,  and  the  following  words: 
"This  baking  powder  contains  alum." 
Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall  for  each  offense 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  less  than 
twenty-five  (25)  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred (ICK))  dollars  and  costs,  or  by  im- 
prisonment in  the  county  jail  not  to  ex- 
ceed thirty  (30)  days. 

Section  3.  -The  having  in  possession 
by  any  person  or  firm  of  any  of  the 
articles  or  substances  hereinbefore  de- 
scribed, and  not  labelled  as  provided  in 
section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  shdU  be  con- 
sidered prima  facie  evidence  that  the 
same  is  kept  by  such  person  or  firm  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  the  state  dairy  commissioner,  his 
assistants,  experts  and  chemists,  or  any 
one  thereof,  are  hereby  authorized  to 
seize  upon  and  take  possession  of  such 
articles  or  substances,  and  uix)n  the 
order  of  any  court  which  has  jurisdiction 
under  this  act,  he  shall  sell  the  same, 
giving  full  notice  of  the  time  of  such 
sale  and  of  the  fact  that  such  compound 
or  substances  contain  alum,  and  the 
proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  placed  to 
the  credit  of  the  state  dairy  commis- 
sioner's fund." 

This  act  was  approved  April  24,  1889, 
and  takes  effect  August  1st,  1889.

The  Ore  Outlook. 

The  Cleveland  Iron  Trade  Review,  in 
its  current  number,  reviews  as  folktws 
the  ore  market: 

Tlie  principal  events  of  the  week  consisi  in 
the  suspension  of  active  mining  operations  of 
the  Iron  King,  and  the  sale  to  the  Metrojioli- 
tan  Iron  and  Land  company  of  the  Pabst  mine. 
With  the  shutting  down  of  the  Iron  King,  the 
last  chapter  is  recorded  of  what  a  few  yijars 
ago  was  considered  to  be  one  of  the  larjfest 
mining  combinations  ever  in  the  fleid,  ind 
which  was  known  as  the  Bessemer  Conjoli- 
dated,  controlled  by  Mr.  Burton.  A  gfeat 
many  people  put  their  money  iuto  the  st>ck, 
and  neany  all  of  U  was  swept  away.  The  <mly 
mine  pr<jducing  ore  was  the  Iron  King,  carry- 
ing a  high  gra<ie  of  Bessemer  hematite,  lime 
demonstrated  the  fact  that  even  a  possible 
production  of  100,000  tons  of  ore  was  insufti- 
cient  to  face  a  burden  of  J7,fi00,000  siiock 
and  t>ond8,  and  as  there  was  no  capital  for  par- 
rying on  operations  beyond  that  obtained 
from  sales  things  came  to  a  turn  where  to  close 
down  was  a  necessity.  The  Pabst  was  )ur- 
chased  lor  $a')0,000.  It  is  located  just  norti  of 
the  Aurora.  The  company  now  controls  the 
Norrie,  East  Norrie  and  Pabst  mines.  An  at- 
tempt was  made  during  the  week  to  l)oom  lake 
freights,  but  charters  remain  at  $1.26  from  Du- 
luth, $1.26  from  Marquette,  and  90  cents  from 
Kscanaba.  A  conservative  estimate  of  ore 
sold  thus  far,  made  l)y  three  well-posted  ore 
dealers,  results  in  the  opinion  that  the  said  at 
this  time  approximate  fully  3,700,000  tons.

Saturday  night  the  steamship  North 
Star  arriAed  at  the  Sault  bound  down. 
Her  captain  reported  that  about  sixty 
miles  westerly  from  Whitetish  point  he 
came  in  conllision  with  the  fct.»amship 
Chas.  J.  Sheirield,  and  that  the  Sheffield 
sank  in  eight  minutes  after  the  disaster. 

The  North  Star  was  bound  Buffalo- 
ward  while  the  Sheffield  was  isoming  up 
light  to  Two  Harbors  for  iron  ore.  The 
collision  occured  in  a  dense  fog  about  6 
o'clock  Friday  evening  and 

both         vessels  were         at         full 

speed.  The  steel  prow  of  the  Star 
crashed  through  the  side  of  the  Sheffield 
just  forward  of  the  smoke  stack,  and  cut 
a  hole  through  which  the  water  poured 
in  a  flood.  In  eight  minutes  she  sunk. 
The  crew  were  all  saved. 

The  Sheffield  was  built  at  Cleveland 
two  years  jigo,  and  was  rated  Al,  valued 
by  Lloyds  at  8175,000.  She  wfis  of  steel, 
double  ..ottom,  and  a  fine  ship  in  every 
way.  She  had  a  capacity  of  ".MOO  tons, 
and  has  been  in  the  Duiuth  tradi  since 
coming  out.  Captain  Allen  commanded 
her,  and  she  was  owned  bv  H.  H.  Brown 
and  Chas.  J.  Sheffield,  of  Cleveland. 

Ant,  Dom  Bordes  &  Sons,  of  Paris, 
have  placed  an  order  with  a  firm  of 
Clyde  shipbuilders  for  the  construction 
of  a  five-masted  steel  sailing  ship  of 
6000  tons  dead  weight.  This  will  be  the 
first  five-masted  ocean  sailing  ship  ever 
built,  and  will  also  be  the  largest  sailing 
vessel  afloat. 

The  successful  experiment  of  a  steamer 
built  expressly  for  carrying  oil  in  bulk 
from  New  Y'ork  to  Rotterdam  may  lead 
to  something  similar  on  the  lakes  ere 
long.  The  new  steamer  was  built  at 
Newcastle,  and  is  304  feet  long,  with 
3500  tons  capacity.  Her  oil  pumps  are 
of  the  Worthington  type,  and  their  de- 
livery capacity  is  30r  tons  per  hour. 

Cleveland  vessel  owners  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  waterways  convention, 
announced  to  meet  at  West  Superior 
on  the  Gth  of  August,  had  lietter  be  held 
at  St.  Paul.  They  also  regard  the  Hen- 
nepin canal  scheme  unfavorablv.

Canal  Kates  Reduced. 

Chicago,  June  17.— The  Canal  For- 
warders association,  the  boatmen's  pool 
on  the  Erie  canal,  met  the  Lehigh  Val- 
ley's cut  in  the  rates  from  Buffalo  to 
New  York  by  reducing  canal  rates  a 
quarter  of  a  cent  on  wheat  and  corn  and 
an  eighth  on  oats.  The  old  rates  had 
ruled  firm  since  the  opening  of  naviga- 
tion. For  the  week  the  shipments  by 
canal  and  rail  from  Buffalo  were  about 
equal,  1,104^70  bushels  going  bv  canal 
and  1,160,780  bushels  by  rail.  The  only 
thing  now  standing  between  canal  rates 
and  complete  demoralization  is  the  canal 
pool.  It  has  resisted  two  determined 
attacks  by  the  railroads  and  come  out 
unscathed.  If  with  200  boats  lying  at 
Biiffalo  it  can  still  hold  together,  it  is 
evident  that  the  railway  war  on  the 
canal  having  for  an  ultimate  purpose  the 
driving  of  canal  boats  out  of  existence  is 
to  be  waged  this  season  against  the  com- 
bined canal  interests.  Hitherto  the 
railroads  have  fought  the  boatmen  in 
detachments  and  have  for  several  sea- 
sons easily  rendered  the  traffic  unprofit- 
able.
